A Little Light-Rain Music 


A holiday meditation 

BY LOUIS BLACK 

Late at night, I’m driving through a very light rain in a 
rented vehicle that is nothing like my car. It really isn’t late, 
maybe just 10pm, but it seems later; still, the calmness rolls 
over me like a fragrance, surrounds me, and scents me. It’s 
one of those rare interludes where all the things that haunt 
my head or hurt my body have all chosen the same time to 
rest. I’m playing a CD, given to me by a friend earlier in the 
evening, that I’ve never heard before. Driving, I’m just there. 
The music is neither distant nor flat; it is full and present. 
Lost in the music, the rain, the night, I’m trying to remem- 
ber where I’m going, but I don’t really care. 

Ordinarily, having just been at the South by Southwest 
holiday party, I’d feel just a bit more distorted. The journey 
from the “who I once was” to the “who I am now” never 
makes sense or seems coherent when I think about it. So 
I’m not thinking about it. 

Now, some of us at the paper have worked together, on 
one thing or another, for more than 2 Vi decades. Some of 
the younger staff weren’t even bom when others of us first 
hooked up so long ago. We lean back against railings or 
walls, talking about music. Sure, sometimes we tell stories 
of the old days, too many stories - too often you can watch 
as people’s eyes glaze over, even when you feel like you 
haven’t really started in yet. But such talk did not dominate 
on this night. There was planning, shared excitement, and 
the kind of communication that happens among folks who 
have known one another so long they don’t even always 
need to speak. 

The CD is late-Sixties, Los Angeles, Brian Wilson-type, 
wall-of-sound, arty rock; it’s densely labored, boasting tex- 
tured harmonies, with hippie-lite lyrics that ignore the tar 
and reach for the sky. I’m still rolling the taste of being with 
so many people I like around in my mouth, and the music 
is perfect. I just want the drive to be forever, the rain to be 
steady and light. 

The next day, when I’m thinking back, howev- 
er, the soundtrack does not embrace the joyous cel-

ebration of sun, with the ocean stretching out forever, that 
I had played over and over. Instead, it’s Waylon Jennings 
performing Dee Moeller’s “Slow Movin’ Outlaw.” This is 
from Jennings’ terrific This Time album, which I’ve never 
found on CD, unlike every other Jennings vinyl (including a 
few cases in which it is more likely he walked by rather than 
actually recorded). 

This is one of those songs that just gets stuck in my head, 
playing over and over. It is more than welcome - unlike 
when some bubblegum-pop song lodges there, returning 
every time you think it’s finally gone. At those times, I feel 
like driving a nail into my mouth just so I can concentrate 
on something not quite so painful. 

There are certain moments in songs, or scenes in movies, 
that become part of an endlessly playing, autobiographical 
collage. In “Try a Little Tenderness” on the Live in Europe 
album, for example, there’s the moment when Otis Redding 
- with the deepest, most soulful sigh - near-moans, “And 
them young girls they do get weary.” The way he curves 
that “weary” is the only description I know of the feeling at 
certain times when soul-sick and busted up, when all I want 
to do is rest, and yet I know there isn’t even the hope of it 
anywhere in my future. 

“All your ol’ stations are being torn down and the high 
flying trains no longer roar/The floors ’re all sagging with 
boards at a suffering from not being used anymore” is 
how “Slow Movin’ Outlaw” begins. It’s a closeted, Dorian 
Gray Polaroid of how I really feel, the chorus hitting it just 
right: “Where has a slow movin’ once quickdraw outlaw 
got to go.” 

These are the times when I feel so old that my face 
bears the ugly deep scars of each and every one of the 
too many miles I’ve lived, all too roughly and unwisely. 
When I look in the mirror at my eyes, they seem deadly 
flat, yet endlessly deep. But rather than just feeling 
sadness or loss, I kind of treasure each scar, especially 
some of the ugliest ones, as markers of a life lived and 
lessons learned. 

Sometimes it may not be 20-years-ago good, but usually 
it’s not that bad, either. Sure, the miles hurt, and hope has 
been chastened by experience, but desire can trump experi- 
ence and memory leaven pain. 

There is a light rain, and there is music. I hope they both 
never end, but I’m feeling good enough that I know I won’t 
care when they do.

In that particular case, the project manager did not disclose that he had 
a live-in relationship with an individual who obtained significant financial 
subcontracts at the same time and on the very same project he was 
hired to directly manage. 

While inviting readers to draw their own conclusions, Mr. King lays out 
a shadowy conspiracy theory. 

Before readers draw their own conclusion, they should know that for 
years, I have annually disclosed my husband’s employment as a heating 
and air-conditioning technician for Wal-Mart on multiple, publicly filed 
financial disclosure forms. Once filed, these forms are made available 
for inspection in the City Clerk’s Office. 

What I did file for the first time last January was a new state disclo- 
sure form designed to disclose potential vendor conflicts. I filed this 
form reporting my husband’s job, in addition to the two other financial 
disclosure forms I file annually where I also report my husband’s 
employment. This new state disclosure requirement was created by leg- 
islation as part of HB 914 in late 2005. The new form could not be filed 
prior to January 2006, and I filed in January 2006. This is the “curious 
coincidence” or suspicious timing Mr. King refers to. 

Mr. King says, “Futrell abruptly recused herself of any further Wal- 
Mart dealings.” This is incorrect. It is incorrect because I was never 
involved in the Northcross Mall Wal-Mart site plan. Filed as an admin- 
istrative site plan, full authority to review and approve this site plan 
was vested under Austin city code to the department director of the 
Watershed Protection and Development Review Department. The site 
plan would not have, and did not, come before me. 

A few weeks ago I did recuse myself from the separate discussion of 
a citywide conditional-use permit process being proposed as land-use 
regulation for all large retail establishments. Once that proposal was 
being linked directly to the discussion of the specific redevelopment of 
Northcross Mall and a Wal-Mart site plan, I recused myself. It is that 
new link that could create a potential conflict of interest and the reason 
that I recused myself. 

In my opinion, recusal was the right thing to do at that point to avoid 
any distraction, interference, or even the appearance of a conflict of 
interest while the council evaluates this proposed new land-use regula- 
tion and any direct tie to the Northcross Mall site plan. 

And yes, Mr. King, that is what high-level ethics principles are all about.

HEADLINES 


City Council said farewell to 2006 with a fire alarm and 
a couple of still-burning issues: the Wal-Mart at North- 
cross Mall (still pending for at least 60 days) and the Big 
Box Ordinance, which passed on first reading yet remains 
in the balance as to crucial details. See “Point Austin” 
and “Beside the Point.” 

Amid signs of declining support for capital punishment, 
both California and Florida declared or extended morato- 
riums on the death penalty - Florida after an execu- 
tion by injection was botched and California after a judge 
declared death by injection “cruel and unusual punish- 
ment.” In Texas, the capital prosecution of Anthony 
Graves was undermined when the DA’s office had to 
recuse itself from any retrial (see p.24). 

In response to a ringing defeat at the polls of his Iraq 
war and strategy, President George W. Bush has come up 
with a new, improved position: much, much more of the 
same. The official D.C. buzz is a “short-term surge” of 
U.S. troops - 20,000 to 40,000 - to “secure” Baghdad 
(where much of the populace says U.S. troops are the 
primary problem) and a simultaneous push to expand the 
overall size of U.S. military forces (from all those recruits 
banging on the door). 

NAKED CITY 


The AISD board of trustees voted 5-3 Monday to hold 
a special election in May to fill the vacant seat left by 
District 2 trustee Rudy Montoya, who left in November. 
The board was initially going to appoint a new board 
member Monday night but decided instead to hold an 
election after coming under criticism for not releasing the 
names of the candidates or holding public forums with 
the community. And though the local League of United 
Latin American Citizens insisted that a Hispanic should 
represent District 2, only one of the school board’s five 
candidates, Gerald Guerra, is Hispanic. The downsides to 
holding a May election? The seat will remain vacant for 
another six months, it could cost the district as much as 
$50,000, and the winner will have to stand for re-elec- 
tion in May 2008. - Michael May 


In other AISD news, the board of trustees approved on 
Monday a 2007 school year that begins Aug. 27 - no 
doubt pleasing those parents who complained that the 
district’s practice of summoning kids back to school in 
mid-August went against their inviolable rights to life, lib- 
erty, and a long, lazy summer. The decision wasn’t simply 
responding to the people, however. Rather, the legislation 
that came out of last year’s special session on school 
finance, which included a provision that school can start 
no sooner than the fourth Monday in August. The fall 
semester will run to Dec. 20, 2007, with spring being 
Jan. 8 to June 4, 2008. The result is a fall semester 
that’s 19 days shorter than the spring semester, though 
the district points out that Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills test preparation already eats up 
much of spring semester. Incidentally, those tests were 
frequently blamed for the earlier start date - on the theo- 
ry that in today’s high-stakes environment, every extra 
day of learning helps. - M.M. 

A Travis Co. grand jury on Dec. 13 indicted three officers 
of the suspended UT fraternity Lambda Phi Epsilon on 
multiple charges of serving alcohol to minors and hazing. 
The indictments come a year after the death of 18-year- 
old LPE pledge Phanta “Jack” Phoummarath, who died 
of acute alcohol poisoning in connection with drinking 
during frat hazing rituals (his blood-alcohol level was a 
whopping .41). County Attorney David Escamilla said the 
investigation into the fraternity’s pledge-hazing activities 
lasted most of the year. In the end, Escamilla told report- 
ers, officials found that pledges were subjected to rites 
amounting to torture and were expected to drink exces- 
sive amounts of alcohol - in all, he said, fraternity lead- 
ers demonstrated a “complete disregard” for the safety 
of members. LPE president Benny Chan was indicted on 
seven counts of providing alcohol to minors and 22 
counts of hazing; pledge captain Andrew Nguyen faces 
seven counts of giving alcohol to minors and 28 counts 
of hazing; LPE pledge “Hellmaster” Carnal Pulukuri was 
indicted on 14 counts of hazing. All counts are Class B 
misdemeanors - the three could each spend more than 
a year in jail. Had the grand jurors found that excessive 
drinking, which caused Phoummarath’s death, was in fact 
a requirement of LPE membership, the three would have 
faced felony charges. - Jordan Smith

Wal-Mart's 
Xmas Gift 

Bringing coal to Northcross, 
something better for 
the rest of us

The first favorable consequence of the pro- 
posed Wal-Mart Supercenter at Northcross - 
although entirely unintended - was delivered 
last Thursday night at City Council. Somewhere 
around midnight (I suppose dedicated council- 
watchers should be pleased it wasn’t 3am), the 
council voted to enact a new Big-Box Ordinance 
that would require more public and more 
detailed review of proposed retail stores in 
excess of 100,000 square feet. It’s only a first 
reading, and there were timorous notes of 
potential amendment from the dais, so it’s 
hardly a “done deal,” in the self-satisfied par- 
lance of those folks who normally disdain any 
public oversight of “private” business transac- 
tions that yet generate myriad public effects. 

If you ask me, the first rational amendment 
would be to lower the review limit to 50,000 
square feet, a point at which a project’s publicly 
costly “externalities” begin to outweigh its puta- 
tive benefits. (The folks at RECA needn’t worry 
- nobody’s asking me.) Much more likely is 
some attempt to weaken the ordinance so that it 
applies only to unlikely projects, while the pre- 
dictable behemoths still skate free. Thusly skated 
the massive project filed by Lincoln Property for 
Northcross, which under the current code and 
two-generation-old zoning required, or so says 
city staff, only cursory “administrative” review. 

As more than one observer has since rued, for 
projects this size with these kinds of reverbera- 
tions, that simply doesn’t make sense. Nobody 
wants to regulate small businesses to death, 
but as former Council Member Bill Spelman of 
Liveable City reminded the council, “Under 
the current code, there is no distinction 
between a mom-and-pop convenience store of 
2,000 square feet, and a supercenter of 219,000 
square feet, as far as the site plan goes.” Under 
the proposed ordinance, a proposal of more 
than 100,000 square feet would automatically 
trigger a public hearing and also notify the 
demographic community explicitly targeted by 
major retailers - roughly 3 square miles, far 
beyond the 300 feet worth of neighbors consid- 
ered “interested parties” under current law. 

Blind and Deaf 

It’s a real shame that it took the Northcross 
debacle to force this matter to the city’s official 
attention, although the problem has been a mat- 
ter of public discussion for years, and the ordi- 
nance has been in formal development for at 
least 14 months. City staff insist they have not 
dragged their feet on the ordinance, and City 
Auditor Stephen Morgan seconded that position 
after a limited review. But it doesn’t take an ele- 
phant’s memory to recall that whitewash of a 
big-box impact review the city commissioned in 
2004. The report managed to conclude, ludi-

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crously and against all available evidence, 
that major-scale national retailers don’t 
really compete financially with local stores. 

At the moment, in the middle of the 
Northcross uproar, Assistant City Manager 
Laura Huffman is assuring everybody that 
the city is now fully on board with the 
proposed ordinance. Yet according to 
several folks at Liveable City, last summer 
City Manager Toby Futrell made it abun- 
dantly clear that she found the proposals 
- especially any economic impact require- 
ments - extraordinarily onerous. The City 
Hall buzz (lamentably but understand- 
ably off the record) is that staffers received 
the clear and unmistakable message from 
on high to “find ways to slow this [ordi- 
nance] down.” 

Futrell is flamboyantly pissed at me at 
the moment - see today’s “Postmarks” - 
and just a trifle defensive on this entire 
matter, from which she found it necessary 


to recuse herself (after the fact). For the 
record, last week I accused her of hypoc- 
risy, not corruption, and I reiterate here 
that I don’t think any personal conflict of 
interest underlies the city’s reflexive def- 
erence to major business interests, even 
when those interests are using the city’s 
review processes against the interests of 
the community at large. I get it - city staff 
is institutionally committed to “economic 
development” of any kind; they don’t 
want to discriminate against a mom-and- 
pop or Wal-Mart; and by laws far more 
imposing than city ordinances they are 
forbidden to do so. So they tie themselves 
into procedural knots declaring their irra- 
tional neutrality and deliver nonsensical 
and frankly silly declarations to the effect: 
“We only found out about Wal-Mart 


when we read about it in the paper.” 
Believe that if you will - but is it a defense 
of competent, workable city government? 

The plain truth is, there are plenty of 
times when it makes simple common 
sense to make rational, legal distinctions 
between small and humongous businesses 
and to find out what the hell is going on 
before you “administratively” bless the lat- 
ter. This is very much one of those times. 

Citizens, Not Consumers 

Rational city government may come 
too late to save the Northcross neighbor- 
hoods, which began long ago as de facto 
suburbs and are only now discovering all 
the ills that unplanning is heir to. But we 
owe those neighbors a great thanks for 
reacting as quickly and coherently as they 
have and for doing their level best to find 
a way to insert themselves and their com- 
mon neighborhood interests into an offi- 
cial rubber-stamp pro- 
cess that currently allows 
them no effective input. 
May they emerge, next 
year, with a satisfactory 
resolution; if nothing 
else, they will have sup- 
plied the momentum for 
legally preventing such 
travesties in other Austin 
neighborhoods. 

For at bottom, this 
debate is finally not about 
Wal-Mart but about 
whether the economic power of disembod- 
ied corporate financial interests inevitably 
overrides the much-beleaguered but still 
quite real political rights of Austin citizens. 
Had you endured to the wee hours of last 
Thursday’s debate, you would have heard 
a succinct and irrefutable summation from 
Liveable City’s Susan Moffat: “This whole 
controversy isn’t about the merits of big- 
box retail, it isn’t about a popularity con- 
test, it isn’t about low prices or class war or 
elitism, or any of the other red herrings 
that have been in the discussion over the 
last few months. This really, in my mind, is 
about democracy.” ■

BESIDE THE POINT 

It's Beginning to Look a Lot Like 2007

You gotta feel bad for citizens signed in to 
address City Council last Thursday, the last meet- 
ing of the year. As Jennifer Gale waited to deliver 
holiday wishes - and the breathtaking declaration 
that she is now running both for U.S. president 
and Dallas mayor (you go, girl!) - and El Concilio 
aired its current Eastside grievances, some 150- 
plus protesters rounded their way from City Hall’s 
plaza to the full-length windows outside the cham- 
bers, Christmas-caroling, “No Deal! No Deal!” You 
have to wonder how it affected Gale’s annual med- 
ley of “Silent Night” and “Feliz Navidad,” per- 
formed in three excruciating minutes. 

Senorita Claus be damned, Responsible 
Growth for Northcross didn’t go quietly into that 
silent night. Instead, the noon protest culminated 
in a hearing that evening, over Wal-Mart and 
Lincoln Property Group’s plans to build at North- 
cross Mall (and the related, if belated, Big Box 
Ordinance). A lengthy executive session (one 
guess what they were discussing) got the hearing 
off to a late start. Assistant City Manager Laura 
Huffman led the council and a sizable, incredulous 
audience through the approval process. Huffman 
reiterated the now-familiar storyline - that, by 
applying to build at the mall under its existing, 
decades-old, and extraordinarily permissive zoning 
categories, Lincoln’s site-plan application skirted 
the more extensive public notice a newly sited 
Wal-Mart - or virtually any store - would require. 

When the topic turned to council’s legal recourses 
- heretofore a rapidly shifting, shrinking, and trans- 
forming thing, depending on which day you caught 
city staff - well, the neighbors caught them on a 
bad day. “The application was complete,” said 
Huffman, “but we did find a mistake that we made, 
and the mistake that we made had to do with notice.” 
But according to Huffman, the lack of sufficient 
“interested parties” notice, which allows neighbors 
greater oversight, and which inexplicably evaporat- 
ed years ago, is the city’s problem, “Not something 
that falls onto the responsibility of the developer.” 

She then turned to the newest revelation. Beyond 
the announcement that Lincoln and Wal-Mart would 
institute a 60-day moratorium on demolition - 
news that did little to impress RG4N - came word 
of Lincoln’s filing of a new, separate site plan for 
Northcross. Huffman hastened to add that a com- 
pany can’t have two approved plans - rather, one 
approved plan and a “second, filed application in 
the system.” This bureaucratic paper shuffling, 


presumably with everyone from here to Ardmore 
getting noticed, also allows time for Wal-Mart to 
pursue its public-relations charm offensive, bear- 
ing green-building-this and design-standards-that. 

The bloodletting didn’t begin in earnest until the 
question became: traffic. Despite city counts of 
some 28,000 actual car trips at the smaller Wal- 
Mart on Slaughter Lane and 150 to 300 18-wheel- 
er trips projected daily to stock the Northcross 
Supercenter, an impact analysis said - to a chorus 
of jeers - that Burnet and Anderson would still 
operate at “an acceptable level of service, D or 
better” (E presumably standing for “Everyone and 
Their Mothers on the Road”). Lincoln’s own traffic 
estimates are even rosier, prompting Brewster 
McCracken to say “if Wal-Mart and Lincoln folks 
are watching tonight, I would call on them to tell 
the truth when they submit their next traffic 
impact analyses.” (Speaking of truthiness, the city 
auditor’s office said it found no evidence city staff 
worked to delay the Big Box Ordinance, adding 
that the scope of the auditor’s review was con- 
strained by time limits.) 

The most surprising admission of the evening 
came from City Attorney David Smith, whose legal 
department is legendary for its trepidation before 
major property owners. Linder McCracken’s quiz- 
zing, Smith acknowledged that the city possesses 
regulatory “police powers” to curtail Wal-Mart’s 
24-hour operation. This information was designated 
for further discussion, as council urged negotia- 
tion between neighbors and developers on every 
conceivable subject: traffic, parking, design stan- 
dards, environmental impact, lighting, and noise. 

Wal-Mart’s long track record doesn’t exactly 
inspire confidence; nor do early reports from the 
neighbors. On Monday, the Crestview Neighbor- 
hood Association was treated to a bait-and-switch, 
expecting a meet-up with Lincoln or Wal-Mart, and 
provided instead with Wal-Mart’s engineering and 
public-relations subcontractors. Still, negotiation 
may well be the neighbors’ best recourse. The city 
insists it can’t act on its own failure-to-notice, and 
any “police powers” restriction would have to be 
applied equitably (across the city), raising a whole 
host of ex post facto complications. But the city 
attorney’s unexpected suggestion of actual civic 
influence - the power to exercise at least a little 
say and to recognize, as one council member put 
it, the neighbors’ “right to self-determination,” to 
say nothing of the city’s - should give Wal-Mart 
opponents at least a ray of hope. 

Council returns in the new year, Jan. 11.

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Now for a holiday message from your local law enforcement agencies: Do 
Not Drink and Drive. The Texas Department of Public Safety, Travis Co. 
Sheriff’s Office, and APD will all be out in full force through New Year’s Eve, 
their eyes trained to nab weavin’-and-boozin’ scofflaws. Last year, during the 
week of Christmas alone, DPS troopers made 581 arrests for driving while 
intoxicated and issued nearly 14,000 speeding tickets; from Dec. 29 through 
Jan. 1, troopers made 461 DWI arrests. The TCSO has its own holiday DWI 
enforcement campaign under way, dedicated to the memory of Kayla Marie 
Floyd, who was killed by an underage drunk driver in 1997 at the age of 24. 
On Floyd’s birthday, Dec. 27, drivers who are pulled over - for any reason - 
will be given a flyer with Floyd’s picture as a reminder that the decision to 
drink and drive can carry grave consequences. - J.S. 

In other vehicular news, the APD released on Dec. 15 the Highway Enforce- 
ment Command’s latest fatality review report, part of an ongoing initiative 
to make Austin’s roadways safer. Since Sept. 26, 10 people have died on 
Austin roadways - including three pedestrians and one motorcyclist. Not sur- 
prisingly, speed was a factor in 40% of the deaths, and alcohol was con- 
firmed as a factor in one of the nine crashes that claimed the 10 lives. In all 
(as of Dec. 15), 62 people have died on Austin roadways this year; during the 
same period of time in 2005, there were 57 roadway deaths. - J.S. 

Holiday government closures, schedule changes: On Dec. 24, 25, 31, and 

Jan. 1, all Capital Metro routes will operate on a Sunday schedule, there will 
be no UT service, and the Tour the Town bus (route 470) will not be in opera- 
tion. City of Austin administrative offices will be closed Dec. 25-26 and Jan. 

1. There will be no garbage or recycling collection Dec. 25 or Jan. 1, and col- 
lection will be made a day later than normal during those weeks. The Household 
Hazardous Waste Facility will be closed Christmas week. All city libraries, cul- 
tural arts center facilities, and the Austin Nature and Science Center will be 
closed Dec. 24-26 and Jan. 1. All recreation and senior activity centers will 
be closed Dec. 25 and Jan. 1, as will all city pools. Also, AISD’s holiday 
break starts Dec. 22 for students and Dec. 25 for district staff. Administrative 
offices open Jan. 8 and school starts Tuesday, Jan. 9. - Lee Nichols 

County commissioners finally passed the conservation development ordi- 
nance - 15th draft and all - during a low-key session on Tuesday, fulfilling 
Commissioner Karen Sonleitner’s wish that the ordinance be passed before 
she leaves the court at the end of the year. Participation in the program 
remains voluntary, and any contract will come back to the court for final 
approval, giving commissioners a chance to approve incentives. A controver- 
sial memorandum of agreement with the BFI landfill, on the other hand, was 
pulled from Tuesday’s agenda, meaning it probably won’t be back until after 
the new year. - Kimberly Reeves 

Parks Director Warren Struss says the Trail of Lights is drawing record 
crowds this year, with up to 40,000 people walking through the 43 lighted 
scenes in Zilker Park each night. The Trail of Lights began as the Yule Fest, 
back in 1965, with a lighted display of the 12 days of Christmas, a display 
that is still part of the walking tour. The Trail of Lights, which saw 372,000 
visitors last year, will continue through Dec. 23. - K.R. 

After months of turmoil, NBC affiliate KXAN-TV has a new news director. 
Michael Fabac of KLRT, the Fox affiliate in Little Rock, Ark., will take over the 
news department on Jan. 8; he replaces Bill Seitzler, who resigned in Octo- 
ber after a tumultuous 10-month stint. Amid reports of plummeting morale, 
several key behind-the-scenes and on-air personnel either voluntarily left or 
were fired, including reporters Rich Parsons, Jim Bergamo, and weatherman 
Dan Robertson. Seitzler originally announced he would leave to join a consul- 
tancy at the end of the November sweeps ratings period but ultimately left at 
the beginning of November. Fabac met with newsroom managers before he 
was hired and displayed “a lot of positive energy and was very enthusiastic 
and talked a lot about passion, integrity, and love of news,” according to KXAN 
general manager Eric Lassberg. In recent months, Lassberg held two staff 
meetings to try to air out grievances. Morale in the newsroom is “dramatical- 
ly improving,” he said. “We definitely have seen people feeling better about 
the future.” One of Fabac’s first challenges will be to “evolve” the look of the 
newscast, including the set and graphics, Lassberg said. Meanwhile, longtime 
reporter and anchor RJ. DeSilva has left to take a PR job. - Kevin Brass 

Capitol bloggers of the Texas Progressive Alliance have named Carolyn 
Boyle, the organizer of the Texas Parent PAC, as Texan of the Year. Parent 
PAC endorsements were tied to a number of high-profile defeats and victories 
during the most recent election cycle, most notably Diane Patrick unseating 
House Education Committee Chair Rep. Kent Grusendorf, R-Arlington. Last 
year’s winner was former Rep. Carter Casteel, R-New Braunfels. The 
Progressive Alliance is a group of 25 liberal-leaning political blogs in the 
state, including, among others, Burnt Orange Report, Pink Dome, In the Pink 
Texas, and Eye on Williamson County. - K.R. 

For the last 25 years, Recycling Joy has been collecting used eyeglasses 
from Austinites and giving them, through Medical Mission International, to 
people in countries like Haiti and the Dominican Republic, where a single pair 
often exceeds a person’s monthly wages. Spearheaded by Eye Physicians 
of Austin, the program has collected between 400,000 and 500,000 pairs 
since it began, distributing them during weeklong clinics. To ensure as many 
correct matches as possible, the physicians need around 25,000 glasses 
before they plan any given trip. They try to give every patient a pair with the 
correct specifications, from prescription to frame size; as a last resort, they 


find the closest match, even if it means “giving a woman a man’s frame,” 
explained EPOA administrator Ron Burgener. The weeklong clinics bring in up 
to 1,000 people a day, and the doctors examine each patient for eye disease 
and perform surgery if necessary - on his last trip to Nicaragua, ophthalmolo- 
gist Jim McNabb performed more than a dozen. “Most have never had glass- 
es before,” he said. Right now, EPOA is offering $25 discounts on new pairs 
of glasses ($50 for bifocals) to anyone who brings in a used pair by Jan. 31.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Veteran state Sen. Ken Armbrister, D-Victoria, is leaving office at the end of 
this term, but don’t think for a moment that his water-carrying days are over. 
Gov. Rick Perry has named his favorite Democrat to be his legislative direc- 
tor, a job he’ll assume in January. Readers will recall that Armbrister spent 
much of the Nineties and beyond in Austin-bashing mode as he sought to 
curtail the city’s water-quality laws and other rule-making authority. On a per- 
sonal level, Armbrister is a perfectly nice fellow with a fine appreciation for 
casseroles and stews borne of the Dutch oven; in his last regular session, he 
successfully sponsored a resolution to have this cast-iron trail-wagon cookery 
declared the official State Cooking Implement. Perry, who praised his new 
hire for his two decades of legislative service, figures Armbrister’s Democratic 
ties will help him win bipartisan favor on key initiatives. Considering the num- 
ber of times Armbrister bailed on his Dem colleagues, however, he may be in 
for a Dutch treat when he comes calling on Perry’s behalf. - Amy Smith 

On Dec. 14, the Chronicle got word from Austin political consultant Mike 
Blizzard, who is providing pro bono public relations services to Bexar Co. pri- 
mate sanctuary Primarily Primates Inc., that famed “Humanzee” Oliver, the 
chimpanzee cover boy for our feature on the battle over animal welfare at 
PPI, has moved into a new, larger enclosure at the 75-acre sanctuary. (See 
“Famous Long Ago,” last week.) It’s “really good news,” Blizzard said, and 
everyone at PPI is “really stoked about Oliver” being moved into an enclosure 
that he says is 10 times the size of his former home, a small red metal circus 
transport cage not much larger than a closet. In a phone message, Blizzard 
reported that Oliver is “very happy” with his new digs. By yesterday afternoon, 
he said, Oliver was kicking back and taking a nap - he’s “very tired,” Blizzard 
said, “because he’s been walking around” his new enclosure. -J.S. 

Environmentalists were absent at last week’s Texas Transportation Commis- 
sion meeting when new guidelines were approved for the environmental 
review process on Texas transportation projects. The guidelines, which 
were part of the recent passage of the Safe, Accountable, Flexible, Efficient 
Transportation Equity Act: A Legacy for Users (or SAFETEA-LU), give Texas and 
four other states the ability to self-approve the environmental reviews of 
transportation projects without sending them on to the Federal Highway 
Administration. This will be a time savings to the agency, which says the FHA 
rarely contests the state’s environmental process on the 900 or so projects 
they send to the feds each year. The appeals process will still be in place, so 
someone concerned about a project can trigger a federal review. - K.R. 

If the death penalty is supposed to assuage victims of violent crime and 
right a wrong, what does that mean for the families and friends of the execut- 
ed? According to a new report (see www.mvfhr.org.) published by the 
Massachusetts-based Murder Victims’ Families for Human Rights, the 

death penalty doesn’t provide closure - it creates additional victims. “Family 
members of the executed are the death penalty’s invisible victims,” said a 
press release on the report. “As a society, what are we doing to address the 
suffering of these families?” In a word: nothing - or, at least, not nearly 
enough. MVFHR recommends that mental-health professionals, educators, 
and religious leaders develop assistance programs for this group of relatively 
invisible victims and urges lawmakers to enact legislation to ensure that the 
families of the executed are given access to the same assistance and sup- 
port programs designed for other crime victims. - J.S. 

Security shortcomings at the South Texas Project nuclear power plant - 

the two-reactor site in Bay City that provides 28% of Austin’s electricity - 
were aired in a meeting earlier this month between the U.S. Nuclear Regulat- 
ory Commission and plant officials, with the apparent intent of bringing clo- 
sure to a tumultuous yearlong saga. Troubles began when several STP 
guards (security contractors with Wackenhut Corp.) approached the NRC last 
December with concerns ranging from security facilities and equipment in 
disrepair to poorly controlled weapons and ammo storage, said David 
Lochbaum, the director of nuclear safety projects for D.C.-based nonprofit 
Union of Concerned Scientists. Some guards reported subsequent retaliation 
while the NRC issued a “whitewashing” report this April, he said, and in June, 
the same guards came to the UCS and helped produce a scathing report 
detailing scores of security gaps, which got the attention of U.S. Rep. Ed 
Markey, who sent it to the NRC along with a nasty letter. Last month, in a 
revised report, the NRC cited STP for failing to inspect the plant’s fire truck 
for bombs and bad guys upon returning from routine highway road tests, 
among numerous lesser safety issues. - Daniel Mottola 
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REEFER MADNESS 

Common Sense Theory

Researchers at the University of Pitts- 
burgh Medical Center have hammered 
another nail into the government’s beloved 
“gateway theory/’ which posits, in part, 
that the use of marijuana is a portal to a life 
of using harder illicit drugs. That isn’t exactly 
the case, say Pitt researchers. For 12 years, 
researchers tracked 214 boys, beginning at 
ages 10 to 12, all of whom eventually used 
either legal or illegal drugs - specifically, 
alcohol, tobacco, and/or marijuana. At age 
22, the boys were categorized into one of 
three groups: those who used only booze or 
butts; those who started with booze or butts 
and then moved on to pot - the gateway 
sequence; and those who used pot first and 
then moved over to booze and/or butts, 
which researchers dubbed the reverse 
gateway sequence. 

In the end, researchers found that 28 boys 

- a quarter of the total number who used 
both illegal and legal drugs at some point 
during the study - followed the reverse gate- 
way sequence, meaning they started out 
smoking pot and then moved on to alcohol or 
tobacco. Additionally, they found that the 
reverse gateway population was no more like- 
ly to develop a substance abuse problem 
than those who progressed through the gate- 
way, from alcohol to pot. 

The researchers also sought to identify the 
characteristics that distinguished each group 

- that is, they wanted to find out if there was 
anything that distinguished the boys who 
ended up going down the traditional gateway 
path from those who reversed that course. In 
the end, they found three differentiating vari- 
ables, according to a Pitt press release: 
Reverse gateway users were more likely to 
have grown up in neighborhoods with a “poor 
physical ... environment,” were more likely to 
be exposed to drug use in the neighborhood, 


and were less likely to have parents who were 
involved in their lives. 

The study - groundbreaking in scope and 
scale - is significant for several reasons, 
chief among them is that the work suggests 
that environmental factors have more influ- 
ence on behavior than the government would 
like to admit. Indeed, when White House 
Office of National Drug Control Policy cza- 
rina Bertha Madras rolled into Austin in 
October, she took great pains to explain to 
the Chronicle that recent research - involving 
adolescent rodents given pot at a very young 
age and then, later, given an opportunity to 
self-administer heroin - proved that the gate- 
way theory was valid, precisely because it 
removed all outside factors and concentrated 
exclusively on the physical properties of 
addiction. (That study was far less significant 
than she made it out to be, in part because, 
in the end, the two groups of rats - one group 
had been exposed to pot, the other hadn’t - 
were equally likely to become addicted.) Here, 
though, in a study of humans, living in real life 
situations, researchers found that “environ- 
mental aspects have stronger influence on 
which type of substance is used,” Pitt report- 
ed. In other words, it isn’t the drug itself - 
that is, pot - that leads to substance abuse, 
no uber-powerful villainous weed descending 
from above and casting innocents down into a 
life of debauchery; rather, it’s a combination 
of factors - chief among them, significantly, 
the environment in which the use begins. 

Researchers say these are the hallmarks of 
an “emerging” theory they call the “common 
liability model,” which posits that “the use 
of illegal drugs is determined not by the pre- 
ceding use of a particular drug, but instead by 
the user’s individual tendencies and environ- 
mental circumstances.” This is a theory other- 
wise known as common sense. 


Myth, Reality, and the 
State Budget Surplus 


There are two things certain in Texas - 
painful property tax bills and politicians who 
promise R-E-L-l-E-F in campaign commer- 
cials. Oh, the heartburn of reality TV. 
Speaking of which, the state’s budget-mak- 
ing process cranks up anew in January, and 
property taxes will be a hot item on the 
legislators’ brawl menu. Our puffed-up lead- 
ers spent the election year feeding us a lot 
of happy talk about the state’s economic 
picture, saying things like, “We’re rich!” at 
public forums. The “we” in this case doesn’t 
apply to you and me. 

Depending on who’s doing the chest- 
thumping, next year’s budget will have Texas 
sitting on either an $8 billion surplus (Gov. 
Rick Perry’s figure) or a $15.5 billion sur- 
plus (House Speaker Tom Craddick). It’s a 
big old pile of money either way. Others 
would suggest that Perry and Craddick’s 
lofty figures are just ... figures. That figures. 

“This so-called surplus is really illusion- 
ary,” said Dick Lavine, a tax analyst with 
the Center for Public Policy Priorities, a 
research group that advocates for the 3.6 
million or so Texans living in poverty. In a 
press briefing last week, Lavine and Eva 
DeLuna Castro, a budget analyst with CPPF? 
said Perry and Craddick’s yakking about 
extra money isn’t based on hard, cold truth. 
Like frugal parents counseling their thrift- 
challenged children, Lavine and Castro say 
that if by chance there is money left over 
after all the bills are paid, then tuck it away 
into the reserve fund, for crying out loud. 

“We don’t have a $15 billion surplus, as the 
speaker is saying,” Castro said. “We have 
$3 billion less than what we need to fund 
current services to pay for those [property] 
tax cuts and have an adequate reserve fund 
set aside.” 

In any case, just the word “surplus” is 
cause for concern when you consider who’s 
driving the gravy train. The surplus discus- 


sion has riled up the anti-tax forces, who are 
organizing in a big way (“Refund!” “Appraisal 
caps!” “Privatize!”). Plus, all the talk over 
how rich we are has swollen Perry’s head 
something awful, and now he’s convinced 
that his corporate welfare boondoggles are 
just the ticket for building a strong economy 
and catapulting him to the VP post in ’08. 
While on the campaign trail, Perry suggested 
using some of the “surplus” to lower the 
new business tax rate - before it even 
takes effect. 

After many, many failed attempts, law- 
makers last year passed the new business 
tax deal as part of a court mandate to 
change the school-finance system, which 
drew most of its funding from property 
taxes. The idea was that homeowners 
would get some property-tax relief and busi- 
nesses would shoulder more of the public- 
education costs. Critics of the tax swap 
predicted that homeowners would see little 
or no relief in their tax bill, and hey, whatev- 
er happened to putting more money in 
schools? Never mind schools, a group of 
lawmakers friendly to the anti-tax crowd 
plan to push a bill that would clamp new 
restraints on local taxing entities. 

A similar effort was thwarted in the last 
session. The new Legislature will have a few 
more Democrats and moderate Republicans 
on board, so it’s not entirely clear how the 
tax-cap proponents intend to smuggle this 
one onto the governor’s desk. But even with 
a new government-friendly-leaning 
Legislature, local officials across the state 
are nonetheless waking up in cold sweats 
over the prospect of taking a major drubbing 
in ’07. The reason? Perry would not have 
assembled his Texas Task Force on 
Appraisal Reform if he weren’t serious 
about getting a tax-cap bill passed, by hook 
or by crook, in the next session. Pass the 
Rolaids, please. - Amy Smith

WilCo Constable Lawsuit: 

Crying wolf ... and mayhem 


Williamson County’s courthouse dogs are 
at it again. This time, they’re barking a threat 
that Precinct 1 Constable Gary Griffin may 
have broken the law by including mental- 
health-call-related 911 logs as evidence in 
his civil case against the county, an action 
County Attorney Jana Duty is alleging violates 
privacy laws and the Texas Public 
Information Act. 

At issue are 911 logs Griffin and his 
attorneys, former Travis Co. Judge Bill 
Aleshire and former Texas Attorney General 
Jim Mattox, offered as evidence that there 
was no dire dearth of service on Oct. 19, 
2005, the day that Griffin redeployed his 
deputies. Griffin had directed his officers 
on that one day to concentrate on the 
office’s core duties - serving warrants and 
subpoenas - and to cover mental-health 
calls only as backup for the Williamson 
Co. Sheriff’s Office. According to Griffin’s 
submitted documentation, not one call 
went unanswered. 

The 911 logs now in question record men- 
tal-health calls answered by WCSO deputies 
in 2004 and 2005 and illustrate the fact that 
the WCSO was entirely capable of serving as 
primary responders on such calls. In short, 
the records suggest that the county did not 
really need Griffin’s help handling mental- 
health calls. Moreover, according to the sworn 
deposition of Commissioner Lisa Birkman, the 
county didn’t want Griffin’s assistance. 

Nevertheless, the county’s team of official 
Chicken Littles - Duty and the county com- 
missioners - called an “emergency” court 
session on the day of the redeployment, to 
mitigate the “crisis” Griffin had supposedly 
created. Griffin’s decision to redeploy his 
deputies put every “man, woman, and child” 
in the county in jeopardy, commissioners 
warned in their rushed budget order, as well 
as in subsequent pleadings. The manufac- 
tured crisis was then used by commissioners 
to justify an immediate order to slash 
Griffin’s FY ’05 budget by 70% - funds the 
court had approved two months earlier. That 
move sparked Griffin to file suit against the 
county, arguing that the court illegally tam- 
pered with the budget of an independently 
elected official midyear, simply because com- 
missioners disagreed with his budget priori- 
ties. The 911 logs are important to Griffin’s 
case because they show that the county 
faked a crisis in order to cut the constable’s 
budget, says Aleshire. 

While a decision on the legality of the com- 
missioners’ budget-slashing action is pending 
before the 3rd Court of Appeals, the county 
has been woofing that the 911 logs were 
placed into evidence improperly, even illegally, 
because they were unredacted and thus con- 
tained the names of those who’d made men- 
tal-health-related calls to police. In fact, Duty 
told a Williamson County Sun reporter that if 
the records were improperly disclosed, Griffin 
(and presumably his attorneys) could be fac- 
ing a criminal misdemeanor charge of “offi- 
cial misconduct,” which she said could 
“result in [Griffin’s] removal from office.” And 
it appears that District Attorney John 
Bradley has also entered the fray, supporting 
Duty’s request for Texas Attorney General 


Greg Abbott’s office to investigate the 
alleged privacy violation. On Nov. 3, the coun- 
ty also filed a motion to seal the records, 
accusing Griffin of breaking the law outright. 
The late-breaking, accusatory motion took 
Aleshire by surprise, he said, because the 
records in question have been part of Griffin’s 
legal filings since July. “Why did the county’s 
team of four lawyers wait four months” to 
raise the issue? Aleshire demanded. “Duty 
should read attorney disciplinary rules that 
prohibit a lawyer from presenting, participat- 
ing in, or threatening criminal charges to gain 
an advantage in a civil matter.” 

Apparently Williamson Co. officials consider 
the timing irrelevant, and moreover, their rhet- 
oric in the bureaucratic turf-battle is reaching 
new extremes. Asked about the dispute by 
the Chronicle, Assistant County Attorney Dale 
Rye grimly compared the argument over court 
documents to the currently most notorious 
local homicides. “It’s like the capital charges 
against Michael Moore,” Rye declared. “We 
can’t ignore a criminal violation. Someone 
needs to look into it.” (Moore is the already 
convicted and incarcerated murderer most 
recently accused of the murder of still-missing 
19-year-old Rachel Cooke.) 

If Griffin’s alleged infraction is, indeed, akin 
to serial homicide, why did the county wait 
this long to act? Incredibly, Rye says, it didn’t 
come up sooner because “nobody” - that is, 
nobody on the county’s crack legal team - 
bothered to read through all of the contents 
of Griffin’s civil suit until recently. “It just 
dawned on us that there could be a prob- 
lem,” Rye said. Aleshire says the county’s 
newfound fury signifies nothing: “These 911 
call notes are not confidential records of 
communication between a ‘patient’ and a 
‘professional,’” as defined under the law, he 
wrote, responding to the county’s motion. 
“911 call information is routinely released in 
Williamson County to the news media and 
others.” In fact, Aleshire notes, the AG’s 
office has “consistently” ruled that dispatch 
records are, indeed, public information. “They 
are doing this because Gary dared to stand 
up to the Courthouse Gang,” Aleshire told 
the Chronicle. 

Aleshire is not known to be a shrinking vio- 
let, and he blasted the charges as an attempt 
at intimidation. “The county and district attor- 
ney are attacking me for doing my job as an 
attorney,” he thundered. “I am not afraid. I 
am not cowered. Their sorry tactics make me 
indignant and just that much more determined 
to stand up strongly for my client.” Mattox 
chimed in, calling the county’s recent ploy “pure 
political harassment” and “abuse of power.” 

AG spokesman Tom Kelley says the agen- 
cy will review the records and make recom- 
mendations to county officials, but he 
declined to comment on whether Griffin might 
face a charge of official misconduct. “We are 
looking into an alleged violation of the Texas 
Open Records Act, period,” he said. On Dec. 

1, at the request of lawyers for Griffin and for 
the county, Williamson Co. District Judge 
James Clawson sealed the records in ques- 
tion; redacted copies of the call logs have 
been placed in the portion of the file available 
to the public. - Patricia J. Ruland

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* Free pick-up 
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37th Street Lights: 

Will they burn brighter or burn out? 



Austin’s electrified yuletide tradition - a 
shimmering strip of Christmas-light-laden bun- 
galows on 37th Street, just east of Guada- 
lupe - for more than 20 years has treated 
processions of thousands to a visual OD of 
elaborate outdoor illumination that would 
leave even Clark Griswold feeling inade- 
quate. But many residents and onlookers 
agree that this year things aren’t quite what 
they used to be. 

It’s a story less about lights than about 
community. The short explanation for the 
street’s absence of dazzle is that the most 
devoted - perhaps fanatical - Christmas-light 
enthusiasts have all gradually moved away. 
Some say this year’s departure of light 
display co-founders Jamie Lipman and 
Sharon Smith - owners of the light-loaded 
plastic- and foil-wrapped cornerstone resi- 
dence that offered an eye-popping backyard 
walkthrough - was the tipping point. Several 
neighbors partially blame the lackluster year 
on three dark, long-vacant houses on the 
street, owned by well-known Central Austin 
real estate lord Jules Caplan, which have 
inexplicably come on and off the market at 
allegedly exorbitant prices. Passerby Jorie 
Grosse, who’s lived in Austin off and on for 
15 years, described this year’s showing as 
“kind of lame” and “uninspired” Thursday 
night, specifically noting how she missed the 
insane luminescence of the Lipman-Smith res- 
idence (the new owners have a drastically 
toned-down display - reportedly leftovers that 
remained hanging). She compared the suc- 
cess of the street’s Christmas lights to a 
shopping mall, in that “you need to have the 
anchors.” (What the display lacks in shimmer, 
it has recently made up for in shock - with the 
weekend debut of a nativity scene featuring 


Mary Cheney - the vice presi- 
dent’s pregnant lesbian daughter 
- and her partner, Heather Poe, 
as Christ’s parents, along with 
Dick Cheney and Rummy as wise 
men and an angelic floating 
Condi Rice overhead.) 

Randy Thompson, a 37th 
Street resident since 1980, said, 

“Most years I wouldn’t say the 
[Zilker Park] Trail of Lights is bet- 
ter than ours, but this year it is.” 

Thompson said he opted against 
putting up lights due to spousal 
pressure and reported overhearing upset and 
belligerent onlookers bemoan his lack of 
lights as well as his next-door neighbor’s lack- 
luster illumination effort. 

“It’s unfair that we’re somehow responsible 
for entertaining the city of Austin,” said a 
37th Street resident of four years who asked 
not to be named for fear of darkening rela- 
tions with neighbors. We’ll refer to that source 
as Rudolph. “The story ended last year. You 
can observe what happened now that the 
people who started the tradition aren’t here 
any more,” Rudolph said. “It’s not the new 
people’s fault that they didn’t buy into the 
lights, they simply saw a house that met their 
needs.” Many of the new homeowners are 
professionals who come home late and rarely 
socialize with neighbors, he added. 

While the new folks can’t be held responsi- 
ble for upholding the tradition, “We’re trying to 
get the community kicked back in,” Rudolph 
said. The famously intertwined displays had 
always been dependent on kinship, camarade- 
rie, and bonding on the street - an effort for 
neighbors, by neighbors. “All the characters 
involved didn’t necessarily like each other,” he 


explained, “but we got along and could stand 
in the street together and have some beers.” 

Last year at this time, the six or so homes 
set to change hands on the small street 
made observers in the North University 
Neighborhood Association worry that a dis- 
proportionate concentration of college-aged 
partyers living on the street, and their laissez- 
faire landlords, was inciting owner-occupant 
flight, a symptom NUNA veteran Mary Gay 
Maxwell described as a precursor to commu- 
nity deterioration. This year, the raucous party- 
ing appears to have calmed. “It seems a lot 
more subdued. There was a lot of discomfort 
with how out of hand it got,” Maxwell said. 

Regardless of the extent to which the sev- 
eral new single-family owner occupants partic- 
ipate in the lighting lunacy, Maxwell sees the 
ownership shift as a positive for the neighbor- 
hood after last year’s commonly held fears 
that the homes would go to investors eager 
to pack them full of rowdy frat-types - a com- 
mon grievance in university-area neighbor- 
hoods. Maxwell, who served on the city’s 
McMansion ordinance task force, said 
occupancy limits are needed to address the 


backdoor frat issue (where a single- 
family-zoned house - sometimes a 
newly built McMansion - functions as 
mini apartment complex, often renting 
to students). She isn’t hopeful such 
rules will materialize soon, however. 

So the fresh crop of homeowner occu- 
pants is comforting to NUNA stalwarts 
who feared deterioration into a “stu- 
dent ghetto,” as Maxwell puts it. (It’s 
worth noting that longtime residents 
agree that 37th has always been a 
mix of owners and renters.) Thursday 
night, a handful of thirtysomethings 
joined new 37th Street homeowner 
Ethan Cohen on his porch. With ping- 
pong-table-sized recreations of vintage 
Astrodome scoreboard animations in 
the front yard, it was more than apro- 
pos when the term “rebuilding year” was 
thrown out as an explanation for this year’s 
Christmas light lull. Though Cohen, a native 
Houstonian, had never seen the display in 
person before moving in, tales of the season- 
long crowds didn’t dissuade him from pur- 
chasing. Cohen said he’s actually met a few 
neighbors for the first time thanks to the lights. 

Like Cohen, Marjorie Cartwright had never 
actually seen the Christmastime displays prior 
to closing on her 37th Street home in October, 
despite being an Austinite since 1988. She 
said the area’s convenient walkability out- 
weighed what she had heard about the 
street’s holiday hysterics. For the most part, 
she has also been willing to overlook some 
occasional late-night revelry next door, she 
says, “not that I don’t remember those days.” 
Thursday night, Cartwright lit up a respect- 
able yet conservative array of white lights. 

“The creative and off-the-wall ideas require 
group consensus about aim and participation, 
otherwise it’s just lights,” she said, perhaps 
showing signs of emerging as heir apparent to 
her street’s light legacy.

FLOS' Jeffs to Stand Trial 

Concluding that the child bride referred to 
in court documents as Jane Doe No. 4 
“expressed her disdain, reluctance, opposition 
and total dislike of sexual relations,” Utah 
District Judge James Shumate ruled Dec. 14 
that Warren Jeffs, the “prophet” leader of 
the polygamist Mormon breakaway sect the 
Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, will stand trial on charges 
of rape-as-accomplice. Jeffs, 51, is accused of 
abetting rape by arranging and presiding over 
the 2001 “spiritual marriage” of Doe, then 
14, and her 19-year-old first cousin. (For more 
on the FLDS, see “Meet the New Neighbors,” 
July 29, 2005.) 

After two days in court - spread over two 
months - for a hearing on whether the state 
has enough evidence to try Jeffs for the rape 
charge, Shumate ruled that the trial will go 
forward, starting April 27. Jeffs immediately 
entered a plea of not guilty; his lawyer, Wally 
Bugden, told reporters that the state charges 
against Jeffs amount to religious persecution. 
“Shame on the state,” he told Salt Lake City’s 
Deseret Morning News. “There was no rape in 
this case. Mr. Jeffs is not on trial for practic- 
ing polygamy. The religious counsel he gave to 
this couple is no different from what religious 
leaders of other religions tell their faithful 
every day across America.” - Jordan Smith 


Civil Rights Lawsuit 
Filed Against APD 

The Austin Police Department and former officers William 
Heilman, Christopher Gray, and Joel Follmer violated the civil 
rights of E. Ramon Hernandez when they held him down, Tasered 
him, and punched him repeatedly in connection with a minor traffic 
accident near the corner of Burnet and Steck last fall, Hernandez 
charges in a civil rights lawsuit filed Dec. 12 in federal court. 

According to the lawsuit, Hernandez, who was dealing with a diffi- 
cult divorce at the time, had a panic attack as a crowd gathered near 
the scene of the accident, which occurred around 9:30am on Sept. 
21, 2005. In order to get his bearings, Hernandez says he took his 
Bible and walked slightly down the block, dropped to his knees, and 
began praying for “God to help him feel better,” attorney Amber 
Vazquez Bode wrote in Hernandez’s court petition. As he knelt on 
the sidewalk, Heilman arrived on the scene and, without provocation 
and without first assessing the scene, Bode argues, unholstered his 
Taser and pointed it at Hernandez. Hernandez put his arms up and 
stood, following Heilman’s direction, Bode writes. Nonetheless, 
Heilman fired his Taser at Hernandez, shooting him seven times. 

According to Bode, the repeated Taser strikes, combined with 
Hernandez’s already panicked mental state, were “extremely painful 
and disorienting” to 25-year-old Hernandez. Still, Heilman didn’t stop, 
the civil suit charges; instead, he pulled out his baton and began 
beating Hernandez. Although Hernandez was on the ground - face 
down in an anthill - Heilman, along with Gray and rookie Follmer, who 
arrived as Heilman’s “backup,” continued beating Hernandez: In all, 
Gray delivered 14 punches, and Follmer, straddling Hernandez’s back, 
delivered five punches to Hernandez’s abdomen. Gray, Bode writes, 


even “took a water break” before he “resumed in taking part in the 
beating.” While Hernandez suffered multiple injuries, the officers 
walked away without injury - save for bloodied knuckles, writes Bode. 
In all, she argues, the officers’ actions were “malicious” and “sadistic.” 

While Hernandez was originally jailed for seven days, held on a 
variety of charges - including assault on a police officer - he was 
eventually released and all charges were dropped. Heilman and Gray 
were tried and acquitted of criminal misconduct. Heilman and Follmer 
are no longer with the department; Gray was given 70 days off for his 
role in the incident, a portion of which was captured on an in-car 
video camera. 

Hernandez also charges that detectives in the APD’s Integrity 
Crimes Unit displayed inappropriate bias in their investigation of the 
incident, helping the officers with the wording of their statements to 
investigators in a way that would help justify their actions, and that 
Internal Affairs investigators compelled Hernandez to come alone, 
without an attorney, to an interview where they coerced him into mak- 
ing statements that would benefit the officers. “The investigation sur- 
rounding Hernandez’s assault demonstrates a clear pattern and prac- 
tice by APD to coerce false statements from victims in order to exon- 
erate officers accused of excessive use of force and assist the 
accused officers in changing their stories in a manner that would 
decrease their criminal culpability.” 

Terry Keel, who represented both Heilman and Gray against crimi- 
nal charges, told the Statesman that the accusations in Hernandez’s 
federal suit are false, that the two officers did nothing wrong, and 
that they are planning to file a counterclaim against Hernandez. “He 
attacked the officers,” Keel said. (Unfortunately, there is no video evi- 
dence to back this allegation since the officers’ cars weren’t placed 
so that the in-car video could capture the entire scene.) Hernandez 
assaulted all three officers, Keel claims, “and placed all three offi- 
cers in danger.” -Jordan Smith 
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Presbyterians, Neighborhood Compromise 


The two sides in the 
Redeemer Presbyterian 
Church zoning case each 
had a vision for the church’s 
East Austin property, but it 
took a last-minute save by 
Council Member Mike 
Martinez last week to 
seal a deal on a zoning 
compromise. 

Redeemer Presbyterian’s 
congregation is relocating 
from the soon-to-be-defunct 
center city location of 
Concordia University to an 
11-acre portion of the 
Featherlite Tract off Manor 
Road. Looking at the proper- 
ty, the congregation saw a 
large church complex with a 
60-foot sanctuary for 
resplendent musical pro- 
grams. The Rosewood 
neighborhood, on the other 
hand, saw an impending 
threat to a proposed tran- 
sit-oriented development 
gateway to the MLK commuter rail station. 

Rosewood was willing to give on the sanctu- 
ary height if the church was willing to give on 
the zoning of the gateway land. But the 
church, represented by attorney Richard Sut- 
tle and Elder Barry McBee, argued that com- 
mercial zoning would create tax liability, a lia- 
bility the church was not willing to bear. As a 
religious institution, the church is exempt 
from property taxes. Any threat to that exemp- 
tion was unacceptable to the church, McBee 
told the City Council. 

City staff proposed a “no build” zone in the 
plat notes, but neighbors considered that one 
step short of what was really needed: a cove- 
nant to force the church to use the southern 
edge of the property for shared parking with 
the MLK rail station, and not for use as a 
day-care center, bookstore, or other nonreli- 
gious church-related use. No compromise 
appeared to be in the offing as council 
approached a vote, and the church threat- 
ened to pull its application and immediately 
build a 40-foot sanctuary. 


“If you are unable 
to, for whatever rea- 
son, make a deci- 
sion this evening, 
then we will proceed 
immediately to build 
our sanctuary at 40 
feet to take care of 
all of the steps that 
are necessary to 
accomplish that pur- 
pose,” McBee said. 
“We will do that with 
a great deal of sad- 
ness, because we 
will have lost the 
opportunity, we 
believe, to provide 
for the city of Austin 
and all of Central 
Texas a very unique 
cultural resource 
and also with sad- 
ness because we 
will lose the various 
commitments and 
agreements we 
have been able to make in discussions with 
the neighborhood over the last many months.” 
Council would have been sad, too, because 
limiting the church to 40 feet would have also 
limited the transit-oriented development next 
door to 40 feet. Sensing the impasse - and a 
split council vote on second and third reading 
of the zoning change - Martinez called a recess 
and put together additional closed-door nego- 
tiations between church and neighbors. 

When the two sides returned, they had 
negotiated a different way around the “reli- 
gious assembly” concern. Both sides agreed 
that “religious assembly” uses - including a 
private school, day-care center, or any type of 
private community recreational use - would 
be a conditional use on the northern or south- 
ern extremes of the property. As such, any 
construction would require a conditional-use 
hearing before the Planning Commission. 

The church got its sanctuary and zoning. 
The neighborhood got the guarantee on the 
land it requested. And the IRS, it appears, got 
nothing out of the deal. - Kimberly Reeves

Graves Free on Bond; 
Prosecutor Withdraws 

The Chronicle learned Dec. 18 that Burleson County 
District Attorney Renee Mueller filed a motion this afternoon 
voluntarily recusing her entire office from handling the retrial 
of Anthony Graves, who was convicted and sentenced to die 
for a 1992 multiple murder in that county. The 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals earlier this year overturned Graves’ convic- 
tion on grounds that several crucial witness statements had 
been withheld from the defense at his original trial. Also on 
Dec. 18, the 5th Circuit again ruled in Graves’ favor, denying a 
state motion to keep him locked up until he can be retried. 

The appellate court ruling orders the state to hold a bond 
hearing by Jan. 4 or release Graves by that date on a 
$50,000 bond already set by U.S. District Judge Samuel Kent. 

Graves and co-defendant Robert Carter, who was exe- 
cuted in 2000, were convicted for the murders of a family 
of six, including four children younger than 10 years old; 
the family was bludgeoned, stabbed, and shot, and their 
home was set on fire in an apparent attempt to cover up 
the crime. Graves has maintained his innocence but was 
fingered as an accomplice by Carter. Carter later recanted, 
saying he was pressured by law enforcers to name an 
accomplice - even though he had none - and that Graves 
played no part in the murders or arson. 

The news that the Burleson DA’s office is stepping away 
from Graves’ retrial comes a week after Burleson Co. District 
Judge Reva Towslee-Corbett (whose father was the judge 
presiding over Graves’ 1994 trial) granted a defense motion 
to disqualify Assistant DA Joan Scroggins, who was the 
third-chair attorney at Graves’ first trial, from being a part of 
the new prosecution team. During a Nov. 30 pretrial hearing, 
Texas Ranger Ray Coffman, the lead investigator on the 
murder case, testified that Carter told him numerous times 
that he had acted alone and that Graves was, in fact, inno- 


cent. Amazingly, sources tell us that Coffman further testified 
that each time Carter told him that Graves was not involved, 
Coffman passed that information along to then-DA Charles 
Sebesta. Nonetheless, sources say Coffman admitted that 
he never recorded this information in his reports because he 
didn’t believe Carter was telling the truth. 

Sources say Coffman’s testimony last month was met 
with a collective courtroom gasp - in large part because 
the Ranger previously testified that Carter never told him 
that he had acted alone and that Graves was innocent, a 
circumstance that could mean Coffman perjured himself 
back in 1994. 

What will happen now that the entire Burleson DA’s office 
is off the case remains unclear. Sources say it’s likely that 
Mueller will try to find a special prosecutor to take the 
case, though none was identified in the motion. That may 
prove to be a problem since the 5th Circuit ruled that the 
state must set Graves free on bond pending any retrial. 
According to the six-page opinion, authored by Judge W. 
Eugene Davis, the state has not been able to offer any 
credible argument as to why Graves should not be freed 
while awaiting retrial. In November, Kent ordered Graves 
released on a $50,000 bond, and unless the state can get 
its act together by Jan. 4, Kent’s order will stand, meaning 
that with $5,000 up front, Graves could walk out of prison - 
and away from death row - after more than 12 years behind 
bars. His freedom would, of course, be contingent on his 
showing up for all further court proceedings - including any 
future retrial on the murder charges. But given the bitch 
slapping the state has been taking for the handling of this 
case, it’s unclear whether anyone - including those working 
under Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott, whose office 
actually spearheaded the appeal to keep Graves behind 
bars - will now be willing to put their balls on the chopping 
block in order to prosecute a case that threatens to set 
free many of the dusty, dirty, and downright ugly skeletons 
that live in Texas’ death-penalty-loving closet. - Jordan Smith 



Disaster Assistance: Numbers vs. people 


Earlier this month, Gregory D. Kutz, manag- 
ing director of forensic audits and special 
investigations for the Government Accounta- 
bility Office, testified before the Senate 
Committee on Homeland Security and Govern- 
mental Affairs that from June to November 
2006, “FEMA continued to lose tens of mil- 
lions of dollars through potentially improper 
and/or fraudulent payments from both hurri- 
canes Katrina and Rita,” including “$17 mil- 
lion in rental assistance paid to individuals to 
whom FEMA had already provided free housing 
through trailers or apartments.” Among the 
cases highlighted in the report is one in Austin. 
In September 2005, FEMA began paying the 
$705-a-month apartment rent of an evacuee 
indirectly through the city of Austin, while 


simultaneously making “rental assistance pay- 
ments in September 2005, February 2006, 
and May 2006 totaling more than $3,600.” 

“I’m not surprised by it, but no, I don’t 
know that specific case,” said Paul Hilgers, 
director of the city’s Neighborhood Housing 
and Community Development Office, which 
tunneled the federal rent aid to local landlords, 
when asked about the testimony. “There 
would be no way for us to know who had 
received direct payment assistance from FEMA.” 
FEMA spokesman James McIntyre com- 
plained that auditors are only looking at num- 
bers and, as a result, their reports and testimo- 
ny don’t convey the overall disaster response 
picture, particularly the human side of the 
catastrophe. “The cities did not take into con- 


sideration whether these people would be eligi- 
ble [for assistance],” McIntyre said. “They took 
them out of the kindness of their hearts.” 

On the federal end, FEMA initially sent 
money to evacuees in advance of getting their 
paperwork processed, he said. “They had 
nothing. They had [to get] food, water, diapers 
for the babies.” He acknowledged that dupli- 
cate payments were very possible at this 
point, adding, “That’s because the process 
was catching up.” 

Hilgers noted that FEMA initially sent rental 
assistance payments directly to evacuees 
without explaining that the aid was meant to 
be spent on rent, so many evacuees spent 
their checks on things like furniture and 
clothes. FEMA later sent out letters informing 
evacuees that the money should be spent on 
rent. But the correspondence didn’t come at 


the same time as the money, McIntyre 
explained, because the direct payments were 
deposited electronically into evacuees’ bank 
accounts. The government didn’t initially have 
addresses for many evacuees, who started 
out in emergency shelters all over the country, 
he said. Most evacuees who received dupli- 
cate rental assistance are cooperative when 
they are contacted and informed that they can 
pay the government back in installments, he 
said, but “unfortunately, in auditing, payment 
plans don’t count. It’s [only] actual money 
back into the system” that gets counted. 

As Hilgers put it, “It’s not the character of the 
Katrina evacuees that’s being called into ques- 
tion with this testimony. It’s really the ineffective- 
ness of the bureaucracy.” See the entire testi- 
mony at www.gao.gov/cgi-bin/getrpt7GA0-07-252T.

How a Stoner Utopia Went Up in Smoke (Bloomsbury, 361 
pp., $24.95). It’s a tragic and cautionary tale about how 
the American war on drugs actually works - or doesn’t - 
and how in the end, the narco-warrior’s quixotic impossi- 
bility costs real lives. To wit: 

Burning Rainbow Farm tells the 
story of lovers Tom Crosslin and 
Rollie Rohm, founders of 
Rainbow Farm, a civil libertarian 
utopia in Southwestern Michigan 
that drew activists and free think- 
ers of all stripes - hippies, mili- 
tia men, and evangelicals among 
them - to their annual festivals. 

Or so it was until a righteous 
prosecutor got crossways with 
Crosslin and, apparently without 
regard for the possible conse- 
quences, designed to snare 
Crosslin and Rohm on drug charges, seize the farm, and 
shut the whole thing down. The law got what it wanted 
but left Crosslin and Rohm dead, torn through by sniper 
rifle fire. The story blew onto headlines in early 
September 2001 but was obliterated on 9/11, never to 
return. Kuipers has done a painstaking job of reporting 
the entire story - from the beginnings of Rainbow Farm 
through the final days of its founders’ lives - and has 
produced an engaging tale about the struggle between 
state power and individual rights. It is a must-read.

THE NOBEL PRIZE FOR GREED 

What a scream John Tierney is! I howled 
with laughter when I read this New York Times 
columnist’s comic piece a while back promot- 
ing Wal-Mart for the Nobel Peace Prize. 

Yes, with perfect deadpan delivery, Tierney 
asserted that no one “is doing more to allevi- 
ate third world poverty than Wal-Mart.” 
Seriously! Not even Voltaire at his satirical 
best could have come up with such a farcical 
plot. I’d love to see Tierney take it to the road. 

The right-wing pundit playfully claims that 
Third World poor folks are lucky to get $2-a- 
day jobs in urban sweatshops making stuff 
for Wal-Mart because this is better than the 
dollar-a-day drudge of working with their own 
families back in poor rural villages. Yes, get- 
ting poked in the eye is so much better than 
getting shot in the head. 

Wouldn’t it be fun for Tierney to meet Ana 
Barahona? She’s one of the lucky sweatshop 
workers that Tierney wrote about. Ana was 
recently brought from Nicaragua to the U.S. 
by the women’s labor group, STITCH, to talk 
personally about how it is that Wal-Mart helps 
impoverished workers. “I wanted to vomit,” 
Barahona said when she visited a U.S. Wal- 
Mart store and saw some $30 slacks that 
she’d been paid 12 cents to make. 

Barahona tells of having to work with toxic 
chemicals without protective equipment, get- 
ting only two bathroom passes a day, some- 
times forced to work 24-hour “shifts” with no 
overtime pay, and being subject to firing if she 
gets pregnant or “too fat.” Oh, and that $2 a 
day that Tierney heralded? Barahona says the 
factory deducts $1 for lunch and about 50 
cents for transportation, so the women skip 
lunch to “have something left.” 

It’s always helpful to have six-figure pundits 
like Tierney tell us how great it is for impover- 
ished people to work in sweatshops. I say, let’s 
put him in one for a year! Then we can all laugh 
with him all the way to the nearest Wal-Mart, 
where he can buy some of that “cheap stuff.”

CAMP WELLSTONE WINNERS 

Democracy doesn’t happen by accident. It 
happens when grassroots agitation melds 
with good organization. 

One group that is doing a great job of 
applying organization to agitation is Wellstone 
Action. Named for the legendary progressive 
senator Paul Wellstone, this group holds 
intensive training sessions around the coun- 
try to hone the political skills of potential 
candidates, campaign workers, and citizen 
activists. Called “Camp Wellstone,” these 
sessions empower regular folks to act on 
their progressive principles, to challenge even 
the most entrenched political establishment 
... and to win. 

Begun in 2003, Wellstone Action has been 
educating and motivating a whole new gener- 
ation of grassroots leaders who are not 
beholden to money interests, not tied to old- 
line political hierarchies, and not afraid to 
offer a new politics based on ideas and ide- 
als. And now, graduates of these citizenship 
camps are running winning campaigns all 
across the country. 

In the Nov. 7 election, Camp Wellstone 
alumni ran for local, state, and federal offic- 
es, and 78 of them were elected in 18 
states. They will now be state senators, 
country commissioners, secretaries of state, 
and even members of Congress - three 
Wellstone grads (John Hall of New York, David 
Loebsack of Iowa, and Tim Walz of 
Minnesota) were elected to the U.S. house 
this year. In addition, one of Wellstone 
Action’s trainers, Keith Ellison, was elected to 
the house, becoming the first Muslim to 
serve in Congress. 

Just as important are the scores of alumni 
who worked on winning campaigns - or who 
were involved in campaigns that didn’t win 
this time but laid a base for future wins. 
Democracy is not a quick-fix project; it’s built 
over the long haul by grassroots people who 
are principled, passionate ... and skilled.

Worldwide Radio Wrestling! 

HD format hopes to body-slam satellite radio to an industry draw

Like the heavy metal fanfare for a wrestler 
approaching the ring, the drumbeat has begun 
for HD Radio, the long-awaited entrance of 
traditional radio into the digital arena. Radio 
companies are using $200 million in advertis- 
ing time to tout HD as the Great Tech Hope, 
the chance for old, fuddy-duddy “terrestrial” 
radio to show it has the stuff to compete with 
satellite services and the Internet. With the 
bombast of a World Wrestling Federation ring 
announcer, the industry proclaims HD “the 
biggest trend in consumer entertainment since 
the advent of FM radio!” 

But ask your friends and neighbors about HD 
Radio, and they’ll likely respond with a blank 
stare and “huh?” Go to a store, and try to buy a 
receiver, and chances are the polo-shirt-clad 
zombie will send you to the DVD department. 
And if you do buy a receiver, you’ll find only a 
smattering of channels available, ranging from 
smooth jazz to a “rockin’” country channel. 

Nevertheless, in an industry desperately in 
need of some good news, HD - the industry’s 
not-quite-acronymic designation for digital 
radio - is seen as a potential savior, a chance 
to compete in the modern age. “It’s some- 
thing we have to do, or the business will pass 
us by,” says John Hiatt, Austin market man- 
ager for the four stations recently purchased 
from CBS by Entercom. 

But as HD takes its baby steps into the mar- 
ket, serious questions linger. Is it too late? Can 
the radio industry - the world of perky morn- 
ing shows and “adult contemporary” formats 
- pull it off? And, perhaps, the most nagging, 
crucial question of all: Can HD make commer- 
cial radio cool again? 

Rollout Alliance 

In many ways, HD - a term borrowed from 
“high definition,” although it has nothing to do 
with HD television - represents a giant leap 
forward for radio. Reception in many areas will 
be crystal clear, static-free, much like the jump 
from analog to digital phones. And, like satel- 
lite services, receivers will display information 
about the songs as they play. Best of all, HD

allows broadcasters to offer more than one 
channel over a radio frequency, a technique 
known as “multicasting.” For example, if you 
have an HD radio, you’ll be able to listen to 
KVET-FM on 98.1, but you’ll also be able to 
switch to KVET’s HD-only channel on the 
same frequency, KVET-2 (and, eventually, 
KVET-3 and maybe even a KVET-4). 

As a result, Austin radio stations will be able 
to offer a dozen new channels, no longer con- 
strained by their designated frequencies. For 
KUT-FM, Austin’s National Public Radio affili- 
ate, that translates as an opportunity to broad- 
cast national programs such as the BBC World 
News and The Tavis Smiley Show, that it can’t fit 
on its main channel, on an HD channel. “It 
creates a new program stream for our local 
audience,” said Rich Dean, director of chan- 
nels for KUT 

To the commercial stations, it’s a chance to 
roll out the type of diverse and niche- oriented 
formats that have all but disappeared from the 
radio dial. Formats like reggae, jazz, Tejano, 
oldies, and classical will find a new home on 
HD - and they will be offered for free to any- 
one with an HD receiver, a bitch slap to the 
pay-for-play satellite services. “A lot of people 
are excited about the chance to do these 
things,” said Scott Gilmore, Austin market 
manager for Emmis Communications. “We can 
take a chance on this and look for things that 
create passion and listenership.” 

To launch HD, the largest radio companies, 
led by industry giant Clear Channel, joined 
together to form the HD Digital Radio Alliance. 
In an unprecedented display of cooperation, 
the members set ground rules for the rollout. 
In addition to agreeing to devote airtime for 
commercials promoting HD, stations randomly 
drew lots for different formats to avoid direct 
competition. For example, in Austin, Emmis’ 
hip-hop station, KDHT (Hot 93.3), chose an 
“Old Skool” hip-hop format, and Entercom 
rival the Beat (104.3) picked up an “urban 
adult contemporary” format. Alliance mem- 
bers also agreed not to run ads on the channels 
for a year to help establish the format (although, 
after that, all bets are off) . 

Despite the cooperation and anticipation, 
HD’s emergence into the market has been a 
sputtering, jerky affair. Receivers actually have 
been available for more than two years. But 
companies were slow to spend the $150,000 to 
$200,000 per station for broadcast equipment 
and the HD technology, which is controlled by 
a company called iBiquity. Stations that made 
the leap experienced a long series of technical 
problems, forcing further delays in the launch. 
KUT’s HD channel was initially operational in 
January, but a long series of problems getting 
the hardware and software to work properly 
prevented the station from going live until 
September. Although the NPR affiliate’s pioneer- 
ing foray into the format was largely subsidized 
by grants, it ultimately dug into station funds to 
get all the equipment operational. 


As far back as July, MediaWeek columnist 
Rich Russo suggested HD stood for “huge 
debacle.” The HD Digital Radio Alliance says 
the problems have been solved and trumpets 
that there are now more than 1,000 stations 
around the country offering HD programming. 
But even now, as the local commercial stations 
air ad after ad promoting HD, many of the 
Austin stations don’t expect to have their HD 
offerings on the air until next year. 

Low Expectations 

Multicasting - the ability to transmit more 
than one signal on the same frequency - is 
considered the “killer app” by many HD pio- 
neers. But, so far, the multicasting program- 
ming offered by the commercial stations seems 
unlikely to send consumers into an HD-buying 
frenzy. Emmis’ first HD channel, which hit the 
air the first week in November, is a smooth-jazz 
channel offered as a companion to KBPA-FM 
(the channel known as Bob). Most of the HD 
channels are extensions or variations of exist- 
ing stations. Easy-listening Majic, for example, 
will offer an oldies HD channel. KLBJ-FM, the 
classic rock station, will offer a blues channel. 
At this point, all the channels are generic and 
automated, with no live voices. 

While the new formats will undoubtedly 
add a level of diversity to the radio dial, most 
are readily available in many forms these 
days, including on satellite and a wide variety 
of Web services. It’s also the reality of the 
modern media world that any hardcore blues 
enthusiast eager for a commercial-free blues 
extravaganza can simply dial up his favorite 
iPod playlist. 

Equally uninspiring is the level of support 
for the format at the store level, a key ingredi- 
ent for the rollout of any consumer electronics 
product. The HD Digital Alliance’s big preholi- 
day retail announcement was that Circuit City 
would carry receivers in 10 markets and online, 


the only big-box chain offering HD. Post- 
Thanksgiving, a North Austin Circuit City dis- 
played one Boston Acoustics HD receiver on a 
comer shelf, behind several kiosks promoting 
satellite. The model was priced at $234 (after 
rebate), but it couldn’t pick up any HD chan- 
nels. “You’ll need an amplified antenna,” the 
salesman said. “I think once I’ve been able to 
pick up one HD station with this,” he said, 
flopping around the flimsy, thin wire antenna 
included with the receiver. 

Outside of Circuit City and RadioShack, the 
big chains are largely ignoring HD, so far pre- 
ferring to stock shelves with products they 
apparently deem more likely to sell. Radio ads 
for HD often point people interested in buying 
a receiver to Web sites. And the HD receivers 
available are still expensive, usually in the area 
of $200 or more, which dampens enthusiasm 
for anyone eager to make the plunge. 

At the very least, it’s fair to say HD is not 
generating any momentum - the Big Mo - 
which is considered essential for establishing a 
new consumer electronics product. Think of 
the enthusiasm and interest generated in the 
early days by the DVD format or the buzz cre- 
ated by iPods. In the midst of the holiday buy- 
ing frenzy, there’s almost no buzz over HD, 
despite the radio ads and general industry 
hype. “I think the industry has done a really 
poor job of educating people about what HD 
radio is,” said Dean of KUT “If you went out 
and asked 100 people about HD Radio, 99 
would not have heard of it, and the other one 
probably works in radio.” 

Even within the industry, debate rages about 
the technical aspects of the format and the 
launch’s inability to “wow” consumers. Widely 
read analyst Sean Ross of Edison Media 
Research recently wrote about his disappoint- 
ment with the initial HD experience, including 
his difficulty finding a receiver, crummy recep- 
tion, and a less- than- thrilling sound quality. “I 
was somehow expecting the head-rush of loud- 
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ness of, say, the THX ‘the audience is listening’ 
movie trailer,” he wrote. “What I heard sound- 
ed a lot less processed than even the average 
FM station - as if the primary goal was to dem- 
onstrate CD-style clarity” 

Not all broadcasters have been eager to 
jump on the HD bandwagon. Border Media 
Partners, which controls seven frequencies in 
Austin, primarily broadcasting Spanish-lan- 
guage channels, has no immediate plans at 
this point to invest in the equipment. “We will 
wait until the market becomes better defined,” 
said Bob Proud, BMP’s vice president of 
operations. “The number of Spanish-language 
households in Austin [that] have bought an 
HD receiver has to be close to zero.” (It’s 
worth noting that Border Media Partners 
doesn’t have Web sites for its stations, either, 
so maybe it’s not the best gauge of cutting- 
edge technology. Spanish-language giant 
Univision is supporting the launch.) 

In its infancy, the HD rollout is getting 
knocked around by market forces. The four 
Austin stations that Entercom just bought still 
don’t have HD gear (although it’s on order). 
Previous owner CBS was reluctant to spend the 
money on the gear while it pursued a sale, 
according to management. At this point, “We 
don’t know when it will go up,” said local 
Entercom programmer Dusty Hayes. 

Meanwhile, no one is quite certain what the 
future holds for industry giant Clear Channel, 
one of the technology’s biggest supporters. The 
company is going private and selling off dozens 
of stations. Many insiders believe the moves 
will help the industry and HD’s rollout - bring- 
ing more players to the competition and less 
focus on the quarterly share prices - but it 
might also slow the investment in the HD roll- 
out. (Austin-based Clear Channel officials 
didn’t return phone calls.) 

With so much uncertainty, Kagan Research 
expects only 200,000 to 300,000 HD receivers 
will be sold this year. That number should 
jump to more than 2.5 million in 2007, but

sales won’t really start to ramp up until 2008, 
when 8.5 million will be sold, according to 
Kagan’s model. From there, sales are expected 
to almost double every year, to 16 million in 
2009 and 27 million in 2010. But that will still 
represent a relatively small percentage of the 

100 million radios sold every year. 

That’s not blockbuster news for the com- 
mercial radio companies, who have seen their 
values plummet amid widespread Wall Street 
skepticism about their future revenue. “I think 
it will be a lot like FM radio,” Hayes said. “It 
took a while to get into homes and cars, and 
then it became second nature.” The industry, 
Hayes said, is “committed to make it work.” 


Circular Economics 

Few doubt that HD digital technology will 
eventually become the standard for radio, but 
there are no guarantees it will grasp the pub- 
lic’s imagination. The tech landscape is littered 
with cool products that didn’t catch on, from 
Beta videotape to AM stereo. Digital television 
was backed by an entire industry and federal 
legislation mandated conversions, yet the roll- 
out of HD television - universally viewed as 
superior technology - is taking decades, not 
years, to worm its way into a significant num- 
ber of homes. 

At the same time, fundamental shifts are tak- 
ing place in consumer habits. Internet radio, 
podcasts, and portable media are all in their 
infancy. Meanwhile, a wide variety of telecom- 
munications companies are pouring billions of 
dollars into creating networks using WiMax - a 
long-range, higher quality version of Wi-Fi - 
which will be used to beam video, music, and 
data to mobile devices and computers. New 
services likely will be able to reach into cars, for 
decades the almost-exclusive domain of radio. 
Now many car models are equipped with DVD 
players and iPod docking stations, in addition 
to satellite-capable radios. 

Wall Street analysts are skeptical about the 
public’s loyalty to radio, despite the indus- 
try’s claim of vibrant listenership. Studies 
show that people are using radio fewer days 
per week, “the only traditional medium 
showing such erosion,” according to research

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firm Gartner Inc. Even newspapers and TV are holding on to 
consumers’ habits better than radio, according to Gartner. 
Even though satellite requires a paid subscription, Gartner 
predicts that satellite radio will have 26 million household 
subscribers by 2009, while digital radio will only be available 
in 11 million households. 

To succeed at HD, radio broadcasters will have to “re-evaluate 
[their] most fundamental assumptions” about business models 
and “use the FM multicast to superserve” audiences, Gartner 
said. That means local programming and targeted niches, like 
minority groups, virtually ignored by conventional radio. Some 
obviously get it. “One thing that sets us apart is localism,” 
Gilmore said. 

But the broadcasters are faced with a nasty Catch-22. They 
don’t want to spend money on HD without a clear return on 
investment, but they won’t get any return on investment until 
they spend money to create and market dynamic programming. 
With budgets tight, radio companies have spent money on the 
equipment, but none has shown any willingness to step forward 
to create original HD programming. No one is close, for exam- 
ple, to suggesting the hiring of a Howard Stem- type name to air 
only on HD and drive the market. “With budget and personnel 
cuts now taking place across the industry, it seems unrealistic 
that more resources are now going to be devoted to multicast 
stations,” Ross concluded. 

While $200 million in ad time sounds impressive, the indus- 
try is spending very little cash to launch the format. “I think the 
radio industry, in some respects, is going about this very con- 
servatively,” said Kagan analyst Michael Buckley. So far, for 
example, the HD Alliance has shown a reluctance to subsidize 
the installation of receivers in cars, something that has helped 
boost the satellite industry (though also one of the reasons 
satellite continues to hemorrhage money).

There is a sense that broadcasters are 
already hedging their bets, viewing HD as a 
means to an end rather than a savior on a 
white horse. “In the short term, it’s not 
important to us at all,” Gilmore said. After 
all, the HD channels aren’t expected to 
generate revenue - in the short term - and 
no significant money will be spent on o 
them. Gilmore looks at HD as part of an § 
overall digital strategy. “I know it’s vital J 
that we be more platform-agnostic,” | 

Gilmore said. “We’re prepared to be where l ~ 
the listeners are.” 

To KUT’s Dean, in the current landscape HD is primarily an 
excuse to create new channels to stream on its Web site. “If HD 
radio fails in some way, it’s not something that I’m concerned 
about, because the main audience for HD-2 is online,” he said. 
In addition to the current news channel, KUT will likely debut a 
digital music channel next year. But KUT probably won’t expand 
its HD programming, Dean said, unless it can arrange specific 
sponsorship and financial support, the very same dilemma facing 
the commercial stations. 

With competition increasing, pressure will mount for the 
commercial stations to monetize HD, to wring some sort of 
revenue stream from it. Temptation will eat at the radio execu- 
tives, pushing them to make decisions that could ruin their 
competitive advantage. After the launch period, some will 
want to put as many ads as possible on the HD channels, 
threatening to make the new digital channels sound a lot like 
old radio, while ceding the commercial-free landscape to sat- 
ellite and the Web. Others will push to add more channels, 
which would damage the quality of the reception, literally 
slicing away at the format’s technological advantage. 


And then what? At that point, it will still be up to the radio 
industry to make it work, to offer the public a reason to buy. 
When HD radios are as inexpensive and ubiquitous as regular 
radios, broadcasters will face “a renewed responsibility to put on 
a show for those listeners who do show up,” according to Ross. 

If they don’t, broadcasters must face the very real possibility 
that the slow ramp of HD channels may simply cannibalize the 
listenership of their existing channels. If they’re unable to grow 
the number of people choosing terrestrial radio over satellite 
and the Internet, they will simply be redistributing their listen- 
ers to more channels, slicing the pie into smaller pieces instead 
of growing the pie. 

Ultimately, “It doesn’t matter; they have got to do it,” Buckley 
said. “They may not grow the pie, but hopefully they can keep 
the pie from shrinking.” ■ 


Finding Ears 

In the media world, many wonder if the radio industry will 
be able to make it happen, whether it has the mojo to create 
a new generation of radio. At its heart, the HD campaign is a 
referendum on radio’s ability to market itself and create new, 
fun programming. Ultimately, they know they’re aiming at a 
young generation that, studies show, is growing up less inter- 
ested in terrestrial radio than their parents. HD is seen as a 
chance to hook them into old-fashioned radio services, before 
they settle into new habits. “We’re looking at doing things to 
make radio cool for teens,” Gilmore said, invoking the 
c-word. 

Several factors could boost the industry’s chances. The HD 
Digital Radio Alliance has already announced plans to up the ad 
commitment supporting the format to $250 million in 2007. 
And it has vowed to focus on automakers in the next year, 
including a new device to convert car radios to HD. In the next 
year, more manufacturers are expected to include both HD and 
satellite capabilities into new receiver models for both home 
and cars, giving consumers a choice. HD could also spark inno- 
vation, including new TiVo-like digital recording devices for 
radio, which might spark people to buy. 

Most importantly, the price of receivers is steadily dropping, 
and a variety of models will soon be readily available for less 
than $100. When RadioShack put an Accurian tabletop HD 
receiver on sale for $99 the day after Thanksgiving, sales surged, 
according to the alliance. “When we reach $100, we will see a 
real ramp-up in consumer interest,” Buckley said.

A Messy Species

Civilizations are usually better off dead. 
Especially empires. Greek civilization is pretty 
cool, what with all those plays, philosophies, 
geometry, and democracy - none of which pre- 
vented Athens and Sparta from tussling, and 
after that, their civilization just kind of poofed. 
But their rep gave Macedonia’s Alexander the 
Great some class. In return, he spread their 
ideas and troubles throughout the known 
world. Still, for the Greeks themselves, it was 
mostly poof. So their smarts didn’t do them 
much good, not in terms of “having a civiliza- 
tion.” In fact, one of the great lessons of civi- 
lizations is that smarts don’t count for much 
in the long run; no civilization has been smart 
enough not to screw up and fall. The Greeks 
left us a great shelf of books, though. 

Which is what civilizations end up doing 
after they’re done causing trouble. They leave 
some books, some art, some ruins for the 
future to unearth. And they leave some les- 
sons, usually about what not to do - lessons 
ignored by the new civilization that is so sure 
it’s smarter than the last. And what happens 
to the people who do a civilization’s dirty 
work when their civilization tanks? The com- 
mon folk, like us, schlep on. Hang around. 
They’re a little lost sometimes because, for so 
many, what they thought was their personal 
identity was mostly just a symptom of their 
civilization. But that hangover wears off in a 
few centuries. After all, Greeks still do what- 
ever Greeks do and picnic at the Parthenon. 
Egyptians, Persians, Romans, Mayans, the 
English, they’re still around, mostly just get- 
ting by and looking for new ways to get into 
trouble. For instance, Persians (we call them 
Iranians) want their own nuke, which is a 
prime product of our civilization, a civilization 
that (not a moment too soon) is on its way out. 
We’ll leave lots of books and movies and the 
blues and the Net and the bomb, and (unless 
the planet decides differently) we’ll still piddle 
around, waxing nostalgic over lost glories like 
’69 Chevies and Louis Armstrong and Marilyn 
Monroe. But we won’t cause as much trouble 
for other people - which is what civilizations 
are really good at. We’ll keep our trouble local. 
And we’ll still do some notable stuff. Hey, in 
the 20th century the Greeks had great poets 
again - it was about 2,300 years since their 
last great poets, but Cavafy, Seferis, and Ritsos 
almost make up for that gap. And the trouble 
Greeks cause now, you never hear about it, 
’cause it stays Greek. 

Some civilizations leave something behind 
to spook the future. The Mayans left prophe- 
cies and a calendar. If by some good fortune 
(which I’m about to ruin) you haven’t heard, 
the Mayan calendar ends on Dec. 21, 2012 
- the winter solstice, no less. According to 
Mayans, after 2012 there’s zilch. No more 
history-as-we-know-it. Well, Dec. 21, 2012, 
is just six years from today (Thursday). I 
don’t worry about what I can’t influence, 
but for anyone who does, the Mayan cal- 
endar is something to bite your lip about. 


Mayans were crackerjack astronomers. They 
invented the zero before anyone else, which, 
as usual, did their civilization no good in 
the long run. Centuries before Copernicus, 
the Mayans could predict eclipses, so they 
knew that the solar system revolves, and who 
knows what else they knew? According to the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, six years from now 
the Mayans thought that “the present world 
... is doomed to end in cataclysm ... of a 
markedly direful character.” 

Isn’t that just like the Brits? “Markedly dire- 
ful.” It’s possible Mayans knew of an asteroid 
or comet that we don’t, with which we may 
collide on 12/21/12. Some think “markedly 
direful” is a shift of Earth’s magnetic poles. 
And some think, well ... hit the Internet, 
read the bilge. People will think anything that 
satisfies them emotionally. We’re that kind of 
species. Which may be good, because if we 
weren’t, our civilizations might last longer and 
cause even more trouble. 

Some think 2012 will bring “the return of 
universal telepathy, a self-reflexive consciousness 
[you mean we’re not self-reflexive enough?!] . . . 
a return to the sacred domain of inner technol- 
ogy.” That and more (if you can stand it) can 
be read on www.13moon.com, one site among 
many. Some intelligent gents and gals of my 
acquaintance believe a more seemly version of

the above, to the effect that after 2012, human- 
ity will finally, slowly or swiftly, blossom into its 
full potential, if such a thing exists. It would be 
cantankerous not to root for their point of view, 
though history argues for a darker prospect. 
Still, one truly marvelous trait of our species is 
that we never give up, not about the big things. 
We dream, and we act upon our dreams. Which 
often, in the process of causing more trouble, 
also creates great beauty. They go hand in 
hand, beauty and trouble, always. Beauty and 
trouble are the building blocks of civilizations. 
So no need to tell us, “Dream on”; we can’t help 
dreaming on, punch-drunk or not, and there’s 
something lovable (if not particularly successful) 
about that. 

But back to that Mayan calendar. My ref- 
erence books don’t note whence comes the 
phrase, “a fly in the ointment,” but it’s a 
useful image: a pesky bug stuck in undefined 
goo. A bug in the Mayans’ goo is inadver- 
tently hinted at on www.13moon.com: Mayan 
“messengers” deposited their “calling card” 
upon “a series of super-sized stone monu- 



ments and pyramids” on which their celestial 
prophecies got writ. The Brits demurely note 
that “the amount of labor involved [in the 
construction of those pyramids] would have 
been enormous and so would have the social 
controls necessary to see the job through to 
its completion.” For “social controls” read 
“slavery.” Slobs like you and me don’t schlep 
and sweat to build pyramids unless someone 
threatens to kill us. So one must wonder 
why hip people, who seek release from the 
slavish ways of our present empire, find sol- 
ace in ancient prophecies of a slave empire. 
Aristocracies lie, and concoct systems of lies, 
to control the likes of us. They do it now 
and did it then. How Mayan beliefs served to 
control the common Mayan Jane and Joe, we 
don’t much know. But beliefs carved in stone, 
even lovely beliefs, don’t often originate or 
conclude in peace and harmony. 

Or is Mayan math, like ours, a closed sys- 
tem, referent to itself, useful for some things 
and not for others, handy as a hook for mythol- 
ogy and useless at predicting the future? They 
had a circular sense of time, and 2012 could be 
merely the circumference of that circle. But it’s 
much more fun to think that history is about 
to end or that humanity is about to change its 
basic nature. 

No doubt a civilization is ending. Western 
civilization - and its American subset - can 
no longer dominate the world. No one knows 
what the next civilization will look like, but 
everybody loves a happy ending, especially 
when the story is one’s own. Which explains 
all versions of: “It’s a good thing the world’s 
a mess ’cause it means things are about to 
get better!” Christians look toward a Second 
Coming after Armageddon, and Jews look 
toward a first. Many of all faiths believe human 


consciousness is evolving (though, speaking 
as a writer, it’s hard to see how writers have 
evolved since Shakespeare). Some believe we’d 
all be better off if we knew how better to raise 
our children, especially our male children. Or 
science will improve us. Or we’ll be better as 
the galaxy shifts into Aquarius. Or something. 
What all these beliefs have in common is the 
notion that, through divine or human agency, 
humanity is perfectible. 

An extraordinary belief, when all humanity’s 
ventures indicate that it is not perfectible. In 
fact, our founders wrote our constitutional 
checks and balances to protect us from our 
flaws, because they believed our flaws to be 
incurable. Few are so practical. Why are so 
many unable to accept that what we are is 
what we are? A messy species, hard to please, 
brutal and beautiful, creative and constantly 
in trouble, never giving up on the big things, 
always fascinating (at least to ourselves), and 
always shimmering with a quality that is essen- 
tially unknown. That unknown quality, which 
we sense and try ineffectively to name, is what 
makes us able to say anything about ourselves. 
Anything at all. “Made in God’s image” or 
whatever. We know what we do, but many of us 
cannot quite bring ourselves to conclude that 
what we do is what we are. And is all we are. 

A high school kid once said to me, “Humanity 
has no opposite.” We have no correlative or 
check on what we may think about ourselves. 
Civilization by civilization, we see ourselves 
anew, make ourselves up, get into and out of 
trouble, all the while doing what we do and, 
very often, hoping what we do is not what we 
are. Or not all we are. We insist on this. Over 
and over, this way and that, civilization after 
civilization. And it may be true. Or it may be 
just another thing we do. ■

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THE HRC'S BECKETT ONLINE: 

Googling for Godot 

When your Web-wanderings bring you to 
the Harry Ransom Center’s online Samuel 
Beckett exhibition, you have a choice. 

“I can’t go on,” reads one scrawled line. 

“I’ll go on,” reads the other. 

Choose the first of these iconic lines 
from Beckett’s novel The Unnamable, and 
you’re promptly thrown back to the page 
you came from. Choose the second, and 
you enter “Fathoms From Anywhere: A 
Samuel Beckett Centenary Exhibition.” 

The title is taken from a letter Beckett 
wrote in 1959: “I don’t find solitude agoniz- 
ing, on the contrary. Holes in paper open 
and take me fathoms from anywhere.” 

Most avant-garde art looks quaint and 
time-bound 50 years on. But Beckett’s 
plays and novels remain essentially 
strange, like visitors from a cultural 
future. Beckett was so far ahead of his 
time that we haven’t yet caught up with 
him, and his work retains unnerving power. 

Launched on the centenary of Beckett’s birth, April 13, 2006, the 
exhibit will be kept online “in perpetuity,” says curator Cathy 
Henderson, associate director for exhibitions and education at the 
HRC. (This Friday, Dec. 22, marks the 17th anniversary of his pas- 
sage to the grave, by the way.) 

The exhibit is designed to accommodate those who want a quick 
dip into Beckett, says Henderson, as well as those who want to 
swim deeper in the HRC’s Beckett collection, which is among the 
world’s finest. “A collector of Beckett first editions will be able to 
see images of what the first-edition books look like,” she notes. You 
can also see handwritten drafts of the plays and novels and hear 
passages read by Irish actor Barry McGovern. 

Besides deeper layers of information and more interactive and 
multimedia components than real-space exhibitions allow, an 
online exhibition also circumvents what Henderson calls “fatigue

and label burnout,” since visitors can bookmark and return when- 
ever they like. 

It’s interesting to wonder what Beckett’s dazed and dogged char- 
acters would have made of the Web. “Too fearful to assume him- 
self the onus of decision,” someone remarks of the titular charac- 
ter in Watt, “he refers it to the frigid machinery of time-space rela- 
tion.” Now Watt could just hit the “I’m feeling lucky” Google link 
over and over. 

Perhaps he’d land at the HRC Web site and hear that famous pas- 
sage from The Unnamable : “You must go on, I can’t go on, you must 
go on, I’ll go on, you must say words, as long as there are any ... 
where I am, I don’t know, I’ll never know, in the silence you don’t 
know, you must go on, I can’t go on, I’ll go on.” - Katherine Catmull

AUSTIN THEATRE: 

That was the year that was 

If artists have anything, they have some- 
thing to say. The Chronicle sat down with six 
of Austin’s fine theatre folk to talk about the 
year that was and the year that will be. We 
don’t have enough space in print to do jus- 
tice to all of their remarkable responses, but 
here’s a sampling of comments from director 
Sonnet Blanton (Refraction Arts), director/ 
actress Lorella Loftus (Renaissance Austin 
Theatre Company), and lighting designer 
Jason Amato (Zachary Scott Theatre Center/ 
Blue Lapis Light).

Austin Chronicle: How would you define 
yourself within the context of Austin theatre? 
Sonnet Blanton: The loudest? I don’t go 
anywhere without my bullhorn. Literally. 
Lorella Loftus: I suppose you could say 
that I bring European classics to Austin and 
interpret them with a Celtic sensibility. By 
classics, I mean period, modern, contempo- 
rary, or avant-garde authors who are leaders 
in their particular genre. 


Jason Amato: Lighting designer and artist 
and hopefully not as poor tomorrow as I 
am today. 

AC: What was your greatest accomplishment 
of 2006? 

Blanton: Getting to work with the actors, 
designers, and production staff of The 
Assumption. I was consistently astonished 
by the creativity, discipline, and heart that 
they brought to the process from start to fin- 
ish. I think we all fell a little bit in love with 
one another. 

Loftus: 4:48 Psychosis, by Sarah Kane, co- 
produced with the Vortex. I was overjoyed to 
have Bonnie Cullum as a collaborator. It took 
me the best part of two years before the 
Kane estate would grant me the rights to 
this closely guarded piece. Kane was an 
absolute master of text. 

Amato: I got engaged [to Michelle Fowler], 
and she didn’t have a clue. As we paddled 
up to the Lamar Street pedestrian bridge in 
a canoe, a crew of my closest friends 
dropped 200 red tulips into the water 
around us and then lowered a basket of 
champagne and strawberries into the boat 
while I popped the question. 


AC: What was the most exciting thing you 
saw/heard on an Austin stage in 2006? 
Blanton: I thought Thrush was beautiful, so 
beautiful. Doug Taylor made me swoon in 
Have You Ever Been Assassinated? But I have 
to go with two performances in The 
Assumption : Ron Berry and Travis Hale. They 
gave two of the most oddly riveting perfor- 
mances I’ve ever seen. 

Loftus: The most exciting thing I saw in 
2006 was St. Nicholas at Hyde Park Theatre. 
This was a low-budget, low-production-values 
piece that nonetheless totally created anoth- 
er world and immersed the audience in it. 
This was a brave undertaking by Ken Webster. 
Amato: Blue Lapis Light’s Requiem at the 
soon-to-be-dead Intel building. The show was 
unlike anything we’ve seen before. Sally 
Jacques takes a dream of beauty and opens it 
up to all of us. I also have to talk about 
Urinetown at Zachary Scott Theatre. It was 
such a wonderfully absurd, ludicrous mirror of 
American attitudes today. Dave Steakley and 
Robin Lewis did a fantastic job. Apparently, if 
you combine 100,000 watts of the most hid- 
eous yellow and green light, you can make a lot 
of people laugh really hard. - Hannah Kenah 


ROGUE PERFORMANCE VENUE: 

Paradise lost 

At this point, Rogue Performance Venue was 
supposed to be in the sixth and final week of 
its run of The Creation of the World and Other 
Business, a play by Arthur Miller. But the new 
theatre company’s second-ever production 
barely got open before Artistic Director James 
Cotton called the show on account of noise. 
Midway through the first act on opening night, 
musicians started rehearsing in the not-quite- 
soundproofed rooms of neighboring Black 
Rose Rehearsal, and their sound drowned out 
the dialogue onstage. When the musicians 
rebuffed a request to delay their rehearsal 
until the play ended, the performance was 
canceled. And when it seemed likely the 
show would face similar sound issues in sub- 
sequent performances, the run was abandoned. 

The natural consequence of putting a the- 
atre next door to a rehearsal studio for 
bands? Maybe, but in this case, Cotton 
thought he’d taken care of the issue. After 
encountering the sound conflict in Rogue’s 
first show, Bars , Bedrooms, Bukowski, he met 
with representatives of Black Rose Studios 
and Dimension Properties (landlord for both 
businesses in a complex south of Penn Field) 
to work out some kind of living arrangement. 
He says a deal was struck: He’d have to toler- 
ate band noise whenever Rogue wasn’t hav- 
ing a public performance or workshop, in 
exchange for which bands would refrain from 
practicing during Rogue shows and work- 
shops. Although the sound bleed made play 
rehearsals “a disaster,” according to one par- 
ticipant, Rogue plugged on, confident that at 
least the performances would be quiet. But 
the bands played on. 

Cotton claims that neither the studio nor 
the property manager offered to enforce the 
agreement after that, even though Black 
Rose’s lease prohibits excessive noise that 
disturbs neighbors. (Dimension Properties 
had not responded to requests for comment 
by press time.) But Rogue also appears not 
to have been in compliance with all the city’s 
requirements for operating a theatre and was 
busted by the fire marshal when a band anon- 
ymously called in a complaint. So Cotton can- 
celed not only his second show but the 
remainder of Rogue’s debut season and will 
likely move on. But the director, who just 
moved here from California this past summer, 
swears this experience hasn’t soured him on 
Austin. “There are too many talented and 
supportive and generous artists that give 
Austin its true character,” he says. 

“They are why I love this city.” - Robert Faires

The Comics (Artist) Panel 

Five Austinites on the state of the sequential art, 
from comics to comix to manga and beyond 

Austin has a pedigree of comic-book artists to make any bullpen on any coast nervous. And it’s 
certainly more than enough to justify the geek-chic culture. But while Chris Ware reigned through 
the Nineties as one of the most meticulous, creative artists and Berkeley Breathed made Bill the 
Cat into a household name - or at least a familiar bathroom reading companion - fewer people 
remember Austin as the birthplace of underground comix with Jack “Jaxon” Jackson’s God Nose. 
And fewer people follow the still fertile current comics scene. 

Instead of breaking out in the comics pages of The Daily Texan, which in its day played gallery 
to Robert Rodriguez and Ben Sargent, these artists are simply making it on their own. Comix, 
manga, noir, diaries, and superheroes, they’re making it. We sat down with five local artists who 
range from living and working through the Eighties’ zine scene to just starting their first big con- 
tract about how they got there.

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Mack White is one of the classic Austin art- 
ists. A close friend of the late Jack Jackson, 
one year away from retirement in the dean’s 
office at UT’s school of architecture, co-editor 
of The Bush Junta, featured in the touring gal- 
lery Comics on the Verge, and a blogger and 
podcaster on politics and conspiracies prolific 
enough to rival Alex Jones, White most recently 
has been creating work that’s closer to surreal- 
istically illustrated essays than straight comics. 

“What I do now,” he says, “tends to be 
more political than anything else - I wonder 
why. And those topics don’t lend themselves 
to traditional comics. In The Bush Junta, I 
contributed a piece about 9/11, and that piece 
is barely a comic strip. It’s really just an illus- 
trated timeline. The most recent comic I did 
since then was last year, in Hotwire, and it was 
more a noir-type mystery about JFK, called ‘My 


Gun Is Long.’ And it’s still very, very dialogue 
and narration heavy.” 

Growing up the son of a newspaper editor in 
Mansfield and Arlington, White was in Dallas 
the day after John F. Kennedy was assassinated, 
making him one of the youngest conspiracy 
theorists ever at 1 1 years old. And though by 
14 he’d burned out on the Silver Age super- 
men and crime-fighters, he found Zap Comix 
only a few years later. 

“There’s a really important ancestry in Austin 
from the underground comix scene,” White 
says. “And I wasn’t doing comics then, but I was 
definitely influenced. I’d go every week to hit all 
the head shops, and they were everywhere in 
Austin then. But even the blue-jeans shops were 
carrying the underground comix. ” 

In the interim, White had experimented with 
a literary journal through his father’s printer, 



but he says the Xerox revolution changed 
everything: “In the Eighties, anyone could 
publish anything. I stayed up on the under- 
ground scene, and Robert Crumb was publish- 
ing Weirdo, and that’s where I first heard about 
this zine scene for comics. I thought, ‘I could 
do that.’ So I sat down and drew a comic. And 
you’d sell ’em by mail, because there were 
publications that would run ads and reviews, 
and people would collect these little minicom- 
ics that you’d photocopy and staple yourself.” 
But now he’s gone digital. “It’s better than 
the zine scene,” he says. “That was just driven 
by these scattered few hundreds of people 
around the country who had to find out your 
work in ads and then order it. But then I put 
my comics on my Web site, and before I knew 
it, those things had been read by more people 
than I could ever count. Just the other day, a 


Web site in China was linking to it. There’s 
no money in it, but I can look at the stats on 
my site, and 1 million people might have seen 
those comics. That’s worth it. “ 

But in what White describes as “my other 
persona, Bison Bill,” he’s also working on a 
Western novel, drawing a Bison Bill comic, and 
managing an online collection of Wild West 
curios. With his long hair and Texan accent, 
he can fit the part. “One other idea I’ve had 
for retirement,” he says in a way that seems 
both serious and joking, “is I’d set up a gallery 
out in the West and dress in buckskins and do 
nothing but paint serious, realistic, or surreal- 
istic Western themes. I’d have to be Bison Bill 
all the time, though, and greet people. But it 
would beat passing out coupons at Wal-Mart.”

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While Mack White is 
part of an Austin tradi- 
tion, David Marquez 
is the most recent art- 
ist to make the scene. 

After graduating from UT 
in 2005, Marquez went 
almost immediately to 
working as an anima- 
tor for A Scanner Darkly. 

Since then he’s worked 
as a freelance illustrator 
and designer for every- 
thing from posters to 
greeting cards. But his 
big news is a deal with 
Image Comics to illus- 
trate a political thriller, 

Government Bodies, writ- 
ten by Stephan Nilson. 

“The problem is that 
with Image,” he says, “all 
the money is back-end. 

Getting published is a 
great opportunity, but the 
problem is that while I 
love working on it and 
have a lot of fun working 
on it, I have to find time 
to do it when I’m not working on something 
that actually pays for rent and groceries and 
things like that.” 

The important thing is that it gets him 
noticed. According to Marquez, “Comics is the 
sort of paradoxical business where you have 
to have done work to get work. Producing a 
comic means it becomes like your business 
card. You can say, ‘Hey, here I am. This is what 
I can do.’ Past that, it’s all about getting to 
know people.” 

The easiest places to meet the players in the 
industry are conventions. Unlike Hollywood, 
where directors and producers hide behind 
assistants and velvet ropes, comics editors go 
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to the major conventions to review portfolios 
and scout talent. And the biggest of the big are 
at the San Diego Comic-Con. 

“It’s just a crazy mecca of nerd culture,” 
says Marquez. “Its nickname is ‘nerd prom.’ 
But once you know one person there, you 
meet another, and so on. I’d been working 
on an Image pitch after Scanner, and it kind 
of flopped, but one of the guys I’d met knew 
Stephan. And Stephan needed an artist, and I 
was looking for a job, so it just worked out.” 
But even that flop was at the end of a line 
of others: “A writer in England named Alex de 
Campi had noticed my work on some bulletin 
boards and asked if I wanted to do a quick 
spec project with her. Then she introduced 
me to the first working pros I’d met. So we 
tried to pitch some things, and it kind of 
fizzled out. Which I’m starting to learn is that 
it’s part of the process: For every idea that 
makes it, you have five more that bottom 
out. And mostly it’s just important to 
talk to people.” 

But now Marquez is on the 
project that made it. And even if 
Image only pays back-end, it’s 
still a major press. And with the 
first issue of Government Bodies 
due in May, “the best and real- 
ly lucky part,” says Marquez, 
“is that Image stamp means 
there’s a distribution network. 
Whether individual retail- 
ers want to sell it is 
another story. But 
it’s there to be 
sold.”

While the process of rejection, rejection, 
interest, rejection, and then acceptance is 
probably the most traditional, ever since 
Rivkah started drawing manga, she’s had 
success. “I’ve never received a rejection let- 
ter,” she says, “but I’m aiming for one now. 
I’ve been trying to get into short stories, and 
I want to do a children’s series, just prose, 

T 



and I just sent something to The New Yorker, 
so I might get my first letter from them. I 
figure that the higher you aim, the rejection 
doesn’t feel quite so bad.” 

For now, though, she writes and draws 
Steady Beat, a manga set in Austin about two 
sisters that deals with relationships, homo- 
sexuality, and adolescence. 

But the 25-year-old native Austinite says 
she’s “really only been drawing seriously 
for about three years. I wasn’t serious at all 
before, and I didn’t draw that much before. 
I took some life-drawing classes in high 


school, but that was it. But I was lucky. 
Tokyopop was looking for stories targeted 
towards teenaged girls, and I had those sto- 
ries that I wanted to write.” 

She still had to go the convention route, 
but after winning a free hotel stay and 
admission to the Los Angeles Anime Expo 
in an online create-your-own-manga contest, 
it was a bit easier. “ Steady Beat was initially 
a Web comic, and I had about 20 pages, 
so I printed them out and took them to 
Tokyopop, and I said, ‘Hey, what do you 
think of my work?’ And the good news 
is they liked it. A couple months later 
I had a contract.” 

Rivkah’s quick rise to a profes- 
sional contract is especially odd in 
an industry dominated by men. Even 
DC’s Minx, a just-announced imprint 
aimed at teenage girls, is stocked with 
mostly male creators. But that’s one of 
the things that drew Rivkah to manga. 

“I was always more influenced by 
Japanese comics than American comics,” 
she says. “I’m just not into Superman or 
Spider-Man. I like Batman, but mostly the 
movie or cartoon. The Japanese art is just 
a lot prettier, the stories are more diverse, 
and it’s about girls instead of guys in tights. 
And the women that were in most American 
comics were objectified. And they were older 
women, not girls. I didn’t want to see women 
with huge breasts and wide hips; I wanted to 
see people like myself as a young girl. ” 

But Rivkah didn’t go directly into comics. 
First she started her own publishing com- 
pany, Rabid Press, and worked as mar- 
keting director. When Tokyopop came 
calling, she decided that she didn’t have 
time to do both, but her experience informs 
the way she looks at her current work. 

“I am kind of a businesswoman,” she 
says. “I do my comics out of love and pas- 
sion, but I also want to make money out 
of it some day. With the children’s series, 
I also think about how merchandisable the 
characters are. And I can put my message 
and my theme in there, and that has to be 
the important part, but you still think about 
how to sell the book.” 

With her success so far, that seems like 
sound advice.

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Instead of going national, Tim Doyle stayed 
extremely local. In addition to managing a group 
of comic shops, he self-published - or, as he 
calls it, “sub-published, sub-sub-sub-published. 
Basically, I knew a guy at Kinko’s.” - a two-year- 
long run of a diary comic called Amazing Adult 
Fantasy. Each month’s issue collected daily 
strips based on the day in Tim’s life. 

“I didn’t have to pay for it, I could do a 
comic. It was great,” he says. “But people 
would track you down ’cause they know you 
through a comic. It’s kind of dangerous for 
your ego. You know? I wasn’t doing anything 
that amazing. People just knew all about my 
life anyways. Which is kind of why I stopped. I 
couldn’t make it grow anymore, and I couldn’t 
make it any crazier. And a daily diary comic is a 
grind. It’s just like, ‘Well I didn’t do shit today, 
but I’ve got to grind something out.’” 

Doyle has gone on to do much more. In 
addition to working at the Alamo Drafthouse, 
he opened successful galleries of his paintings, 
which are a mixture of Vespa scooters, Iron 


Man, and Nintendo. 
But when pressed to 
explain them, he only 
says that he hates art- 
ists’ statements. “It 
doesn’t matter,” he 
says. “It’s just, ‘Do Hike 
this painting or not?’ 
Like with my painting, 
people will ask what 
it means, and I’m just 
like, ‘I like King Hippo, 
and I thought it’d be 
funny to put him there 
instead of Jesus.’” 

He’ll admit to hav- 
ing a narrative of how 
two images wound up 
together, but he usually 
won’t go beyond saying 
that “I just put images 
together that I like. I’m 
coming from a Weird 
A1 school of art: It’s 
fun, it’s enjoyable, and 
that’s it.” 

But Salvage Vanguard 
Theater seems to think 
there’s more there. SVT tapped Doyle to 
design the backdrops for their The Intergalactic 
Nemesis series, and it worked well enough, 
whether or not Doyle explained anything, to 
bring him in on the Nemesis Web comic writ- 
ten by SVT’s Jason Neulander. “I’m absolutely 
loving doing the comic. My fiancee is doing 
all the colors. We’ll be in the back room, and 
I’ll draw, and she’ll be coloring. It’s on the 
Web site, about a page a week. But it’s weird. 
Jason Neulander has been great to work with. 
He’s never written a comic before, but we’ll 
sit down and look at the play’s script that’s 
been running for 10 years, and then we get 
to figure how it’ll work in a comic and give 
a visual idea to the characters. What the 
play does in 10 minutes might take us a few 
months, though. So hopefully people enjoy 
this enough to keep reading.” 

Since the play version of Nemesis has been 
touring around the country for the last few 
months, with plans to perform it in New York 
sometime in the future, that seems a safe bet. 
So maybe he won’t stay local for long.

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For those who prefer heroes in tights and 
detectives who fight space aliens, there’s Nick 
Derington. He moved to Austin two years ago 
to take a role as a lead animator for A Scanner 
Darkly, leading the team that David Marquez 
worked on. As happens with many artists, 
Derington stayed. 

While he is quick to point out that Austin 
isn’t brimming with big-name comics writers 
and artists, he was “immediately inserted with 
50 other people who were into it and knew 
about line art and were interested in cartoon- 
ing and just making stuff. I got injected to the 
group pretty quickly.” 

But as a lead animator, he still found it hard 
to recruit talented local artists. “Cartooning is 
kind of a lost art form,” he says. “You know, 
as far as taking it crazy seriously, illustration is 
kind of dying off. Most people are into graphic 
arts, and they become Photoshop jockeys. 
And, also, comics had been kind of crappy for 
a while, so that made a lot of cartoonists not 
start bubbling out for a while.” 

But it is improving. And to make it easier for 
artists to connect with the medium, Derington 
works with a company in New York that is 
designing software to allow users to generate 
their own comics. Users can choose between 
a set of backgrounds and provided elements 
to fit into a frame and write in their own word 
balloons. “It’s pretty neat,” Derington says. 
“I’m doing a bunch of elements like this mad 
scientist with all sorts of poses and faces for a 
detective or heroine.” He’s also working with 
a company that creates educational comics for 
children in hardbound books. “I’m so excited 
about it,” he says. “I love the idea of doing 
comics in weird ways. They let you reinterpret 
classical stories and write biographies, history, 
science, and then some original stories.” 

But that’s to provide a basis to do his own 
work. While he’s had success so far working 
with franchises, Derington is eager to make 


his name with his own work. “The thing is, 
though,” he says, “unless you’re a straight-up 
Marvel or DC slave, you still have to supple- 
ment your income.” This is from the guy who 
got a big break doing a backup feature for 
Savage Dragon and then drawing for Catwoman 
and co-writing and drawing an X-Statix story 
with Mike Allred. 

When that’s pointed out, he admits that he 
has been lucky to work with pros and learn. 
After self-publishing an anthology called Paper 
Museum with a friend and, as he puts it, 
doing “this kind of tricky thing and having all 
these famous guys do parts of the cover to get 
people into it,” Derington realized he had a 
lot to learn. 

The best way, he says, is to take every chance 
to dissect and learn from other people’s work: 
“After I did those first two stories, I thought, 
‘This is all right, but it’s not great. So I can 
draw for this guy and see how he lets his stories 
flow and look at how he works the mechanics 
of storytelling.’ And then you start working 
with other writers and watching them and 
learning their tricks to see what they do that 
you like or don’t like.” 

And, he says, publishers are actually always 
looking for talent. The big two may have plenty 
of artists already, but almost anyone else still 
needs more help. After you learn to do good 
work, it’s all about “well, just being sociable,” 
he says. “It’s much harder than it sounds. If 
you’re interested in comic books and cartoon- 
ing, it probably means you’re socially awkward 
to begin with. Like, ‘Oh, I love spending days 
on end in a little room, hunched over the table 
doodling on this little thing.’ So you go to con- 
ventions, and if you’ve got a cool vision and 
you’re not a total spaz, you can just hang out 
and meet people.” 

You just have to “draw, draw, draw. Be a sto- 
rytelling geek.”

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Kurt Vonnegut, Loud and Clear 

Austinite rescues archival interviews 

Like finding a wrinkled $100 bill from a pair of rummage- 
sale jeans, sound engineer and Austin resident K.A. Ryan hap- 
pened upon an unlikely treasure just a few years ago. Through 
serendipitous circumstances, Ryan met literary scholar/profes- 
sor Walter James Miller and discovered his collection of 200- 
plus analog tapes, wherein he interviewed famous writers and 
artists for NPR’s The Reader's Almanac during the Seventies. 
Ever since, Ryan has been on a mission to restore these 
tapes into an immortal digital literary archive, beginning with 
three interviews conducted by Miller and close friend Kurt 
Vonnegut. Caedmon has just released Essential Vonnegut: 
Interviews Conducted by Walter Miller, in CD form, which includes 
three interviews spanning about 30 years of Vonnegut’s 
career: In 1973 Miller and Vonnegut discuss Slaughterhouse- 
Five; in 1981, Palm Sunday; and this year, the two eightysome- 
things talk A Man Without a Country. - Sofia Resnick

Austin Chronicle: What was your role in the production of 
these interviews? 

K.A. Ryan: It was my idea to do this project. ... I had found a 
bad copy of an interview with Burne Hogarth through interli- 
brary loan, and I figured out it was Walter James Miller who 
had done the interview. It turns out he had done hundreds of 
interviews in this time, and a lot of them were with Kurt 
Vonnegut. I was surprised, because Vonnegut, of course, has 
never done many interviews at all. I told him, “Walter, you’re 
not getting any younger. Have you made provisions for all 
these tapes? With NYU or Columbia or the Library of Congress 
to archive?” He hadn’t. And I said it’s a valuable collection, 
because it’s one of a kind, and told him he should preserve 
them or get them transferred. ... And he said, “Well, what 



would you want to be paid to [transfer the material]? What 
would you like?” So that’s kind of how it got started. I eventu- 
ally did all the Vonnegut material: transcribed it all, transferred 
it all from the original analog tape to digital, then mastered it, 
and then burned it to CD. 

AC: In these interviews , Vonnegut discusses at length the value 
of presenting readers with the creator's character ; along with 
the other fictional characters. After working so closely with this 
material , what do you have to say about Vonnegut's character 
as a creator? 

KR: He’s got to be one of the strangest writers I can think of. 
He somehow manages to weave together what appear to be 
disparate narratives, like in Slaughterhouse-Five. He’s clearly 
channeling his experiences during the war: seminal experienc- 


es for him, because he was so young ... his experience at the 
Battle of the Bulge and being captured and being held in 
Dresden, and where they kept him was that slaughterhouse, 
slaughterhouse five. And in fact being down in the basement 
of that place was what spared him of being burned alive by 
the firebombing of Dresden. He survived it, and that had a pro- 
found effect on this guy. I guess I don’t really know where his 
interest in science fiction came from. He had a master’s in 

anthropology from the 
University of Chicago. ... 
But, yeah, he’s definitely 
one of a kind. He cer- 
tainly offers a cynical 
outlook, but a humorous 
cynicism. 

AC: What is the appeal 
of these specific inter- 
views to Vonnegut fans? 
KR: It’s pretty indispens- 
able, because you learn 
a lot about this guy, and 
you get some pretty 
important insight into three of his books. Certainly through 
Slaughterhouse-Five, Walter’s whole analysis of The Song of 
Roland and Roland Weary, and the fact that Kurt is delighted 
that he had drawn this entire analogy, which he had not con- 
sciously done but was very true. It’s a huge insight into these 
specific works and also this writer, because definitely, if you’ve 
read Vonnegut, you’ve got to have some questions about this 
guy. Who is he? What did he do? While he was writing a lot of 
that, he was teaching English, he was selling Volvos or whatev- 
er on the Cape, raising his family, and trying to make ends 
meet as a struggling writer, and he drew on his really horrific 
experiences during the war. I think that really colored a lot of 
his life. I’m amazed that he became a writer of these types of 
fiction stories given the tragedy of his youth. ■

CHRISTMAS 1977 In her Dec. 19, 1997, 
“TV Eye” column in The Austin Chronicle, 

my sister, Margaret, wrote, “Of the many 
things to be grateful for this season, oh read- 
er, thank your lucky stars I am sparing you the 
heartwarming story of how an Eight Is 
Enough Christmas episode brought my 
estranged family together. Suffice it to say 
that it was the one after Mom Bradford 
(Diana Hyland) died and Tommy (Willie 
Aames) acted out his anger until the discov- 
ery of Mom’s hidden Christmas present made 
him realize what a shallow, self-absorbed little 
twit he’d been.” Well, far be it from me to 
spare the details. When that show aired 20 
years earlier (29 years ago!), I’d just turned 
20 and was living on my own in Houston, 
beginning my career as a designer, and had 
just been fired from my job at Hire’s Fabrics 
(“Hire’s fires”). My father had died three years 
before, and the wound was still fresh. I was 
painfully estranged from my mother in Seattle 
and had been for several years. My two broth- 
ers also lived in Seattle, and we didn’t talk 
much then, but my sister, Margaret, was in 
Austin, and she and I were close, as we 
always had been. It was not a pretty time for 
me; I was dirt poor, well on my way into a 20- 
year drug spree, and had nothing in my life to 
keep a grip on. It was cold that year, and my 
gas stove and heat had been turned off 
because I hadn’t paid the bill. I still had elec- 
tricity, though, and survived by heating up 


soup in my coffeemaker and making grilled 
cheese sandwiches with my iron. Life wasn’t 
all bad: I was whipping up fabulous outfits to 
wear to the disco every night and drank plenty 
of 5 cent beer (!) when I was there. Beer, I 
could afford. Heat, I could not. I found a job 
making gift baskets at a liquor store - mainly 
so I could buy more fabric, party more, and 
forget how miserable I was. It worked for a 
few minutes. Too tired after work one night to 
put on platform shoes and mascara, I swad- 
dled myself in blankets on my couch and 
turned on the television. Eight Is Enough, a 
guilty pleasure of mine, came on - a two-hour 
Christmas special. ( Eight Is Enough starred 
Betty Buckley, a favorite of mine, who will 
be honored at the coming 2007 Texas Film 
Hall of Fame.) The first hour was filled with 
the usual sentimental travails of the 
Bradfords, but as hour two unfolded, I was 
transfixed. The saga of Tommy and the 
Christmas present from his dead mother hit 
me hard, and in no time, I was blubbering like 
a baby. When it was over, I called my sister in 
Austin, sniveling, but got her then-husband, 
Ken (I called him my husband-in-law), instead, 
who matter-of-factly told me, “Margaret’s in 
Seattle with the rest of your family for 
Christmas. I thought you’d be there, too.” 
Weeping anew and feeling very sorry for 
myself, I called Margaret in Seattle. I told her 
about the show, and soon, a la Lucy and 
Ethel (or was it Sodom and Gomorrah?), we

were cooking up a scheme so that I could be 
in Seattle, too, and we could all be together 
as a family for the first time in a long time. 
Margaret enlisted the help of my two broth- 
ers, who were also excited at the idea of hav- 
ing me visit for Christmas (probably more 
excited because I promised to bring them a 
case of Coors beer, which was not available 
in Seattle back then), and we decided that I 


would arrive on the 23rd and surprise my 
mom on Christmas Eve. Flying up there was 
out of the question, given our collective 
finances, but after I got paid, I could definitely 
afford to take the bus. And so it was settled. 
The day before my departure, I collected my 
check, quit my job, packed the beer, and 
packed a bag with crackers and spray cheese 
on which I subsisted during the long ride. The 
trip was a jolly one; everyone was going some- 
where for Christmas, and the excitement was 
contagious. We drove through places I’d only 
heard about in the folk music I loved - Denver, 
Cheyenne, and Big Sky - and the 3V2 days on 
the bus were over before I knew it, though I 
was suffering from a heavy dose of “bus lag.” 
Margaret and my brother Scott met me at the 
bus terminal in Seattle, and we went to his 
apartment that he shared with my brother Bill. 
We all celebrated our reunion with Coors and 
assorted party favors well into the night. 
Groggy the next morning, we made the trek to 
my mother’s house, where my brothers and 
sister had my mom sit down and close her 
eyes while I was ushered into the room. I was 
already on the verge of tears when she 
opened her eyes, and when she saw me, she 
leapt up and hugged me tightly, crying and 
kissing me. There was not a dry eye in the liv- 
ing room, and once again we were a family 
together for the holidays.

Just for the 
record, I love Irish 
whiskey. There’s 
something about 
the smooth, clean 
flavors and the way 
the whiskey blooms 
into floral aromas 
when you put a few 
drops of water in it. 

It will never replace 
the affection I have 
for whiskey from 
Scotland or bour- 
bon, but I tipple more of the Irish drink 
than the others combined. 

Jameson is the Irish whiskey for me. 
Made since 1780, this stuff is triple 
distilled and allowed to rest for years in 
a blend of oak casks previously used 
for sherry or bourbon. Pour a jigger in a 


brandy snifter, add about a table- 
spoon of good, unchlorinated water, 
and you have one of the best 
drinks on the planet. A fifth will 
give you 17 inspirational drinks for 
about $24. 

Moving up a notch in price, 
Bushmills Black Bush ($36) is rest- 
ed solely in sherry casks for sever- 
al years, then blended with a more 
neutral grain whiskey to give it a 
delicate flavor. Tullamore Dew 12 
Year Old ($33) is also very mild, 
but its smoothness comes from 
spending 12 years in oak casks, letting 
evaporation and nature further distill its 
sweetness. Given its pedigree, the price 
is a bargain. 

Best of all is a whiskey I’ve only tast- 
ed once. After listening to me talk 
about how much I loved Irish whiskey, a 


bartender in Kinsale, County Cork, 
offered me a snifter with Midleton Very 
Rare. It was the best Irish whiskey I’ve 
ever tasted. Changing from the others 
was like going from Devendra Banhart 
to Nick Drake: both sublime, but only 
one is transcendent. The bartender 
refused payment, just telling me to 
enjoy my night. As soon as I got back 
to the U.S., I checked to see if it was 
available. Here’s the bad news: It is 
available, but it runs about $150. 

Oh well, maybe some rich uncle will 
give it to me for Christmas. 

The Jameson, Tullamore Dew, and 
Black Bush are available at fine liquor 
stores all over town. The Midleton Very 
Rare is available at Grape Vine Market, 
the Austin Wine Merchant, and several 
of the higher end Twin Liquors.

We’re told that hungry guests thor- 
oughly enjoyed two nights of mouthwa- 
tering contemporary Texas cuisine at

W. Second, 374-9194) last weekend. 

Fans of chef/owner Lou Lambert’s 
cooking are glad to have him back 
home in the Austin market. Lambert 
and chef Larry McGuire have 
designed a very inviting menu that 
includes such distinctive items as brown-sugar-and-coffee- 
rubbed brisket, homemade jalapeho hot links, Asian barbe- 
cue wild boar chops, Waygu short ribs, and Bandera quail. 
Lambert’s is located in the lovingly renovated historic 
Schneider Store. They serve lunch, dinner, and late-night food 
in the bar and will also be featuring live music... The 
Escarpment Village Shopping Center has quickly become 
a much-needed dining destination for folks in Circle C and 
points southwest. The most recent Austin eatery to locate 
there is the newest outlet of Waterloo Ice House (9600 
Escarpment Blvd., 301-1007). The Waterloo folks report they 
are already serving breakfast, lunch, and dinner to enthusias- 
tic crowds and plan to add a weekend live-music lineup 
soon... National chain outfit Houlihan’s recently vacated their 
location across from the Convention Center. It appears that 
even a long-established brand identity coupled with their 
enthusiasm for booking local music didn’t generate the kind 
of numbers needed to support the large Downtown space 
with the swank rooftop bar. It’s not the first time the distinc- 
tively quirky Austin market has proved to be a difficult chal- 
lenge for chains that are accustomed to predictable success 
in other cities...

For 
H example, his Parker 2003 
z Sangiovese was recently named 
one of the Top 100 wines in the 
world in Tom Stevenson’s annu- 
al global wine report. No word 
yet on Parker’s immediate 
plans. We can only hope they 
include continuing to make wine 
in Texas... Young patients and 
their families at the Children’s 
Hospital of Austin will have 
visions of gingerbread dancing 
in their heads to help them get 
into the holiday spirit, thanks to a volunteer effort by the 
graduating pastry class of the Culinary Academy of Austin 
(6020-B Dillard Circle, 451-5743). Under the direction of pas- 
try chef instructor Alain Braux, the students created a com- 
plete Victorian gingerbread village that will be on display in 
the first-floor lobby of the hospital through the end of the 
year. They also prepared bags of gingerbread cookies and 
other sweets for each child who is spending the holidays in 
the hospital... The other elaborate gingerbread village on dis- 
play this holiday season is in the lobby of the Four Seasons 
Hotel (98 San Jacinto, 478-4500). Drop in for a festive holi- 
day drink, and admire the excellent handiwork of executive 
pastry chef Judy Marts and her staff... It’s not too late to 
stop by BookPeople (Sixth & Lamar, 472-5050) and snap 
up a copy of the third annual Soupie Cookbook (self-pub- 
lished, $12). This year’s spiral-bound recipe collection con- 
tains recipes for such items as Toni Price’s Dew Drop 
Biscuits and David Ansel’s Chopped Liver. These charming, 
homemade books raise thousands of dollars every year for 
Austin’s Mobile Loaves & Fishes, as well as Paballo Ya 
Batho in Johannesburg, South Africa, and they make a truly 
Austintatious stocking stuffer...

WINE OF THE WEEK 

Big Bargains at the Big Box 

One of the great joys of shopping at Costco is checking 
out the bargains in the wine department. Prices run about 
10-20% cheaper than other stores, plus, they have some ace 
tasters in the regional offices that somehow suss out the 
best obscure wines. Then they negotiate hard for the full pro- 
duction, and we, the consumers, end up with a great wine at 
an even bigger bargain. 

How do they accomplish this? Well, it helps being the larg- 
est wine retailer in the United States. During their last fiscal 
year, Costco sold $805 million in wine. That kind of clout 
gets you all sorts of concessions. And lest you think Costco 
just caters to the budget wine crowd, consider this: Costco 
is the No. 1 retailer of Dorn Perignon in the world. 

Someone at Costco is doing a masterful job of buying. 
Their selection is small: about 125 wines. Places like Grape 
Vine Market carry more than 4,000 wines. But even with 
their much smaller selection, Costco ends up delivering 
some real surprises. 

If you find a megacorp with one good department, thank 
the department manager. But when the department is con- 
sistent, no matter where or when you try it, someone on the 
corporate level is providing outstanding leadership. So, I 
decided to find out who runs the Costco wine program. 

Annette Alvarez-Peters runs the program from the Costco 
home office in Issaquah, Wash. Like any good manager, she 
gives all the credit to the people on the local level. “We 
have eight regional buyers in the U.S., who purchase autono- 
mously,” she tells me. Does that explain why our two local 
Costcos always have some Texas wine? “Yes. All of our 
region buyers try to support their local markets, whether that 
is in Texas or the Central Coast area for the Santa Barbara 
warehouses, Temecula for the San Diego region, or Oregon 
for the Oregon warehouses.” That’s a nice touch. 

What really sets the Costco program apart from everyone 
else is the fact that, with the exception of a few low-budget 
wines, they really don’t sell any bad wine. Costco is a great 
place for novices because you can just pick your grape and 
your price range, and you’ll end up with a good bottle of wine. 

Real wine aficionados are regularly hunting the shelves at 
Costco for both the remarkable, obscure, and insanely low- 
priced pickings. Our Texas buyer really knows his or her 
obscure Bordeaux, usually costing less than $15. Get ’em 
while they’re available. When they’re gone, they’re gone. As 
Alvarez-Peters explains, “Our strategy is to move in and out 
of items, to create a ‘treasure hunt’ atmosphere. If you see 
it, buy it - it might not be there the next time you shop.” 

They find these bargains by tasting almost nonstop, 
year-round, by attending as many local trade tastings as 
they can, and they even send all eight of the regional buy- 
ers to the big tastings, like the Wine Spectator Wine 
Experience and the Aspen Food & Wine events. “It is very 
important for us to try every wine we bring into the clubs,” 
Alvarez-Peters says. “With eight regional buyers, we have 
the opportunity to help each other out with our communi- 
cations, in what they have tasted and what works well in 
other markets of the U.S.” 

It’s so refreshing to find a big-box store using creativity 
and invention to attract customers, rather than just plowing 
through all the tired labels you can but at any local 7-Eleven. 
Costco will never replace the personal service or breadth of 
selection you can get in a place like Twin Liquors, the 
Austin Wine Merchant, Grape Vine Market, or Central 
Market. But, for bargain hunters with adventurous taste, 
it’s a small miracle. - Wes Marshall

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Two Trips to Costco 

A mother and a private chef share their notes 
FROM A FAMILY'S PERSPECTIVE 


Some things, like oysters, are acquired tastes. Others, like chocolate, inspire 
instantaneous devotion. Costco falls into the latter category. The buzz about Costco 
had reached deafening proportions before I decided to give it a go and check it 
out myself. The noise began as chatter when we lived in Southern California in 
the early Nineties. There was talk of a Price Club, a members-only warehouse and 
precursor to Costco that featured bargains on bulk items. As part of a two-member 
household, there wasn’t much attraction to such an operation. 

Fast-forward a couple of years, and I note the frequency with which my sister in 
Oregon mentions Costco. As in, “I love Costco.” And “I got this at Costco.” And 
“I can’t wait to get to Costco.” Hers is a household of four, and mine had grown 
to three, but still I was wary of its charms. Besides the daunting prospect of pur- 
chasing 12 rolls of paper towels at a time, by this time Sam’s Clubs and Wal-Marts 
were taking over the world, and my indifference toward discount warehouses had 
turned to animosity amid tales of local merchants being driven out of business, 
wages for workers that left many employees at poverty levels, and an absence of 
health benefits. It wasn’t until 2004 that I ventured into a Costco for the first time, 
accompanying my sister who was visiting from Oregon. 

Certainly the prices are the primary draw, and steeply discounted prices are in 
evidence everywhere. But cheap alone won’t win devoted customers; who feels 
deep loyalty to a 99 cent store? Quality matters, too. From the clothing section 

- where 7 for All Mankind jeans were on sale for around $87 (not cheap by any 
standards, but cheaper than the $ 140-plus price you can expect to pay elsewhere) 

- to the coffee aisle - where Ruta Maya Organic Coffee sells for $5.22 a pound 

- the finest products are peddled. 

Your conscience is assuaged knowing that you’re shopping at what The New York 
Times referred to as the “Anti-Wal-Mart,” where the average worker pay is $17 an 
hour, 42% higher than that of Sam’s Club. In addition, employees enjoy a generous 
health plan, 92% of which is footed by the company. All of which led Bill Dreher 
of Deutsche Bank to complain that at Costco, “It’s better to be an employee or a 
customer than a shareholder.” Sounds like nonsense, since Costco’s stock price 
rose more than 10% in 2005, while Wal-Mart’s slipped 5%. Costco shares sell for 
almost 23 times expected earnings; at Wal-Mart, the multiple is about 19. 

Full Circle, an all-volunteer group of Austin citizens concerned about the eco- 
nomic; social; and environmental consequences of increased big-box development 
by national retail chains (notably Wal-Mart), calls Costco the “Ben & Jerry’s of 
the big-box world,” applauding its 14% store markup cap; its developing policy to 
consider and incorporate social and environmental factors in the store-site selec- 
tion process; and its nondiscrimination policy that provides health benefits for 
domestic partners regardless of gender. Why, shopping at Costco is practically a 
patriotic act! 

If you’re a home cook, it’s an act of good taste, too. Despite running a household 
of four now, I regularly shop at Costco and find quantities that suit our one-refrig- 
erator, no-pantry home. It’s where I’ve recently purchased wild Alaskan halibut 
for $9.99 a pound - you read that right - cut in portions ranging from 114-pound 
pieces to filets of more than 2 pounds. My Christmas dinner entree is in 
the freezer: a lOWpound whole New York strip roast that I picked up 
for $5.45 a pound. I’m getting a dinner party for six and a holiday 
meal for 12 for $54 and change. 

That Ruta Maya Coffee I referred to at that insane price is 
the very same cooperatively farmed organic 
coffee that is roasted right here in 
Austin. The coffee is ...•

The Host on High 

Some entertaining words of caution 


It is said that the guest list is more important 
than the menu in determining the success of a 
dinner party. That is surely true, but how about 
the behavior of the host or hostess? Even with the 
most generous intentions, it is entirely possible 
to ruin your own soiree. For example, it’s hard 
for people not to notice that you invited them 
over, then failed to spend any time with them 
at all. Well, if you fail to start early enough on 
the dinner preparations, if you choose too many 
dishes with last-minute steps, this is exactly what 
happens. Entertaining 101: Interacting with your 
guests is part of the deal. Do you care more about 
the spanakopita than them? Don’t answer that, 
just get out of the kitchen. 

The most common of dinner party faux pas is to 
tell everyone what is wrong with the meal before 
they’ve even picked up their forks - particularly 
because you probably feel, under the pressure of 
the situation, that nothing has come out as you had 
hoped. If the sesame noodles were better last time 
you made them, you should conceal rather than 
publicize this fact. And if they really are too awful to 
serve, don’t serve them. Shut up and let the guests 
enjoy their food without having to devote their 
evening to rebuilding your self-esteem. Be steadfast: 
Often I will get through the whole event without 
breaking down and at the very end blurt, “So no one 
thought the soup was too salty?” Really, what are 
they going to say? 

One of the most memorable meals I ever had 
was served by an elderly gent who had my mother 
and me over for plain, microwaved chicken breasts, 
rawish Minute Rice, sliced white bread, and some 
violently orange baby carrots, also a la micro-onde as I 
recall. It would have ruined it if he’d apologized, and 
he did not. 

Closely related to the Miserable Faultfinder, and 
often appearing in concert with him, is the Rueful 
Dreamer. Because really, you saw this great recipe 
for Thai noodles in the food section of the paper, 
but you couldn’t get the lemongrass. You might have 
done your tiramisu, but a simple bowl of berries 
seemed more seasonal. No, you should not tell peo- 
ple what they almost won, or what they could have 
been eating - this, too, is essentially another ruse to 
make yourself seem like a better cook than you are. 
Most people love spaghetti and meatballs, as long as 


you don’t start raving about the lobster ravioli you 
saw on the Food Channel. 

Speaking of lobster ravioli, perhaps you have 
met the Insufferable Uberchef. The Uberchef can 
prepare complex dishes from many different cui- 
sines, and he does. He prepares them all, seem- 
ingly, at a single meal. And for each of the many 
first courses and entrees and desserts, as well as for 
all of the wines carefully selected to go with them, 
study notes are provided. Guests will be well-fed 
- but more importantly, they will be thoroughly 
intimidated. In many cases, the Uberchef will also 
have an Invisible Man problem, since the reduction 
sauce with the 30-year-old port can’t be prepared in 
advance. Perhaps he does not realize Joel Robuchon 
and Charlie Trotter didn’t make it, and since all but 
other Uberchefs are afraid to invite the gratuitous 
gourmet to their humble boards, this condition is 
its own punishment. 

Please note: Because the host should never be 
more swoozled than the guests, or at least not 
dramatically so, do not start drinking more than 
one hour before the guests arrive. Okay, two on the 
outside. Once you drop the salad bowl, ladle gumbo 
all over the tablecloth, and knock over their wine 
glasses, it will be too late. 

Worse even than the Sloppy Drunk is the Divorce- 
in-Progress. It is a challenge to have people over 
to dinner when you are in the midst of serious 
relationship issues, and for some of us, this is a 
permanent situation. Nevertheless, nobody wants 
to have dinner with the Bickersons. As hard as it is, 
you have to avoid carping at each other all night and 
trying to involve people in your long-running argu- 
ments. I can’t tell you how many times I’ve been 
guilty of this, but one night I finally saw the error of 
my ways. We were guests at the home of a couple 
we knew slightly. He was the chef of the pair, a bit 
of an Uberchef actually, and was taking his sweet 
time getting his famous jambalaya on the table. 
She wasn’t happy about this. Nor did she like the 
method he used to prepare the rice or the casserole 
he chose to put in the microwave, and when, in the 
final moments, the entire Pyrex dish smashed on the 
floor, my husband and I worried we might soon be 
called as witnesses at some sort of trial. I can’t even 
remember what we did eat, so I hope that’s not one 
of the questions. ■

sold in 2.2-pound bags, which for regular coffee 
drinkers is not an excessive size. Partnering with 
local vendors is part of the Costco philosophy: 
They work with local businesses to bring unusual, 
local, and high-quality goods to the warehouse. 
I now am able to purchase the beloved Fischer 
& Wieser Original Roasted Raspberry Chipotle 
Sauce produced up the road in Fredericksburg in 
40-ounce bottles for $6.69. 

And the produce! High-quality stuff that makes 
upping your fruit and vegetable intake a pleasure. 
We’ve been indulging in weekly hauls of straw- 
berries, raspberries, blackberries, and blueber- 
ries. And these are premium Driscoll’s berries, 
as fragrant and delicious as found in any of our 
boutique grocers - of which I am a fan - but at 
lower costs. I scored 2 pounds of strawberries for 
$5.99, 18 ounces of blackberries for $4.99, and 
18 ounces of blueberries for $7.49. And you know 
those sweet little haricots verts you love for their 
ease of preparation, beauty, and delicate flavor? 
You can pick up a 2-pound bag of trimmed beans 
for $5.99. Not to mention the bargains on red, 
yellow, and orange peppers (bags of six for $6.45), 
organic spring mix (1 pound for $3.99), and on 
and on. Obviously, the selection and price is 
dependent on seasonal circumstances over which 
even Costco has no control. But it’s the rare visit 
that I don’t find some fruit and veggies to take 
home and of which we make short work. 

Despite the modest size of our family, we 
find 2 pounds of cheddar to be just about right. 
Especially when it’s Tillamook Special Reserve 
Extra Sharp Cheddar for $7.99. Our house salad, 
served several nights a week in this home, con- 
sists of greens topped with pears or strawberries 
(depending on the season), blue-cheese crumbles 
(an 18-ounce tub of crumbles sells for $4.49), and 
toasted pecans. All of which I am able to procure 
at reasonable rates, making it a gourmet salad I 
can afford to serve daily 

When cooking isn’t in the cards, due to time or 
inclination, I grab the rotisserie chicken that the 
late, great Julia Child deemed the best in the land 
for a mere $4.99. A quick cook of some of those 
luscious little green beans, a toss of the house 
salad, and you’ve got a meal that’ll pass muster 
under the most intense scrutiny 

Each cook will find her own treasure in the 
cavernous repository to satisfy the specific crav- 
ings of her household. If you’ve acquired a taste 
for olives or natural peanut butter, brie or organic 
milk, asparagus or sweet peppers, households of 
two or 20 will be able to indulge, affordably

FROM A PROFESSIONAL'S PERSPECTIVE 

Costco is many things to many people, but I’d be the first to agree 
that shopping there isn’t for everyone: If you don’t possess beaucoup 
storage space, a big fridge, the wherewithal to navigate recalcitrant 
carts the size of rowboats, and the muscle to lift and tote heavy 
loads, then Costco probably isn’t an important part of your life as a 
consumer. However, for many of us on the little end of the culinary 
business - private chefs, personal chefs, small caterers, or anyone 
filling multiple mouths on a regular basis while trying to balance 
quality, quantity, and cost - Costco can certainly provide a source of 
quiet satisfaction. 

Much has been written about Costco ’s successful business model 
that focuses on selling quality products at high volume and low 
prices. Goods are usually bulk-packaged and targeted primarily to 
small businesses and large families willing to pay an annual member- 
ship fee, hoist their own hefty containers, and dispense with such 
amenities as credit cards, advertising, and decor. Costco is known 
for fair employee compensation, internal promotion, and a low staff 
turnover. Unless you shop at different stores around the country 
(370, last count), you might not realize that, in addition to internal 
and national brands, regional Costcos sell regionally produced goods. 
Tracy Claros of Austin’s Sticky Toffee Pudding Company told me that 
her products are in our Costcos because the regional buyers sought 
her out. Recently, I was pleased to see a couple of wines from the 
Texas Hill Country’s Becker Vineyards. 

As a private chef, my job is to keep my two client households 
(three, if you count my own) content and well-fed via high-qual- 
ity family meals, snacks, dinner parties, cocktail buffets, business 
lunches, happy-hour hors d’ oeuvres. Thus, I shop. A lot. Every day. 
And all over the place, from farmstands to international groceries to 
specialty stores to upscale destination markets. Austin chef/restaura- 
teur Foo Swasdee likes to tell her cooking classes that the principal 
part of Thai cooking is “shopping and chopping.” I contend that the 
principal part of all cooking is shopping and chopping. Particularly 
shopping. Unlike our forebears who grew and produced everything, 
if you don’t shop well, how can you possibly cook well? 

Of course, what constitutes shopping well is complicated and sub- 
jective; it includes elements of flavor, nutrition, variety, freshness, eye 
appeal, convenience, and cost, not to mention politics, ethics, and 
morality. From my professional perspective, a big part of shopping 
well is acquiring sizable quantities of various foodstuffs at reasonable 
costs that meet my (and my employers’) standards of quality. I once 
heard a market analyst say that value is the intersection of product 
satisfaction, utility, and price. For me, that’s where Costco comes in. 

I’m not talking about all those other goods for sale at Costco 
- computers to Christmas lights to camping gear - or even about the 
kitchen-related staples I buy twice a year, like the giant rolls of foil 
and plastic wrap or pallet-sized bundles of paper towels and toilet 
paper. And I’m not referring to the already prepared, ready-to-eat 
foods so abundantly provided (just as they are at Central Market and 
Whole Foods and every supermarket). That’s another shopping story 
People pay me to cook specially for them, so I’m talking about ingre- 
dients, the basic culinary building blocks I use all the time - together 
with different ingredients from other sources - to create the dishes 


my clients want. An important part of my value to my employers is 
the ability to respond to last-minute requests. I always need to be 
ready to get creative and productive on very short notice: A stocked 
pantry is essential. 

So, what do I buy at Costco? Upon reflection, I realize that it’s 
almost always the same things. I automatically wend my way along 
the same route of long aisles, filling my cart with those items I want 
in the kitchens at all times. I don’t really even need a list. 

First stop is the bread department. I often use the 36-count pack- 
age of dinner rolls ($3.79) for buffet sandwiches; they keep quite well 
in the freezer. The Panne Provino demibaguettes (six for $3.99) and 
2-pound multigrain loaves are properly crusty and flavorful. (One of 
the things Costco shoppers don’t have is choice among brands; one 
of the ways they keep prices down is to supply one brand per item, 
although that brand may vary regionally.) 

On to the refrigerated section. I make a lot of tapenade, so a 2- 
pound tub of Krinos Pitted Kalamata Olives ($5.99) goes into the 
cart. Depending on upcoming party hors d’oeuvres, I often pick up 
proscuitto di Parma ($12.99 for 12 ounces) and a side of house- 
brand smoked salmon ($9.89 a pound). While I prefer fresh avocados 
for guacamole, ripe ones aren’t always available, and I’m very pleased 
with the 3-pound containers of mashed avocado for $6.99, divided 
into three Cryovac bags (which freeze surprisingly well, by the way). 

The cheese department is a source of multiple delights, albeit in 
large chunks. My particular favorites are 2 pounds of blue cheese 
for dressings and dips, fresh soft chevre ($4.39 a pound), and fresh 
buffalo mozzarella ($9.99 a pound). (The 3-pound boxes of cream 
cheese for $4.59 and the giant bags of shredded cheddar, jack, and 
mozzarella - so useful for cheesecakes, big pans of Tex-Mex-style 
enchiladas, and homemade pizzas - are in the freezer section.) 

Because I prefer to buy locally, seasonally, and in smaller 
amounts, I usually don’t get much from the produce section. 
However, there are times when client requests or party-sized vol- 
umes indicate a detour there. One of my favorites is the tub of 
miniature sweet peppers, which are terrific for stuffed appetizers or 
on a roasted veggie platter. 

I bake constantly for my employers, so I go through lots of pine 
nuts, walnuts, almonds, and sugar (free-trade, organic, $6.99 for 
10 pounds), as well as unsalted butter (4 pounds, $6.09) and eggs 
(organic, 18 for $3.89). 

In my opinion, dried, canned, and packaged goods are where 
Costco really shines, but it’s also where you need some serious 
storage and/or volume consumption. For example, the huge bags of 
dried shitake mushrooms ($9.99) are a bargain and last forever. My 
cart always contains boxes of S&W canned tomatoes (12 for $7.49), 
tomato paste, sun-dried tomatoes ($7.09 for 32 ounces), Heilman’s 
Mayonnaise ($4.99 for 4 pounds), extra-virgin olive oil ($11.85 
per liter), Carr’s Water Crackers (four boxes, $7.49), Super Lucky 
Elephant jasmine rice (30 pounds for $17.11), and S. Pellegrino 
sparkling water at $9.59 a case. You can see what I mean about the 
lifting thing. 

Costco certainly doesn’t meet all of my professional shopping 
needs, but having it available makes my job a great deal easier and 
economically viable. Now, excuse me, but it’s the holiday entertain- 
ing season, and I gotta go shop. - MM Pack

Jeff Schwan, Stuntman 

Jeff Schwan once bit a wolf. “She was 
only 85 percent wolf,” he says, smiling 
his sleepy cowboy smirk. “I bit her in the 
ear after she bit me.” 

It’s not surprising that Schwan bit a 
wolf. It is surprising that a wolf had the 
audacity to bite him. As one of the busi- 
est and longest-working film and TV stunt 
coordinators in Austin, Schwan is a pro- 
fessional badass. Need someone to get 
hit by a car, thrown off a horse, or 
attacked by dogs? Call him. 

His long list of credits includes stunt 
work on The Alamo, all three Spy Kids, 

Waking Life, the in-production Tarantino/ 

Rodriguez collaboration Grindhouse, and 
Gary the Tennis Coach. He’s currently the 
stunt coordinator for the Friday Night 
Lights TV series and even had a role in Sin City. 

“My mom was so excited,” Schwan recalls. “I said, ‘It’s not a very glamorous part,’ but she 
said, ‘Oh, Jeffrey, don’t talk about your work like that.’ Then I told her, ‘I’m getting my head 
shoved in a toilet by Mickey Rourke.’” 

It wasn’t always getting swirlies from celebrities for Schwan. Beginning as a roper and rough 
bull rider in the late 1970s, Schwan fell, quite literally, into the business. After a day of cowboy- 
ing outside of Bastrop, Schwan stumbled onto a movie set. The filmmakers asked him to ride 
his horse back and forth behind the camera to give the actor an eye-line during the take. After 
getting tangled in some cables, the horse reared up and fell to the ground. As always, Schwan 
remained in charge. “I landed on top of the horse’s head, and the whole set was quiet. This 
young kid came up to me and said, ‘Man, that was great; are you a stuntman?’ What could I 
say? ‘Yeah.’ So that was my first stunt. Unpaid and behind camera.” 

But where to go next? In the early 1980s, Austin was hardly the moviemaking town it is today. 
Slacker and El Mariachi were still a decade away. What’s a 21-year-old kid with a talent for falling 
off horses to do? Hook up with Willie Nelson, of course. After a period of working for free, 

Schwan landed a gig as a stunt double on the 1986 film Red Headed Stranger. With his face cov- 
ered in yak hair to match the bearded actor he was doubling, Schwan waited on set for 14 hours. 

“I sat there forever, all excited. Finally, at about 4 in the morning, they came to get me.” The 
stunt involved Schwan falling backward off a horse. “After they got the shot, the crowd splits. 

Out walks Willie, like Moses, with a bottle of tequila. He says, ‘Get Jeff a glass,’ and I say, ‘I 
don’t need a glass.’ That was my first official job in film.” 

When I visit Schwan on the set of Gary the Tennis Coach, he’s attacking an actor with three rott- 
weilers. Well, he’s coordinating the stunt. And the process is anything but simple. This particular 
stunt involved re-envisioning the director’s original plan for the shot, building a ramp, and editing 
together videotaped rehearsals. The actor was wary, harboring a childhood fear of dogs. But after 
rehearsing with the gentle and assured Schwan, the actor regained his poise. “We’re cheating the 
angle so it only looks like the dogs hit him,” Schwan explains. “But after rehearsing, the actor 
says, ‘Just let ’em hit me,’ and I’m like, ‘You’ll do that once, but you won’t do it again.’” 

So, how do you take an actor from canine-phobia to volunteering for an attack by three rottwei- 
lers? “You say, ‘Everything’s going to be all right. I’m right here.’” Clearly, a good stunt coordina- 
tor has to have a way with words. Schwan smiles like he’s got a secret joke and drawls, “I’m just 
here to contribute. I love making movies.” - Toddy Burton

THE SPIRIT OF THE BEEHIVE 

Criterion, $39.95 

“Illogical obscurantism,” “unbearably 
slow from reel 3 on,” and “intellectually 
ponderous” aren’t the usual tribute paid 
1973 ’s The Sprit of the Beehive, but they 
accent the best review Victor Erice ever 
got. Franco’s censors playing Ebert & 
Roeper? Fascists. 

“They felt no one would go see it,” nods 
the Spanish filmmaker on Beehive's sec- 
ond-disc documentary. “They felt the film 
was ... simply unendurable. That no one 
would go see it.” Erice laughs, now. And 
best. The script no one could understand 
has long since borne out its wildest dream: 
original image. Inspired by a photo from 


1931’s Frankenstein, in which the monster 
kneels lakeside with a young girl, Erice’s 
wonder and awe for one of cinema’s “source” 
images produced a visual tone poem as 
unforgettable as James Whale’s original cre- 
ation. Only Boris Karloff is sorely and unfor- 
tunately missed. Otherwise, beginning with 
the children of remote Segovia province 
Hoyuelos chasing after a truck on the cob- 
blestones of 1942, cheering, “The movie’s 
coming! The movie’s coming!” The Spirit of 
the Beehive paints its own ghost story. 

Digitally restoring the filmmaker’s 
Vermeer landscape, wherein the connective 
tissue is distance, the difference between 
movies and reality isn’t anything 6- or 7- 
year-old Ana knows to distinguish. Neither 
did the actress Ana Torrent, whose reaction 
to Karloff emerging from the bushes to find 
a would-be playmate remains the center- 
piece of what Erice captured on celluloid. 

For Ana, Frankenstein’s monster is no meta- 
phor, and not necessarily the spirit her sis- 
ter Isabel claims. What unfolds thereafter 
does so filtered through a child’s awakening 
gaze. “The film owes everything to her,” 
acknowledges Erice. “It was she who guid- 
ed me.” - Raoul Hernandez

Vertical Helical Scan, 
We Hardly Knew Ye 

You'd better record this on your VCR - it's probably 
the last time we'll ever mention it 


It seemed like a good move at the time. Two 
mystery boxes of videotapes from eBay Take 
my chances and feed my desire to watch more 
and more movies, the good blended in with the 
putrid and the just plain lame. 

The boxes plopped on my doorstep, and I 
wasn’t disappointed. James Doohan starred in a 
murder mystery called Through Dead Eyes. The 
back of the box showed the man we know as 
Scotty from Star Trek wearing an eye patch and 
hoisting a pistol at the camera from where he 
sat in his . . . La-Z-Boy? Then there was Two Small 
Bodies with a picture of Suzy Amis chained 
to the wall with Fred Ward eying her angrily 
(longingly?) on the cover. “Incredibly hot!” read 
the quote from The Village Voice. Luke Perry 
in a James Dean-esque T-shirt lolled against a 
brick wall on the cover of Terminal Bliss. “He 
had everything, but nothing was enough,” the 
cover informed me. As if that weren’t enough, 
the box was chock-full of the detritus of our 
modem world. From other videotapes I would 
leam how to babysit, all about Wayne Gretzky’s 
banner season of 1989-90 for the Kings, how 
to handle menopause, and the secret to an out- 
dated software program. Oh, there were a few 
real winners, too. Welcome to Hollywood, a film 
that compared itself to This Is Spinal Tap, was 
an early effort from Adam Rifkin, whose Homo 
Erectus from Burnt Orange Productions recently 
snagged a slot at Slamdance. 


The tapes arrived more than a year ago, and 
I haven’t watched a single one yet. Not one. 
After all, I have a Netflix subscription bringing 
the latest arty DVDs to my mailbox regularly. 
My satellite provides free pay movies for six 
months, just to say thanks (said the heroin 
pusher). Movies and television programs pile 
up in my TiVo unit. And the only VCR left in 
my home is a combo unit in the living room. 

So it goes in the sad demise of the VHS tape. 
Last month Variety made it official by mnning 
a humorous obituary for our old friend “bom 
30 years ago as Vertical Helical Scan to parent 
JVC of Japan.” This comes as no great surprise 
these three years since DVD took over as the 
dominant format, but it makes me a bit misty- 
eyed. DVD is just another high quality format; 
VHS changed everything. 

In the early days, we had the battle between 
the superior, smaller Betamax tapes and the 
bulky VHS, and the tapes and machines cost so 
much only the tme techies and the tmly kinky 
took the leap. Of course, originally it was all 
about pornography, as seemingly all technologi- 
cal advances are. But, in 1986, the news rated 
a full-page feature in the local weekly newspa- 
per when the first video rental store opened 
in Lockhart. I should know; I was the young 
punk who wrote it. This was a magical moment 
for introverts and cheapskates everywhere. We 
could watch at our own convenience, eat our 


own, less-expensive popcorn, make out on our 
comfy couches without the watchful eyes of that 
flashlight-wielding usher of yore. We, the view- 
ers, were finally in charge. Movie theatres would 
soon disappear, we were warned. America was 
getting anti-social, but we knew the tmth. 

Be Kind and Rewind 

Renting a movie to watch at home became 
our national ritual. The plastic-cased videocas- 
sette recorder rented for $5 or so because no 
one could afford $400 for the top-of-the-line, 
four-head, high-fidelity stereo unit. The VCR’s

heft was the holy grail because of limited sup- 
ply, but we’d call ahead and pray that one of 
the blessed, weighty machines could be ours to 
drag out to the car like a trophy buck. The movie 
itself was a couple of bucks at most before evil 
Blockbuster swallowed the industry whole and 
earned its Darth Vader reputation for late fees, 
rewind fees, fees fees fees. The VHS was our 
great compromise: Comedy? (“No, Jim Carrey 
scares me.”) Drama? (“Nothing with Michael 
Douglas, please.”) Foreign? (“Does it have 
subtitles?”) Chick flick? (“Never. Ever.”) Behind 
the counter, a budding Quentin Tarantino 
offered suggestions, sometimes with a nasal 
note of condescension that let us know this 
mattered to him. 

These spools of videotaped film were 
indeed something of value in the big, imper- 
sonal world. This was art in all of its imperfect 
beauty. We wandered the aisles of Austin 
shops like Vulcan Video, I Luv Video, and the 
Movie Store searching for the perfect commit- 
tee decision. Sometimes the hunt took more 
than an hour, but the perfect score meant a 
night of insight, laughter, love, perhaps hazy 
drunken memories of being wrapped snuggly 
in a blanket and being so very alive and so 
very far away from the madding crowd. 

Go Forward! Move Ahead! 

Yes, DVD is still here and somewhat afloat, 
but it will never be what VHS was. Consider 
the numbers: According to industry mag Video 
Business, sales of all formats - this includes 
PlayStation Portable - totaled about $9 billion 
for the first three quarters of 2006. DVD sales 
were up a mere 2% from 2005, while VHS 
plummeted somewhere between 55% and 65%, 
for a total of about $125 million. So VHS mov- 
ies today are the equivalent of 8-track tapes in 
1980, when they still could be found from tape 
clubs but were otherwise scarce. Sometime in 
2007, our old friend VHS will truly die, and the 
statisticians will finally ignore it. Meanwhile,

about a country singer 
who sings his way through an affair with his bud- 
dy’s (Slim Pickens) daughter (Amy Irving)? That 
ain’t right, bubba. The music is worth the visit. 
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DVD is a live-fast, die-young teen who doesn’t 
know its sweet ride is almost over. Ahead we 
have the Blu-ray Disc vs. HD -DVD battle as the 
world goes thoroughly high-definition every- 
thing. Consider that the new HD discs will hold 
a kagillion more movie extras than DVD, and 
you see how much our relatively new friend is 
doomed. Blu-ray looks to be the early contend- 
er because of the industry giants backing it, 
including Sony, Dell, Panasonic, and Samsung. 
But who cares? We may all be downloading our 
films by then anyway. It’s not the same. 

Ask anyone who still has the entire run - so 
far - of The Simpsons cataloged on tape. Excuse 
me if I get all sentimental here. I am a con- 
flicted guy who had an 8-track player and a CD 
player installed simultaneously into his 1995 
Toyota Corolla and somehow remains danger- 
ously addicted to the Internet but stubbornly 
out of the cell-phone market (leave me a voice 
mail and I receive an e-mail notice). Perhaps 
8-track is, in the end, the best comparison to 
those videotaped movies. I think of my older, 
hoodlum brother tooling down the highway 
in his hot rod, a cigarette drooping from his 
lips. Led Zeppelin’s “Dazed and Confused” is 
cranked, but the sound becomes mushy and

slow. He folds a matchbook cover into quarters 
and shoves it under the 8-track tape, and we’re 
cruising again. 

That’s how we’ll talk about VHS to our chil- 
dren. We’ll feel it more than anything. We’ll do 
a lousy job of explaining it, and they’ll coldly 
say we’re too attached to the past. They’ll be 
right. Film fans were educated via videotape. 
People fell in love watching VHS. 

When my film neophyte wife and I were first 
dating, I held festivals to educate her on this art 
form that had shaped me. It was a way of shar- 
ing a part of myself with the person who had 
stolen my heart. I remember Dustin Hoffman 
day: Tootsie, The Graduate, and Little Big Man 
topped the bill. Marathon Man and Midnight 
Cowboy, tougher to digest, would have to wait 
until later in our relationship. We pulled pil- 
lows down onto the carpet and shoved in a 
big, clunky tape. The picture was jumpy, but 
I quickly adjusted the tracking, and we waited 
out the coming attractions. Upon hearing the 
words “And now your feature presentation,” 
I doused the lights and handed her a glass 
of wine. Our fingers intertwined as Benjamin 
Braddock sank to the bottom of a swimming 
pool in despair. That was my VHS moment. 
Thanks for the movie memories, my old boxy 
friend. May you rest in peace. ■

'Heroes' and Zeroes

The year 2006 is nearly spent, and the Chronicle s annual Top 
10s issue waits in the wings. As I scribble on that, I’ve been 
thinking of the hits and misses of the most recent TV year; what 
I wished for, lamented, and cheered. 

Happy comebacks: After a lame third season that culminated 
in the highly melodramatic death of Marissa (Mischa Barton) , 
The OC (Fox) returned this season with a new energy, ably 
navigating that transition between high school and college that 
other series have stumbled over. Last week’s Chrismukkah 
episode was a good example of the series’ new, energetic stride. 
Ryan and Taylor (Benjamin McKenzie and Autumn Reeser) 
fell off a ladder and, in their unconscious state, got to see 
the world as it would be were they not in it. Striking just the 
right balance between kookiness, prime-time soap, and snarky 
humor, the episode also put to rest (I hope) Ryan’s mourning 
for Marissa. Unlike many fans, I am not sad she’s gone. I’m too 
busy being entertained by Summer’s (Rachel Bilson) develop- 
ment into a more complicated version of her former wicked self. 
C’mon, say it with me: Marissa who? 

Everybody Hates Chris (CW), the slice-of-life comedy has 
become the place to spot former TV stars. Ernest Thomas (Raj 
in What’s Happening!!), Jimmie Walker (J.J. in Good Times) and 
Antonio Fargas (Huggy Bear in Starsky & Hutch) are just a few 
of the former TV stars that have recurring roles in Chris. Well, 
except Walker. Playing Chris’ grandfather, he died in the first 
three minutes of his appearance. Walker’s rubbery mug falling 
face first into a plate of mashed potatoes was a sight gag so well 
done; it’s too bad he was killed off so soon. 



New characters deserving of a cult following: Mark 
Indelicato as Justin, Betty Suarez’s effeminate nephew on 
Ugly Betty (ABC). The series continually strikes a delicate 
chord when it comes to dealing with Justin’s apparent future 
as a gay man. Two episodes stand out. The first was when the 
foppish Marc (Michael Urie), one of Betty’s backstabbing 
co-workers at Mode, struck up an unexpected friendship 
with young Justin, recognizing his younger self and offering 
the young fashionista some survival advice. The second was 
the episode when Justin’s errant father shows up for the 
holidays, only to walk out again when he observes his son 
thrilled by tree trimming instead of wanting to throw a foot- 
ball “like a normal kid.” The walkout was played just out of 
sight of Justin, who already knew it was coming. I can still 
feel my heart breaking. 


While prognosticators thought another serialized drama with 
a large cast would test audiences’ patience, Heroes (NBC) has 
become one of the breakout hits of the new TV season. One 
reason is the refreshing Hiro (Masi Oka). His enthusiasm and 
reverential regard for his powers is charming, funny, and infec- 
tious, making him the hero you most want to root for. 

Faded glory: After that last episode of Lost a few weeks back, I 
am left with the sense that the series is rudderless. Although the 
series creators assured Entertainment Weekly columnist Stephen 
King that they had it all under control in a large EW spread a 
few issues back, I remain skeptical. The creators say they never 
meant the “black fog monster” or the numbers to create such a 
stir. I say give me a break. Hopefully, they saw the recent Sci-Fi 
mini-series, The Lost Door. While its conclusion was under- 
whelming, the many curious details of the mini fell into place 
with precision. 

Speaking of precision, the snap, the crackle, and buoyancy 
of the once great Gilmore Girls (CW) is gone with series creator 
Amy Sherman-Palladino . Yes, it still looks like The Gilmore 
Girls, it still walks and talks like The Gilmore Girls, but this 
season rings like a pod-people version of its former self. 

Like The OC, Veronica Mars (CW) managed that high school- 
to-college shift well. The serial-rapist mystery that carried the 
first half of the season was scary and smart, but the representa- 
tion of campus feminists as femi-nazis was a huge disappoint- 
ment. The one thing you could depend on in VM was how 
series creator Rob Thomas would tweak the key characters 
from various subcultures (the jocks, the popular kids, the 
nerds) to make them sympathetic. Not so with the femi-nazis, 
who were cast in uncharacteristic monotones. I’ll come back to 
the series, but I’m still smarting. 

Next week: the overrated and underrated series of the year. 
Oh, I can imagine the angry e-mails already.

Gonzalez and published by Austin singer-songwriter Troy 
Campbell’s Collection Agency Films. And never forget 
what day it is for very long with a pair of locally published 
calendars: Still Naked is more local musical figures (Jeff 
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Pinkus, Kacy Crowley, Ain’t Misbehavin’) 

artfully arranged in the buff, while Ricardo 
Acevedo’s She Rocks 2007 edition fea- 
tures members of the Addictions, Quick & 
the Dead, Adrian & the Sickness, and 
more wearing clothes, albeit seductively so. 

LIVE WITH ME: This is Austin, you 
know. Why not give passes to tonight’s 
Parish Christmas Show, with members of 
Okkervil River, What Made Milwaukee 
Famous, Voxtrot, Zykos, Alpha Rev, and 
Loxsly interpreting their seasonal favorites? 

Or try Unlock Austin’s Red River Pass, 
which for a measly $20 buys you as many shows as you can 
handle at Beerland, Emo’s Lounge, and the Mohawk, plus 
drink specials at Club de Ville, all January long. 


A WINTER'S TALE 


Guess what happens when a theatre company moves next 
door to a band rehearsal space. Nobody has a very merry 
Christmas, that’s for sure. Back in August, the Rogue 
Performance theatre moved in next to Black Rose 
Rehearsal in the industrial area south of Penn Field. They 
soon learned it’s hard to be neighborly when you share both 
a nonsoundproofed wall and similar operating hours. The 
obvious question is how they could be neighbors in the first 
place, but a call to Dimension Properties, both business- 
es’ landlord, went unreturned at press time. Moreover, 

“When you come to look at a space, you always come during 
the day,” notes Rogue owner James Cotton. Soon enough, 
Cotton learned that prime rehearsal time for most bands is 
at night, also the time Rogue scheduled its performances 
and workshops. He talked to Black Rose’s owners, who he 
now thinks were just humoring him, and left notes asking 
bands, including the Bad Rackets, not to rehearse during 
Rogue performances. The owners and bands reluctantly 
obliged, until they in turn learned Rogue lacked some per- 
mits required for theatre operation, and an anonymous band 
called the fire marshal during a Rogue production. (“If the 
city wants to find something wrong, they will,” says Cotton.) 
However, the Black Rose owners discovered a clause in their 
own lease prohibiting any activity - like excessive noise - 



that disturbed their neighbors. “I wish I had looked at that 
lease, goddammit,” says co-owner Jason Westbrook. “But I 
also wouldn’t have thought our landlord would put another 
after-hours business next door.” Cotton has decided to move 
out, convincing Dimension to refund him a couple months’ 
rent - “At this point, it’s better than nothing” - while 
Westbrook says he and partner Monte Williams will try to 
head off any future disputes by acquiring the Rogue space 
for themselves.

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ESCAPING EAST 


As soon as their landlord puts on a new roof, Beerland 
owners Randall and Donya Stockton will open Rio Rita at 

1308 E. Sixth. “We’re waiting on permits and stuff, TABC and 
all that,” says Donya. The Stocktons plan for the Rita to be a 
coffeehouse by day and beer-only lounge by night, open 24 
hours if they can figure out how to staff it. “People are always 
looking for a place to go and hang out and talk after shows,” 
Donya says. Talking is an important part of their plan, so the 
only music will come from the jukebox. “Live music isn’t 
always your friend,” Donya says. “You can say Beerland is your 
favorite club, but if you don’t like the band that’s playing, then 
it’s not.” The Stocktons had been considering diversifying for a 
while, explains Donya, and snapped up Rita when the building 
owner, a former employer of Randall’s, told them it was avail- 
able in late September. As far as renovations, a new color 
scheme was about it. “For the past couple of years, it’s been 
Club Sirenitos, which means ‘little mermaid,”' Donya says. 
“When we walked in, the walls and ceiling were bright neon 
blue, and the floor was pink Armstrong tile.” The Rita is only a 
couple of blocks from Red’s Scoot Inn, leading some to dub 
the area a new Red River, especially since the current one is 
about to undergo significant change. “As soon as they build 
those condos down by Reddy Ice [Ninth & Red River], we’re 
going to go the same way the Warehouse District went,” 
Donya says. “All of Red River is going to have to find a new 
place to live.” 


BULLET THE BLUE SKY 


Believe it or not, Grand Champeen have finished Dial "T” 
for This, their first album since 2003’s The One That Brought 
You, and will release it March 6 on Portland, Ore., label In 
Music We Trust. Careful calendar observers will note this day 
is also the recently announced release date for another long- 
delayed, much-anticipated album called Chinese Democracy. 
Preparing to fight fire with fire, Champeen have been working 
up versions of “Paradise City” and “November Rain” to join 
their cover of G’N’R’s “It’s So Easy.” 

Skateboarding maybe, but the Riverboat Gamblers aren’t 
exactly synonymous with big-time college football. Not until our 
eagle-eared Music Editor Raoul Hernandez noticed “On Again 
Off Again,” from this year’s To the Confusion of Our Enemies, 
soundtracking some CBS smashmouth highlights a few weeks 
back. And, it turns out, not entirely legally. “We heard it, too,” 
says Gamblers manager Bryan McClellan. “It was used with- 
out permission, and the band’s lawyer is getting it figured out 
right now.” 

One local TV/music tie-in that is legit: Round Rock computer 
behemoth Dell using the 13th Floor Elevators’ “You’re 
Gonna Miss Me” to hawk their latest line of Dimension desk- 
tops. Ad agency BBDO wanted a song similar to the music 
used on The Sopranos, and when they heard “Miss Me,” “it 
sounded real, with a rawness that felt immediate,” relays Dell 
attorney Dean Blackwood. Once they discovered the 
Elevators’ local connection, he adds, “Everybody became even 
more enchanted by the tune.” 
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The Kingdom of Heaven 

It's time you knew Powell St. John

The band’s been playing at least an hour, but 
it feels like five minutes. Besides “You Really 
Got Me,” “Roll Over Beethoven,” and Bob 
Dylan’s “She Belongs to Me,” they’ve done a 
dozen originals that seem like the beginning of 
a new age. There’s one called “Roller Coaster” 
that sends shivers through the audience of 50, 
massed together at La Maison on the edge of 
downtown Houston. 

It opens slow, speaking of one “whose eyes 
are clear to see,” then hits a hurtling midsec- 
tion announced by the lyric, “It starts like a 
roller-coaster ride so real it takes your breath 
away.” For 10 minutes, the music pushes 
everyone in the room through a twisting, turn- 
ing trip, with Stacy Sutherland’s lead-guitar 
lines feeding back far beyond what rock bands 
in 1965 seemed capable of. 

In so many ways, that 
1965 night in Houston at 
La Maison listening to the 
13th Floor Elevators for the 
very first time set me on 
my lifelong course. 

When the song ends, there’s an audible sigh 
of relief in the crowd. We’ve all just taken a 
journey of incredible intensity, and now, newly 
baptized, we look at one another with a bond 
of brotherhood. We glance around the room, 
shake our heads, and smile at one another 
with knowing glances that each person there 
has been shown a deep secret. We can only 
guess where the 13th Floor Elevators will take 
us next. For the five musicians onstage, there’s 
no question. It’s time now to deliver the words 
they know we’ve come to hear: 

Here you are at my place 
And within your glistening eyes 
I’m watching your reactions 
As the thing within you cries 

And I’m bringing you this message 
Because I think it’s time you knew 
The kingdom of heaven 
Is within you 

The song is slower than a ballad. In fact, it 
isn’t really a song at all. More like a prayer. It 
begins with a roll on John Ike Walton’s snare, 
followed by Benny Thurman’s fearsome bass 
pattern, and an ominous drone by jug player 
Tommy Hall. It takes the crowd into a glowing 
room, filled with flashes of infinity and, well, 
love. We stand in front of the stage, “fixed with 
fascination” as one of the earlier songs has 
proclaimed, not really sure that what’s hap- 
pening is real. It’s as if the music is making us 
levitate, a reminder that there’s a true center 


to life waiting just outside our physical dimen- 
sion. The chords blend, treble notes melting 
together into a searing sonic wall. Singer Roky 
Erickson is lost in his own world, eyes shut 
tight, his whole body a vessel of vibrations. 

Through the incense and the candle 
And the colors on the wall 
Your image stands reflected 
As a princess come to call 

Your suspicions you’re confirming 
As you found them all quite true 
That the kingdom of heaven 
Is within you 

The quintet is now playing the music of 
the spheres. As the two guitars become one, 
overlapping instruments of dedication and 
desire, the emotions of everyone present have 
moved La Maison, itself a former church, onto 
an astral plane. Who’s this band giving us 
such a mesmerizing gift of music and mean- 
ing? Coming out of an extended instrumental 
break, the singer steps up to the mic with a 
beatific smile, one that shoots through every- 
one in the audience. 

Through the blazing stained-glass windows 
Moonlight falls upon the choir 
And it splashes across the altar 
As a flow of liquid fire 

And it bathes you in its glory 
As your life begins anew 
For the kingdom of heaven 
Is within you* 

Erickson, secure in the sanctity of the song 
and feeling its power, begins a scream from 
somewhere beyond the soul that builds to a 
tremulous shriek of belief. The sound bombards 
our molecules until it feels like we’ll explode. 
When the song ends and quiet fills the room, 
the 13th Floor Elevators walk offstage, leaving 
La Maison humming with electricity from our 
close encounter with the beyond. 

For the next year, everyone there searches 
out the Austin act’s first LP, and once procured, 
we scour the back for that song. There it is, 
“Kingdom of Heaven,” by John St. Powell. For 
me, it’s the start of a 40-year mystery, trying to 
find out exactly who this person is, this man 
with the power to put into music what entire 
religions are forever seeking. 

The first thing I discovered, shortly after 
seeing several songs by St. Powell on the 
Elevators’ 1966 Psychedelic Sounds, was that 
John St. Powell was really Powell St. John. The 
band’s record label, International Artists, had 
thrown a curveball into the songwriting royal- 
ties. Beyond that, the initial story I found on 
St. John was in the second issue of Mother, a 
short-lived Houston periodical devoted to the 
developing world of Texas rock. In a one-page 
piece, writer Larry Supulveda gave a quick 


rundown of St. John’s new band Mother Earth, 
ending with an explanation by the artist of how 
he saw the new counterculture: “Spontaneity 
and juxtaposition are both happening every- 
where simultaneously.” This, obviously, was 
a man for the ages. Little did I know just how 
true that would turn out to be. 

Rayward Powell St. John came to Austin in 
1959 to attend the University of Texas. Born in 
Houston and raised in Laredo, he went to col- 
lege to find freedom. In Laredo, his father had 
been principal at Powell’s high school, which 
made the son “toe the line.” Falling in with fel- 
low seekers, fans of poetry, peyote, and other 
forms of intelligence-inducing agents, it wasn’t 
long before St. John was playing harmonica 
and singing with Lannie Wiggins and Janis 
Joplin as the Waller Creek Boys. The early folk 
scene was being bom at the Student Union’s 
weekly hoot nights, then moved to Kenneth 
Threadgill’s gas station/beer joint on North 
Lamar for even rowdier runs at musical fun. 

“We all wanted to play folk music,” says St. 
John, “and we became this small collection of 
like-minded souls who got together whenever 
we could. No one really thought beyond the 
evening’s entertainment, but at that age we all 
felt anything could happen. Sometimes it did.” 

A few of those same souls began living in a 
string of small apartments on Nueces dubbed 
the Ghetto, giving birth to a bohemian strong- 
hold that morphed into Austin’s first hippie 
enclave. For St. John, it was a chance to pull 
out his pen and start writing songs. “I’d 
always been fascinated by songwriting, and 
felt it was something I could do,” he says. 
“After playing folk music awhile, some of us 
gravitated to rock & roll. It was a natural pro- 


gression, plus a whole lot of 
fun. In a rock band, I could 
play my kazoo on ‘Land of a 
Thousand Dances,’ and it’d 
be really loud.” 

By then, St. John the 
Conqueroo had formed, 
with Ed Guinn, Bob Brown, 
and a few others. “I’d played 
some gigs with the Chelsea 
too by then,” he recalls. 
“But from what I could 
tell of music, I couldn’t 
see a career doing music 
in Austin. This was before 
anyone had recorded any of 
my songs. I did have a mind 
that I could go to the West 
Coast and get serious, pos- 
sibly. It was set up for me. 
People I knew were already 
there, and I had a place to 
stay. Chet Helms was run- 
ning the Avalon Ballroom, 
and I felt there ’d be room to 
maybe make it work. 

“So I did something 
I’d always wanted to do, 
which was travel around 
Mexico for three months, 
and then made my way to 
San Francisco.” 

It was while in Mexico 
that St. John wrote “Slide 
Machine,” where “the gods 
of gold are heard but seldom 
seen,” which would turn up on the Elevators’ 
second album, Easter Everywhere, in 1967. He 
remembers arriving in San Francisco on Dec. 
16, 1966, a month before the Human Be-In 
and the rest of the upcoming craziness sur- 
rounding the Summer of Love. He was ready 
to roll. 

“I’m somewhat cautious,” he explains now, 
“but in those days it was close enough to my 
last acid trip, and I was living in the flow of let- 
ting the cosmos take care of things. I believe if 
I had a goal in mind, I would somehow achieve 
it, but with no specifics on how I would do 
that. I do remember getting a little concerned 
about food at first. I would go down to Haight 
Street and collect cans and bottles. This is 
before it was a trade. I’d get enough to buy a 
Mounds bar for lunch, and then the people I 
was staying with would help out with dinner.” 

His Austin friend Travis Rivers was already in 
the Bay area, running the alternative newspaper 
Oracle and looking to help St.John start making 
music. In the Sixties, before the entertainment 
business became formalized, sometimes all it 
took was a hope and some like-minded heads 
to get in the thick of the action. 

“Travis had met some musicians from 
Chicago, and one of them was keyboard player 
Ira Kamin,” St. John recounts. “I got together 
with him, and he knew this singer from 
Madison, Wisconsin: Tracy Nelson. Travis also 
knew the guys from the Sir Douglas Quintet, 
who he’d heard wanted to make a change. 

“So right away we had a complete rhythm 
section with drummer George Rains, bassist 
Jance Garfat, and also pianist Wayne Talbert for 
a while. Wayne had some problems that didn’t

really fit with being in a band, so he was replaced by Mark 
Naftalin from the Butterfield Blues Band. We called it Mother 
Earth, after the Memphis Slim song that Tracy sang.” 

New bassist Bob Arthur and guitarist John “Toad” Andrews, 
who had both played with St. John in Austin band the Chelsea, 
soon completed the lineup. Like most Bay area bands at the 
time, Mother Earth found a recording contract fairly fast. Not 
even there a year, St. John had a band and record deal in San 
Francisco. The cosmos was definitely smiling on the singer. 

The striking thing about Mother Earth was that, somewhat 
like Certs, they were really two bands in one. Powell St. John’s 
songs, a rootsy blend of country, blues, and folk laced with 
large amounts of psychedelic under- 
pinnings, were always favorites. 

Whether a big band arrangement of 
“Kingdom of Heaven,” the captivat- 
ing “Marvel Group,” or even the 
debut album’s title track, “Living 
With the Animals,” each song could 
be counted on for ingenious lyrics 
and equally amazing musical struc- 
tures. Nelson took a different tact, 
with soul-stirring versions of classic 
American blues and Crescent City 
favorites, along with originals like 
the wrenching “Down So Low.” It 
was a thrill even for her to hear two 
such distinctive styles coming from 
the same bandstand. 

“In the midst of the budding 
psychedelic sound, Powell’s music was completely original and 
brilliant,” says Nelson. “He gave us validation as something 
more than a derivative R&B band, and he inspired me to stretch 
out beyond my desire to be Irma Thomas. I think he was the 
most significant and profound artist around, and by the very 
nature of that, the least appreciated of the era.” 

Rest assured, those are no small words for someone not 
prone to praise. 

Mother Earth played a lot of hometown benefits and free 
shows in Golden Gate Park in the beginning, but once their 
debut album appeared, the whole country beckoned. Their label, 
Mercury Records, released “Down So Low” as the first single, 
and it garnered airplay immediately. The problem, according to 
Mercury, was that most of the stations playing it were African- 
American, not exactly what the company had in mind for their 
prestigious San Francisco rock signing. So the label’s press 
department hurriedly sent out a photo of Tracy Nelson to radio 
outlets, which stopped airplay cold in its tracks. Naturally that 
was the last significant chart success the band would have. 

St. John, Nelson, and the group built a solid live following 
on the East Coast, particularly with college crowds, but even 
then, the band’s singer-songwriter was already looking for the 
exit sign. Like airline workers on the Tarmac, he’d taken to 
wearing 100-decibel sound-suppression earphones onstage to 
protect his hearing, and after the band relocated to Nashville 
for the studios and musicians there, not to mention a relatively 
inexpensive lifestyle, St. John knew he was Berkeley bound. 

“I’d left Texas to go West,” he laughs, “not East. Plus I was 
tired of the business. I didn’t want to have that experience the 
rest of my life.” 

He stayed in Music City long enough to record Mother 
Earth’s second album, Make a Joyful Noise, with his classics “I, 
the Fly” and “I’ll Be Moving On,” but he was long gone before 
the band set off to promote their new release on the road. 

Back in the Bay area, he played with some Texas friends, 
including Tary Owens, Minor Wilson, and ex-Conqueroo Bob 
Brown in the infamous Angel Band. They appeared at a club 
in North Beach one night, when a few certified Hells Angels 
came in, listened to several songs, then told the musicians they 
needed to find a new name. Right away. Not wanting to risk life 
or limb, the Angel Band became the Leaping Lizards, immedi- 
ately. St. John, realizing the vagaries of making a living playing 
music, became a jewelry maker in the early Seventies, changing 
careers the next decade to work in computer maintenance. This

being music, and Powell St. John being a man of intrigue, the 
story didn’t end there. 

In the past few years, fans of Roky Erickson, the 13th Floor 
Elevators, and all those associated with the Austin phenomenon 
credited with creating psychedelic music have grown exponen- 
tially and made themselves known. That includes musician 
Fred Mitchim and financier George Gershen, who approached 
St. John about recording a new album two years ago, an offer 
the singer didn’t have to think twice about. During SXSW 05, 
when St. John was inducted into the Texas Music Hall of Fame, 
he found himself in an Austin recording studio surrounded by 
some of the best players in the city, finally making his debut 
solo disc. 

Together, they recorded Right Track Now, an exciting mix of 
most of St. John’s early songs - first recorded by the 13th Floor 
Elevators, Janis Joplin, and Boz Scaggs - along with newer selec- 
tions proving beyond any doubt that the man who started his 
career credited wrongly as John St. Powell has found a firm foot- 
ing in the future. There’s even a short second disc that includes 
three songs with former Elevators John Ike Walton and second 
bassist Ronnie Leatherman. Early next year, St.John heads back 
to the studio for round two, this time for the Tompkins Square 
label based in New York and featuring collaborations with sev- 
eral young players inspired by his music and a strength that’s 
never been shaken. 

Almost 40 years to the day I first heard the 13th Floor 
Elevators and the songs of Powell St. John, I stand outside the 
house at 1921 Oregon St. in Berkeley where Mother Earth once 
lived and were photographed for the cover of Living With the 
Animals. It’s like going back to your elementary school, where 
things that once seemed so large now appear much smaller. 
That 1968 album cover made it seem like the whole world was 
waiting for the musician on that porch, St. John posed regally 
at far left, sitting on the stair’s railing in a white dress shirt and 
natty vest, looking proudly into the camera. Today, the street is 
quiet, the house’s facade tastefully redone with redwood shakes. 
It takes a few moments to pick out where each other person was 
in that original photo - Rains sitting in back, Andrews on the 
porch’s top post, Nelson and Arthur together on the stairs, and 
Naftalin on a chair in the front yard to the right. 

Gradually the image comes back, burned in my mind all this 
time, until I realize what makes that photo so indelible to me. 


It was the first time I’d seen Powell St. John and was finally able 
to put a face with the man who wrote “Kingdom of Heaven,” 
the song in the top slot on my psychic radio, always reminding 
me just what music is really here for. 

In so many ways, that 1965 night in Houston at La Maison 
listening to the 13th Floor Elevators for the very first time set 
me on my lifelong course. More importantly, that song has 
helped me find that course again and again, all the times I’ve 
gotten lost. For that, the message still feels brand new, and the 
kingdom of heaven really is within you. ■

POWELL ST. JOHN 

Right Track Now (Dream Tracks) 

The remarkable nature of Right 
Track Now isn’t quite evident until 
the second disc, when chiming 
guitar meets the trippy burble 
of an electric jug on “You Don’t 
Know.” For the uninitiated, the 
13th Floor Elevators debuted 
“You Don’t Know (Flow Young You 
Are),” written by Powell St. John, 
on their 1966 debut, The Psychedelic Sounds of.... Roky Erickson 
and company recorded other PSJ songs (“Monkey Island,” “Slide 
Machine,” “Kingdom of Fleaven”), as did Janis Joplin (“Bye, Bye 
Baby”), Boz Scaggs (“I Will Forever Sing the Blues”), and his own 
band Mother Earth (“Living With the Animals,” “Marvel Group,” 

“I, the Fly”). Forty years on, here comes St. John with all those 
songs plus a few new ones. At two discs, Right Track Now is a 
mixed bag of first-wave psychedelia, Sixties-style blues-rock (“I 
Will Forever Sing the Blues,” “Living With the Animals”), tender 
Mexican ballads (“Hermanita,” “Abandonado”), the kind of proto- 
folk that often passes for roots rock (“City Hall,” “Right Track 
Now”), and charming whimsy (“Marvel Group,” “I, the Fly”). Like 
many songwriters, St. John’s vocals are limited but expressive 
enough to carry the 17 tracks distinctively. This is especially true 
on the title tune, a duet with Erickson, with fine-touch production 
from Elevators tribute king Fred Mitchim. Powell St. John was 
there at the creation of all things psychedelic, and Right Track 
Now ensures he won’t be just a footnote.

Commentary on more than five hours of 
mostly live Kiss footage from the New York 
metal quartet’s beginnings well into its peak 
comes courtesy of the franchise’s controlling 
partners, Gene Simmons and Paul Stanley, 
the two founders and band members that 
didn’t drink or do drugs. Ace Frehley and 
Peter Criss, meanwhile - the raw talents 
- crashed and burned on the cusp of Lick It 
Up frenching a new generation of Kiss Army 
brats on MTV. A decade earlier, Long Beach 
1974, San Francisco’s Winterland ’75, and 
“Detroit Rock City” 1976, Brooklyn’s former 
George Peter Criscoula drums “his heart 
out,” according to Simmons, yowling early 
set staples “Nothin’ to Lose” and future 
Replacements’ battle-axe “Black Diamond.” 
Frehley, meanwhile, Spaceman Ace, still win- 
ner of the Kiss solo-album sweepstakes, 
smokes out his Les Paul - literally - as 
the band’s most musically adept member. 
Anthrax fatality “Parasite,” his. “Cold Gin,” 
too. Simmons’ winged bat pig sings, barfs 
blood, and catches fire on “Firehouse,” up 
front in 6-inch heels with Stanley’s Frank 
N. Furter. Factory Records’ Tony Wilson, 

Paul Lynde with Margaret Hamilton, and 
Totie Fields outting Simmons (“Wouldn’t it 
be funny if under [the make-up] was a nice 
Jewish boy?”) break up the song overlap 
of four mostly complete sets on two discs 
and a Madison Square Garden excerpt on a 
bonus DVD. By the time Criss croons “Beth” 
at Budokan in ’77, and Barnum & Bailey 
arrives at Houston’s Summit the same year 
on the Love Gun Tour, his Keith Moon jump- 
er betrays the fact that these NY dolls had 
already quenched their ambition.

Unlocked (Docurama) 

If you can handle elementa- 
ry camerawork and shockingly 
hideous haircuts, it’s worth 
remembering that the Cars 
were the first band to apply 
the lessons of New Wave and 
European art-pop - brevity, 
copious synthesizers - to mass-market rock. 
Spanning 1978-1987, Cape Cod dive bars to 
sports arenas (including Houston’s Summit), 
the Boston quintet’s 15 performances can be 
distractingly dated, down to Ric Ocasek’s piano 
tie.

THE PASSING SHOW: 

THE LIFE & MUSIC OF RONNIE LANE 

(Eagle Vision) 

Whether he was playing for 120,000 or 12, Ronnie 
Lane remained a musician’s musician whose influence 
far outstripped his wealth. He walked away from the 
Faces in 1973 as Rod Stewart’s impending super- 
stardom broke the band in America, instead sinking 
his money into a ramshackle, money-hemorrhaging 
caravan of musicians and circus acts that toured the 
British countryside as the Passing Show. It’s an appro- 
priate moniker for this endearing documentary about 
Lane’s all-too-brief ride on the planet. Beginning with 
his working-class upbringing in London’s East End, The 
Passing Show unspools Lane’s narrative through archi- 
val footage and interviews with fellow travelers like 
Pete Townshend and Eric Clapton. The Small Faces 
and Faces are given their due, but producer/ directors 
Rupert Williams and James Mackie give special weight 
to the earthy, full-bodied folk songs from Lane’s post- 
Face years as chronicled by the revelatory new compi- 
lation, Just for a Moment. Lane’s Austin years are preserved through friends like KGSR’s Jody 
Denberg and Joe Ely, but seeing him sing “Ooh La La” at the Big Mamou is the most poignant 
reminder of his time here. After moving to Colorado, Lane succumbed to multiple sclerosis in 
1997. Even if you come to The Passing Show knowing nothing about Lane, you’ll miss him by 
the time the credits roll.

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LOREENA MCKENNITT 

An Ancient Muse (Verve) 

Loreena McKennitt remains the queen of 
Celto-spiritual music, a classically trained 
Canadian whose sweeping catalog dates 
back to the 1985 release of Elemental. 

Her last studio release, 1997’s The Book 
of Secrets, was a crossover triumph, the 
tour de force that finally disseminated 
her panglobal musical vision via “The 
Mummers’ Dance,” a hit even in dance 
clubs. McKennitt’s seventh full-length, An 
Ancient Muse, mists up beautifully, lush 
and expertly produced, shimmering with all 
the hallmarks of her transcendence while 
missing a killer track like “The Mummers’ 
Dance” or “All Souls Night.” Moreover, the 
album’s seamlessness makes it more 
like New Age wallpaper than the gorgeous 
musical ice carvings we’ve come to expect 
from McKennitt. Present are incantations, 
exotic aurals, and instrumentations that 
hearken less to romanticized Celtic songs 
(“The English Ladye and the Knight”) than 
their Celtic ancestry in the far reaches 
of Jordan (“Sacred Shabbat”), China 
(“Kecharitomene”), Turkey (“Caravanserai,” 
“The Gates of Istanbul”), and Greece 
(“Penelope’s Song”). Make no mistake, the 
lady has not put out a bad disc. Rather, its 
exquisite introspection and otherworldli- 
ness are an acute reminder that Loreena 
McKennitt follows a spiritual quest, and 
we’re merely an audience in awe.

TOMASZ STANKO 
QUARTET 

Lontano (ECM) 

Tomasz Stanko 
knows how to set a 
mood. The veteran 
Polish trumpeter’s sev- 
enth album for ECM, 

Lontano, is all about

with a post-Miles vision and an elegance that’s 
earned him the highest accolades from the 
European jazz community. In listening to the 
spare, dreamy soundscapes, you wouldn’t nec- 
essarily know that Stanko’s roots lie in the roil- 
ing European avant-garde and free jazz scenes 
of the 1960-70s. Nevertheless, within these 
spacious, glacial tapestries, the quartet seems 
free of any structures, and, in fact, their under- 
stated restraint is the antithesis of the pyro- 
technics that characterized that earlier era. The 
three different 12-plus minute versions of the 
title track provide the album’s foci and only the 
tune “Kattorna” approaches a medium tempo. 
This is the third album to feature Stanko’s con- 
siderably younger rhythm section led by pianist 
Marcin Wasilewski, but generations are immate- 
rial in creating this timeless music.

Consider Jay-Z’s much- 
ballyhooed comeback a hot 
mess. Most of its beats are 
either too plastic flash (“Oh 
My God,” “Show Me What

or downright listless (“Lost One,” “Minority Report,” and “Beach Chair”). 
Jigga’s failure to captivate as an MC results in his sounding more like a 
whiny old man than the brash juggernaut we’ve come to know through 
classic discs, including 1996 debut Reasonable Doubt and 2001’s The 
Blueprint. The few redeeming moments on Kingdom Come (Roc-a-Fella) 
come courtesy of B-Money’s slithering bassline on “The Prelude,” Just 
Blaze’s drastic chopping of Rick James’ “Super Freak” for the title track, 
and a favorable pairing between Jay and Dr. Dre on “Trouble.” While 
Snoop Dogg’s The Blue Carpet Treatment (Doggy Style/Geffen) ultimately 
scatters itself as yet another mixed bag of industry cameos, there are 
at least three impeccable songs. There’s the breezy Cali soul of “Think 





up his sleeve. Meanwhile, 
the Clipse sticks to its

Until Death Comes doesn’t transform the 
fabric of reality, but without stepping completely 
outside the box, Hyvonen does what Cat Power 
and Tori Amos never could: She embodies 
humanity, warts and all. “Opened the memo- 
ries, and the violence poured out,” she flut- 
ters in the lovely “Djuna!” While “Once I Was 
a Serene Teenaged Child” hints at innocence 
lost and lives changed, “Today, Tuesday” builds 
joy in a minor key, teaching independence. 
“Come Another Night” leaps out of a 1950s 
left field but is redeemed with the entrancing 
ivory tickler “N.Y.” Hyvonen might not be the 
female messiah sent in to save us from all the 
first-namers, but she’s a return to form, balanc- 
ing on the thin line between what is and what 
never will be.

Songs for Christmas (Asthmatic Kitty) 

Some locals were 
so turned off by 
Sufjan Stevens’ pre- 
tentiousness during 
his September shows 
at the Paramount 
that they erased his 
music from their 
iPods. At the time, 
it seemed like a 
ridiculous reaction to every indie hipster’s 
favorite singing-songwriting Christian, but 
Songs for Christmas actually lends the tini- 
est breath of credence to that indictment. 
Christmas represents everything that’s both 
annoyingly wrong and perfectly breathtaking 
about Stevens’ work. These five boxed EPs 
began as an annual DIY holiday project in 
2001, with Stevens and his friends record- 
ing songs in his kitchen and sending out 
copies of the finished product to far-flung 
friends and relations. The 42 songs comprise 
both original compositions and holiday stan- 
dards such as “Silent Night” and “The Little 
Drummer Boy,” which are predictably fresh 
and gorgeous interpretations. The originals, 
on the other hand, are the proverbial wild 
card. The problem with an artist as prolific 
as Stevens, who has an epic ear for compo- 
sition and orchestration, is that somewhat 
fussy woodwind arrangements begin sound- 
ing all too familiar just as listeners begins 
questioning Stevens’ range as an artist and 
their unflinching faith in just how awesome 
he is. While its intent is admirable, “Put the 
Lights on the Tree” is indicative of the cliches 
that rear their heads in this set. Some of 
the songs, like “We’re Goin’ to the Country!” 
are so bad it hurts. Then again, it’s hard to 
imagine any more singularly beautiful way to 
recognize Christ’s birth (if you roll that way) 
than with the devotion expressed in “What 
Child Is This Anyway?” The plaintive harmo- 
nies and its shambling instrumentation all 
suggest humility those pretension-hating boho 
grinches might have missed in their haste to 
hit “delete.” And that, friends, is how Sufjan 
Stevens saved Christmas.

Christmas Madness: 1) In November, the 
upscale New York City menswear and accessories 
store Jack Spade removed from its holiday catalog 
a $40 frog-dissection kit (with a real carcass) after 
numerous queries from people wondering what 
in the world the store was thinking. 2) A holiday 
party for inmates at Britain’s Peterborough Jail 
promised a fun time with Xbox and PlayStations, 
along with cash gifts of 5 pounds each (about 
$9), which is greater than the value of the candy 
boxes the jail will give its guards for Christmas. 
3) Police in Rock Hill, S.C., put a 12-year-old boy 
under arrest at the insistence of his mother after 
he had defied her and opened his Christmas gift 
three weeks early. 

I KNOW MY RIGHTS! 

The North Carolina Court of Appeals over- 
turned the cocaine-possession conviction of 
Timothy Stone in September, ruling that a 
search of his person was unconstitutional even 
though he had given police permission. The 
judges agreed with Stone that when he con- 
sented, he never expected that the search would 
include the officers holding out the waistband 
of his sweatpants and shining a flashlight on 
his genitals (which is where he happened to be 
hiding a small container of cocaine). 

UNINTENDED CONSEQUENCES 

1) The “Berkeley Pit” in Butte, Mont., is 
the nation’s largest environmental-disaster site, 
with 40 billion gallons of highly toxic cop- 
per-mine waste that the federal government 
has long feared too expensive to clean up. 
However, Montana Tech researchers, writing in 
the Journal oj Organic Chemistry in July, have 
found more than 160 types of “extremophiles” 
(organisms that thrive in toxicity) in the pit 
and have demonstrated that some are effective 
against lung and ovarian cancers. 2) Kimberly 
Baker, 22, sought child support in Warrensburg, 
N.Y., in October from the father of her daughter. 
However, when officials realized that the father, 
now 16, would have been 13 when the child 
was conceived, that made him a rape victim 
under state law, and thus, they arrested Baker.

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

• Ricardo Meana, 81, was charged with 
attempted murder in November in Sun City, 
Fla., when his 82-year-old wife, who has 
Alzheimer’s, was found inside a van in a store’s 
parking lot struggling with the plastic bag 
over her head. Police were called, but Meana 
seemed unconcerned and even nonchalantly 
resumed shopping, saying that he often put 
the bags on when his wife felt sick, so that she 
would not vomit on herself. 

• Not Our Fault: In 2002, Jeffrey Klein and 
Brett Birdwell, both 17 at the time, tres- 
passed onto a railroad yard in Lancaster, Pa., 
and climbed atop a boxcar to see what the 
view was like but were severely burned by a 


12,500-volt line on the roof and thus sued 
Amtrak and Norfolk Southern railroads for 
not having done enough to prevent them from 
trespassing. In October, a federal jury awarded 
the two men a total of about $12 million in 
compensatory damages plus $12 million in 
punitive damages. 

• In a deposition, Ennis, Texas, physician 
Aniruddha Chitale admitted that the semen 
that patient Sherry Simpson found on her face 
after a 2004 colonoscopy was his and thus 
later pleaded guilty to sexual assault. However, 
in his deposition (according to a report by 
Dallas’ WFAA-TV), Chitale insisted that the act 
that produced the semen was “unintentional.” 
(Simpson is now suing Ennis Regional Medical 
Center for having tolerated Chitale’s behavior.) 


THE LAWS OF IRONY 

• Federal prosecutors have insisted so far that 
any ill-gotten money that former Enron execu- 
tives had squirreled away in their spouses’ 
names still can be fully recovered by the gov- 
ernment, except for one executive. Michael 
Kopper, once a director of Enron’s global 
finance unit, pleaded guilty in 2002 to illegally 
obtaining $16.5 million, but he is openly gay. 
And since his home state of Texas does not 
recognize his union with his longtime part- 
ner, prosecutors cannot treat the partner as a 
“spouse” and have lumped him with “third 
party” transferees, whose assets are much more 
difficult to obtain (according to a November 
report in Washington Blade). 

• University of California, Irvine, professor 
Elizabeth Loftus, a prominent scholar on peo- 
ple’s overconfidence about memory, was turned 
down by the judge as an expert witness in 
November in the forthcoming trial of “Scooter” 
Libby (Vice President Cheney’s former assistant, 
who has been charged with lying to prosecutors 
about phone conversations, which Libby says 
weren’t lies but just forgetfulness). At a hear- 
ing on Loftus’ credentials, prosecutor Patrick 
Fitzgerald not only exposed some problems with 
her research but elicited from Loftus the confi- 
dent assertion that the two had never before met. 
However, Fitzgerald then immediately refreshed 
Loftus’ memory, reminding her that he had 
cross-examined her in court once before.

Pleading guilty to manslaughter in Pierre, 
S.D., in August was Mr. Austin First In Trouble, 
19. And in Providence, R.I., in November, the 
teenager sentenced to life in prison for murder 
(where his life might rot away) is Mr. Phearin 
Rot. On the brighter side, a linebacker for South 
Sumter High School in Bushnell, Fla., had a 
good year: Yourhighness Morgan (whose broth- 
er Handsome Morgan and cousin Gorgeous 
Morgan were undoubtedly proud of him).

day trips

River View Bed & Breakfast in Blanco provides small-town ambi- 
ence while offering guests a central base camp for exploring the Hill 
Country. The rock cottage on the Blanco River comes with its own histo- 
ry and accommodations comfortable enough to last an entire weekend. 

“We’re only 45 minutes from Austin and 45 minutes from San 
Antonio,” says innkeeper Elizabeth Lundquist. “Most people come 
here just to kick back and relax for a while.” 

Built in 1939, the bungalow has the feel of a cabin in the woods 
but is walking distance from the shops and restaurants on the court- 
house square. Lundquist removed the old wallpaper to find beautiful 
shiplap walls that give the rooms a warm wood glow. The house has 
two bedrooms downstairs and an upstairs loft with a view of the river 
through the pecan trees. The house can accommodate up to 10 
guests at a time. 

Decorated in antiques, each room is tastefully furnished without 
being cluttered. There are two large tables for get-togethers, and the 
TV in the front room comes with basic cable. There is patio furniture 
in the back yard and a swing on the front porch. “I got to admit,” 
Lundquist says, “it was a lot of fun finding things at auctions to deco- 
rate the house.” 

For many guests, the large kitchen will be their favorite room in 
the house. Lundquist thought of everything when stocking the cook- 
ing utensils and glassware. She even stocked the pantry with 
essential spices, as well as an assortment of coffees and teas. It’s 
a great place to prepare a communal supper or just to enjoy the 
continental breakfast. 

If you have come to the Blanco River to unwind for the weekend, 
the sun room off the den is a perfect battery charger. The comfortable 
chairs and rocking chairs look out a wall of windows that opens to the 
back yard and the river running through Blanco State Park. It’s a bright 
and airy room that just begs for a good book or conversation. 

The house was originally owned by the Bindseil family who operat- 
ed the town’s grocery store for many years. The nature trail a block 
from the house that leads to the second largest oak tree in Blanco 
County was named after the grocer. 

Lundquist purchased the property in 2004. A technician in the 
computer software industry, she had always dreamed of owning a bed 
& breakfast house in the country. Even though it was only the second 
place she looked at, she knew it was the right spot. After a lot of 
hard work she was ready to open the doors in time for the spring lav- 
ender festival. 



Blanco has become the lavender-growing capital of Texas. Within a 
short drive of the old courthouse there are nine lavender farms. “It’s 
amazing how they all work together,” Lundquist says. The June festi- 
val has grown to include field tours and a craft fair around the town 
square. “It just seems to get bigger and better every year,” she says. 

The town was platted in 1855 by James Callahan, a former Texas 
Ranger and survivor of the massacre at Goliad. For many years 
Blanco served as a sleepy supply station for the county’s ranches. 
The courthouse opened in 1888 but was only used until 1891, when 
the county seat was moved to Johnson City. Since then, the two- 
story limestone building has been used as a school, newspaper 
office, and real estate office, and several residents claim they were 
born there when it was the county’s main hospital. It is now the 
community’s visitor center. 

By 1986, the old courthouse had deteriorated into disrepair and 
was purchased by a local rancher to be dismantled and moved to his 
property. The town rallied around the former hall of justice to pre- 
serve it. Lundquist says she can see the spirit in the town’s resi- 
dents that saved the landmark. “Blanco is such a friendly small com- 
munity,” she says. 

River View Bed & Breakfast is at 52 Pecan St., in a quiet neighbor- 
hood three blocks off the Blanco town square. Rates run from $90 to

year. But stay sharp. Soon after unwrapping our 
Rick Majerus replica sweaters and wearing them 
around our hometowns while getting wasted with 
old friends, we’ll have a lot to work on in the 
months leading up to the Madness. Majerus rules, 
by the way. He’s one of the best things about the 
sport, and we’ll bring him up a lot along the way. 

But before getting into all of that, let’s talk 
Texas, only because I’m contractually obligated to

Both are 
savvy penetrators with a nose for the rim - not many other ways to say that, sorry - and 
Augustin’s solid 2-1 assist-to-turnover ratio this season is a just year of experience away 
from Williams’ sterling 2.5. Let’s just hope the freshman doesn’t get into the laptop-fenc- 
ing game. He has a huge future and is a lot of fun to watch. Should he stick around for a 
few years, it’ll be him leading the Longhorns to a national title, not Kevin Durant. For 
more Chronicle sports coverage, see austinchronicle.com/sports.

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The second half of opening night was the 
show’s saving grace. It’s the part of It's 
a Wonderful Life when Clarence the 
angel is trying to get his wings - or in 
this case, Mork the alien is trying to 
get his rainbow suspenders - and the 
story gets simpler as it barrels toward 
its conclusion. The audience had grown more 
accustomed to the format. Nash was picking up 
the pace and energy. By the end, when Fonzie 
is returning to his life and hugging his children 
(Jan Brady, Arnold Drummond, Mushmouth, and 
Sigmund the sea monster), Nash had the audience 
sold on his wacky wonderful life. 

Rob Nash has an incredible gift for imperson- 
ations. Rob Nash has created a hugely complex vehi- 
cle for those impersonations. Rob Nash needs a direc- 
tor. He nails the essence of all 39 personas, but some- 
how the show lacks energy. Nash goes from brief imper- 
sonation to brief impersonation casually, as if each one has 
had a little shot of the Fonz injected into it. There are only 
a few glimpses of his agility as a performer - at a dance or 
during a rendition of “Rubber Ducky” - when he leaps and 
bounds between characters. The trouble with It's a Wonderful 
Life , 70s Christmas Special , Starring the Fonz is that there is 
not much more to the show than its fundamental gimmick. 
One thing, however, is made abundantly clear: how totally 
awesome Seventies TV was. If someone tried to make an 
It's a Wonderful Life TV Christmas special today, most of 
the characters would be practically indistinguishable, all 
whining and self-involved. These Seventies characters are 
bizarre and endearing and wacky! And even if you don’t 
have any clue who Paul Lynde is, you will enjoy his antics 
as channeled by Rob Nash. - Hannah Kenah

It's a Wonderful Life, 70 s Christmas Special , 
Starring the Fonz 


The Vortex, through Dec. 31 
Running time: 1 hr, 15 min 

There are many blanket assumptions surrounding 
Christmas, and one is that everyone is familiar with Frank 
Capra’s holiday classic It's a Wonderful Life. 

But I’m willing to bet that most people are 
only vaguely familiar with this film. Maybe 
they’ve seen parts of it, maybe caught the 
ending a couple of times, possibly seen some 
parodies of it, but few are actually intimately 
familiar with the old black-and-white Jimmy 
Stewart saga from beginning to end. Most 
parodies of it focus on a distillation of the 
story (what the world would be like if George 
Bailey had never been born). Rob Nash’s one-man show It's a 
Wonderful Life , 70s Christmas Special , Starring the Fonz deals 
with the entire story, down to its most minor characters. That 
alone might challenge an audience, but Nash adds one more 
catch to take this show from concept to high-concept: Every 
character in It's a Wonderful Life is portrayed as a character or 
personality from the era of Seventies television. 

Here is a glimpse of the 39-person-long cast list that 
becomes a legend to the map of Nash’s show: Fonzie as 
George Bailey, Charo as Mary Bailey, Archie Bunker as Mr. 
Potter, Vinnie Barbarino as Harry Bailey, Tattoo as Joseph, 

Mr. Roarke as Franklin, Paul Lynde as Gower, Flo as Violet, 
Geraldo as the newsman, Duane as Charlie, Nipsey Russell 
as Eustace, Howard Cosell as Sam Wainwright, and so on 
and so on. It’s a masterful melding of Seventies television 


and Capra’s classic movie, but unfortu 
nately, unless one has studied either 
subject in depth, the meeting proves 
perplexing. Nash himself has trouble 
keeping up. Certainly throughout the 
run of the show, his performance 
will tighten. But on opening night, he 
was still uncertain of the material 
and would periodically go blank as 
he searched through plotlines and 
impersonations, trying to recall what 
was next. 

Nash is intelligent enough to rec- 
ognize that this setup isn’t exactly 
user-friendly, so he does three things 
to help the audience out: provides the 
cast list, gives a voiceover introduction 
for each character the first time someone 
appears, and changes the names of 
the original characters to their new 
Seventies personas, e.g., George 
is now referred to as Fonzie. 

Ironically, having the Fonz as the 
main character adds to the confu- 
sion because the Fonz didn’t like 
to use names; he liked to use 
initials (“Sit on it, Mr. B!”). 

During the first act, the audi- 
ence remained pretty quiet, and 
the silence seemed to fluster Nash

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"Take Me to Bed or Lose Me Forever” 

Volitant Gallery, through Dec. 30 

It is the one line from Top Gun that almost everyone remembers: 
When Goose’s wife says, “Take me to bed or lose me forever,” he fol- 
lows with “Show me the way home, honey.” And if you don’t remem- 
ber what comes next, Volitant’s current group show will help jog your 
memory. Each work shows the way through blissful beds, bedders, 
and the unhappily bedded alike, employing and ques- 
tioning many of love’s cliches. Under the curatorial 
direction of Leona Scull-Hons, “Take Me to Bed ...” 
reminds us that between life and death there is at 
least love, in its many variations. In Bunnyphonic’s 
coy pairing of apple and inchworm on two separated 
78rpm records, we see the unending song of love at 
play: the desire to absorb, to possess, to even eat 
the object of your desires and make it part of you. In 
Candace Briceho’s exuberant tented love shack, ooz- 
ing, scalloped red, pink, and purple carpets map out 
the space of utopic union, while balloons and ribbons lilt above this 
house of bliss. 

All in this exhibition is not candy and roses, however: In Sarah 
Voglewede’s Come Play With Me, which might best be described as 
an oversized valentine’s box of the type we made in class in the third 
grade, the invitation to love and to play is given form and matter. 
Stepping into the box, complete with a pink heart-shaped door, the 
viewer is presented with an endearing little piano, marked with stick- 
ers faded and curled by what were once, hopefully, loving hands. The 
scene and the experience pulls you in, until the moment you acqui- 
esce, breaking all of your own gallery hands-off inhibitions, and finally 
put your own hands to the little piano keys only to find there is no 
sound. The piano is broken, and the invitation rings surprisingly hollow. 

On the subject of hollowness, Jeff Hauger’s work examines the 
economies of love in a series of very clever documents filled some- 
times with formal jargon and other times with the confessions of the 
lovestruck, signing away one’s very soul to an unseen lover in return. 

In Hauger’s description of the materials used to make the piece he 
calls Emily Marquadet’s Soul, “pins” and “star dust” file in alongside 
“one soul” and “shadow box with lock and key.” As Emily writes out 



the promising of her soul - an object, as she notes, the existence of 
which is as yet unconfirmed by science - the use of blue pen on note- 
book paper throws us back to our own endless middle-school notes, 
written in undying love to the latest crush. The price of her soul, how- 
ever, has a number attached to it, reminding us of the trade, the gift 
with many strings attached that love often makes of us and itself. 

Overall, “Take Me to Bed or Lose Me Forever,” like so many of our 
experiences of love, is a penetrating reflection on our highest heights 
and our lowest absurdities. It is a smile and a good laugh, and it might 
end before you realize it was ever here to begin with. - Nikki Moore

£VR: e-flux 
video rental 

Arthouse at the Jones Center, through Jan. 7 

At a time when we all might have 
thought that video rental was becom- 
ing passe, taken over by online video 
streaming and Netflix, 
the self-described “New 
York-based information 
bureau” e-flux presents 
a joint opening of three 
such rental locations 
in Austin, Istanbul, and 
the Canary Islands. An 
interesting assortment 
of apparently unrelated 
choices, to be sure ... which is some- 
thing that might initially be said of the 
e-flux video rental (EVR) project itself, 
since its video holdings snowball from 
city to city as area curators add their 
favorite and often obscure pieces of 
video art to the EVR mix. But while it 
may seem random to have Austin curators such as Risa Puleo and 
Annette Carlozzi contribute any films they choose to the project as 
part of its two-month stay at Arthouse, it does in fact serve a real pur- 
pose: EVR was conceived by e-flux as a collaborative enterprise, and 
contributions from every site where it’s stationed broaden the num- 
ber of participants in the project, just as the movement of sites and 
librarylike policy of “renting” the videos - in short, it’s free - ensures 
an ever-expanding audience of viewers. This ongoing expansion cre- 
ates a dynamic map of contributors and participants that mirrors our 
own culture of increasingly inter-netted lives. With a simple sign-up 
process and a notecard membership, all of us sign our names into 
e-flux’s own reconfiguration of the networks we embody on a 
daily basis. 

But EVR is much more than that as well: For interested viewers who 
aren’t ready to commit to the two-day return policy, EVR offers on-site 
TV/VCR combos that bring back all the best trappings of video rental 
culture. In fact, just after choosing between the cushy couch or the 
beanbags, I was quickly reminded why those “please rewind” stickers 


were used by so many video stores. The films are arranged in alpha- 
betical order by artist, and a numbered guide to the collection lets 
you pick out films based upon who recommended them. After grab- 
bing Carlozzi’s pick of “Sabervervencias,” I sat down to screen “Hello, 
Ms. Schnitt.” With Austin’s EVR located just inside the glass front of 
Arthouse, watching this terrific five-minute flick by Corinna Schnitt was 
a double experience of both viewing and being viewed. Friendly and 
curious smiles of passersby reminded me that Arthouse’s window 
serves as a screen itself. As more and more lunch-goers passed the 
building and glanced inside, one stopped to ask, “What is this place?” 
While the gallery attendant had a helpful answer, I wondered how she 
could honestly begin to explain that this art gallery, currently Austin’s 
EVR, was a chance not only to see some very interesting, hard-to-find 
pieces of film and video art in what was once an emerging technology 
but also to participate in a study of our own patterns of communica- 
tion - of information flow and networking by immersion. It is a chance 
to check out of the world around you, and into it, all in the very act of 
renting or viewing a film. - Nikki Moore

Right from the start, Dreamgirls wows 
you with such an exuberant energy that 
you know that you’re in for a sweet 
ride. This euphoric adaptation of the hit 
Broadway backstage musical about the 

Dreams, an all-girl singing 
group loosely modeled 
on the Supremes, is an 
infectious experience of 
sequins and songs that 
lives up to the hype. 

Spanning the musical 
spectrum from the pre- 
Motown Sixties to the 
disco era in the late 
Seventies - when black 
music and pop music finally converged 
- Dreamgirls is a glittery, slick melodrama 
about how show business can cultivate 
egos and destroy friendships, all in the 
quest to be at the top of the heap. A 
great deal of the credit for the film’s suc- 
cess must go to screenwriter and director 
Condon, who - after cutting his teeth on 
the screenplay for Chicago - has fashioned what is best described as 
a dazzling jewel of a movie, both literally and metaphorically speaking. 
Not only is it evident that Condon clearly loves movie musicals and pop 
culture, but he is supremely well-versed in the language of film. Musical 
numbers that quietly begin behind the curtain as rehearsals seamlessly 
morph into dynamic onstage performances of the same song with the 
simple sweeping pan of the camera; more intimate musical interludes 
in which characters express their feelings to one another (such as 
the eloquent “Family”) are shot in ways that make them feel emotion- 
ally real, rather than artificial. When done right, a song can express 
so much more than mere words can - it can transcend any speech or 
piece of dialogue. That observation has never been so true as when 
Hudson, in a star-making performance, performs “And I’m Telling You 
I’m Not Going” at the film’s turning point, expressing pain, anger, and 
desperation with such heartbreaking intensity that you feel she may 
burst through the screen because it can’t hold her any longer. No ques- 
tion about it: The woman can sing a song. (When was the last time that 
a movie audience burst into applause at the end of a musical number, 
or sat through the credits to applaud again when an actor’s name 


appeared onscreen?) Hudson’s turn as the proud, stubborn, and self- 
destructive Effie is a revelation; you can’t imagine this movie without it. 
Pop star Knowles holds her own in the role of Deena, the Diana Ross- 
like singer who goes from being a pretty, naive girl from the projects to 
a glamorous international diva/superstar. She subtly imbues the char- 
acter with a softness and innocence that her real-life counterpart rarely 
projected. The male actors fare less well, largely because their charac- 
ters are not as interesting comparatively speaking, with the exception 
of Murphy. As soul singer James “Thunder” Early, a ladies man given 
to referring to himself in the third person, Murphy keeps his schtick in 
check and delivers a showy performance that has an underlying sad- 
ness to it. The two halves of Dreamgirls - the first chronicling the rise of 
the tightly knit group of characters to stardom, the second depicting the 
unraveling of those ties as a result of the pressures of money and fame 
- nicely (if sentimentally) come together in a finale that will leave most 
with a lump in the throat. Even when it feels packaged like a holiday 
entertainment that aims to please, watching Dreamgirls is like being on 
cloud nine. (Opens Monday.) - Steve Davis

BLACK CHRISTMAS

Using the same title, the master- 
minds behind this remake sound as though 
they’ve kept the essential story intact - 
and even got Andrea Martin to return for an 
encore. The slayings begin as sisters in a 
sorority house are mysteriously murdered, 
one by one, during Christmas week. (Opens 
Monday.)

THE GOOD SHEPHERD 

D: Robert De Niro; with Matt Damon , Angelina 
Jolie, John Turturro , Alec Baldwin , William Hurt ;

Matt Damon here abandons the cat-and- 
mouse theatrics of his Bourne identity to 
play Edward Wilson, the reserved fictional 
functionary whose life serves as the prism 
through which The Good Shepherd exam- 
ines the early years of the CIA. Damon 
plays Wilson as a tight-lipped, button-down 
professional, the kind of bright and depend- 
able guy the World War ll-era OSS and later 
the fledgling, postwar CIA would recruit 
to oversee their shadowy and covert spy 
operations. There’s fascinating material 
here in this behind-the-curtain look at the 
early formation of our nation’s spy agen- 
cies. Screenwriter Eric Roth (Munich) has 
clearly done his homework, and episodes 
such as Wilson’s college initiation into 


the secret Skull and Bones Society (the 
breeding ground for future presidents and 
captains of industry) and the group’s private 
retreats to Deer Island are imbued with 
the sense of observing something strictly 
off-limits to the rest of us commoners. 
Despite successfully creating the illusion 
of forbidden glimpses, The Good Shepherd 
slogs through most of its two-hour-and-40- 
minute running time. In his second turn in 
the director’s chair, De Niro (who also has a 
cameo) is unable to marshal this film into 
an effectively told narrative. Adding to his 
difficulty is the film’s nonlinear structure, 
which jumps around in time for scenes 
from Wilson’s childhood, his recruitment in 
1939 during his college career, years spent 
in Europe during the war, years spent at 
the CIA’s Langley headquarters, the Cold 
War, and the Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba 
in 1961. The out-of-order sequencing adds 
little in terms of thematic structure and 
thwarts all attempts to get swept up in 


the film’s narrative flow. Further muddling 
the cloak-and-dagger dynamics is a wholly 
melodramatic storyline about Wilson’s 
loveless marriage to Margaret “Clover” 
Russell (Jolie), the sister of a college class- 
mate who maneuvers Wilson to the altar. 
Although you might anticipate any marriage 
portrayed onscreen by Damon and Jolie to 
sizzle with sex appeal, this affair droops 
with disdain and indifference. The marriage 
is a marked contrast to the passion we 
witness in Wilson’s college romance with 
a deaf girl named Laura (Blanchard, in a 
marvelous performance), which provides a 
hint of what might of become of this man 
if the government hadn’t gotten its hooks 
into him first. Only Turturro, playing Wilson’s 
streetwise adjutant, adds any personality 
to this drama. Certainly, the absence of 
personality that’s required for the job but 
is ruinous to family life is one of the film’s 
primary points. The conundrum, however, 
is how to make a movie about close-to-the- 
vest characters without making a movie 
that’s drained of all life. A section of the 
film concerning Wilson’s grown son makes 
the rigors of the clandestine life all too 
clear, but it comes too late in the story and 
serves mostly as a reminder that the thorny 
relationship between fathers and sons is as 
central to this movie as it was in De Niro’s 
first directing job, 1993’s A Bronx Tale. Like 
Wilson’s hobby of building little ships in 
bottles, these good shepherds know how 
to keep their innards reined in while never 
solving the bigger mysteries of how and 
why.

If you like your British movies quick, 
raunchy, reflective, and bittersweet, then 
The History Boys is for you. Based on 
the highly successful play, the film was 
produced during a break between theatri- 
cal engagements and retains its original 
writer, director, and cast. Alan Bennett, 
the writer who previously collaborated with 
director Hytner on The Madness of King 
George, brings to the screen a sharply 
whimsical exploration into the purpose of 
knowledge, performance, and hormones. 
Taking the industrial wasteland of 1983’s 
Sheffield as its backdrop, the film fol- 
lows eight boys on the verge of entering 
college. Due to excellent board scores, 
they’re up for scholarships at either Oxford 
or Cambridge, the golden eggs of British 
education. As a result, the boys take an 
extra semester for additional instruction 
while preparing for the highly competitive 
entrance exams. Clever, wild, and cocky, 
the boys are entertaining from the moment 
they walk onscreen. Their instructors 
include the eccentric Hector, performed

with every amount of passion and pity 
by Griffiths (Withnail and I , Harry Potter). 
Under Hector’s training, lessons in “gen- 
eral studies” include re-enactments of 
old Bette Davis movies and the singing of 
show tunes. Dripping with poetic romanti- 
cism, Hector believes that knowledge is 
to be inhaled, experienced, and caressed. 
Sometimes, quite literally. A homosexual, 
he enjoys taking the more attractive stu- 
dents for rides on his motorbike in order 
to cop a feel in their nether regions. Dead 
Poets Society this is not. Strangely enough, 
the very heterosexual students consider 
this pervy practice merely a humorous 
obligation. Hector’s colleagues include the 
stalwart, Mrs. Lintott (brilliantly portrayed 
by de la Tour) and the newly appointed 
realist, Irwin (Moore). Brought in by the 
results-oriented headmaster (Merrison) to 
give the boys some “edge,” Irwin embraces 
an approach to learning that contradicts 
Hector’s. For Irwin, knowledge is a game, a 
talent that can be mastered with the right 
amount of manipulation and wordplay. As 
a result, the film becomes a raunchy, raw, 
and often hilarious exploration into the con- 
flict of learning. The boys engage in wild and 
distinctly genuine camaraderie and there isn’t 
a weak link in this casting. Barnett is heart- 
breaking as a baby-faced Jewish homosexu- 
al, Cooper gives a star-making performance 
as the cheeky rebel with the bedroom eyes, 
and as the self-aware Christian, Parker is 
endearingly fun. Clearly, the filmmakers did 
manage to capture some measure of light- 
ning in a bottle. - Toddy Burton

Kazan had a role in the stage version). But 
first-round cinematic TKOs? You can num- 
ber those pug-uglies on a lone dockwork- 
er’s mangled paw: John Garfield in Body 
and Soul, the Rod Serling-scripted Requiem 
for a Heavyweight (with Jack Palance on 
TV’s Playhouse 90, Anthony Quinn in the 
film version), Raging Bull, Million Dollar 
Baby, anything sporting a gorgeous, young 
Cassius Clay or the floating, stinging con- 
scientiously objectified Muhammad Ali. 

And then there’s Stallone’s mush-mouthed 
and even mushier-hearted Italian Stallion, 
a brawny slab of meat who, in round one, 
floored not only Apollo Creed but also 
Academy Awards voters. I was 10 years 
old when my parents dropped off me and 
a pal at a grim New York theatre during 
Rocky’s premiere engagement in 1976, but 
the memory lingers like an ill-stanched nick 
above a boxer’s bony orbit. Kids love Rocky, 
and why not? The perpetual underdog who 
never says die, he’s the playground equal- 
izer gone grownup, your buddy, your pal, 
your bodyguard. That first Rocky was, and 
remains, sheer Palookaville genius. Rockys 
ll-V, were very much less so, by degrees 
and occasional magnitude. Which brings 
us to Rocky Balboa, the final chapter in 
the saga: It’s terrific. Maybe not great, like 
that first kiss of fist in ’76, but good, solid, 
exhilarating entertainment of the stand-up- 
and-cheer variety. “I’m failin’ apart,” the 
now-59-year-old Rocky confides to Paulie 
(Young, the ecstatically grizzled series 
stalwart). “So’s the whole world, Rocco.” 
But, yo, it’s worse for Balboa, who in the 
interim has lost his beloved Adrian (Talia 
Shire, seen in flashback) to the “women’s 
cancer;” his son (Ventimiglia, replacing 
Stallone’s real-life offspring Sage) to the 
corporate world; and, most importantly, his 
passion for living (what he calls “the beast 
inside”) to the unstoppable wallop of time. 
Enter world heavyweight champ Mason 
“The Line” Dixon (Tarver), who, having lost 
the love of the crowd to the fact that he’s 
too unbeatable, goes toe-to-toe with Rocco 
in a Mandalay Bay exhibition match, the 
doughy warhorse versus the rippling, pre- 
stud stallion. Stallone infuses Balboa with 
a sense of soulful urgency not fully evinced 
in the character in ages, and for this rea- 
son - despite some clunky melodramatics 
and questionable, MTV-esque editing bar- 
rages - the film swings, stings, and sings. 
Like the character of Rocky, it’s got heart to 
spare and is by turns one of the sweetest 
of the sweet-science pictures, as well as 
one of the most doleful. Fighters fight, it’s 
what they do. And Balboa, God bless him, 
fights on. - Marc Savlov

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VAJRA SKY OVER TIBET 

D: John Bush. (NR, 89 min.) 

High in the mountains of Tibet, a great 
religious tradition stretching back thousands 
of years is slowly dying on the vine. The 
Buddhism practiced there, with its ornate rit- 
uals, eerie throat singing, and pantheon of 
reincarnated lamas, has been on a respira- 
tor ever since the communist Chinese gov- 
ernment seized control of the country back 
in 1949 and the Dalai Lama was forced into 
exile 10 years later. Since then, Buddhism in 
Tibet has been a movement without a leader, 
and that, along with the destruction of innu- 
merable temples and texts and the system- 
atic oppression of the faithful, has left the 
religion in a sad state in a country where it 
once thrived. One Western acolyte of these 
beleaguered traditions is Bush, who has cre- 
ated Vajra Sky Over Tibet (part of his Yatra 
Trilogy of movies, which explore the many 
“spiritual wonders” of Southeast Asia) to cel- 
ebrate the vitality of an ancient religion and 
bear witness to its gradual destruction. 
There’s no doubting Bush’s heart is in the 
right place, and he takes great pains to cap- 
ture the emotive and aesthetic power of both 
Tibetan Buddhist traditions and the glorious 
natural landscape that engendered them. 

His film takes us high into misty mountains 
and deep into the monasteries of the capital 
city of Lhasa, granting us access to rituals 
and ceremonies rarely seen by Western 
eyes. As an educational tool, there’s really 
no faulting it: Anything you ever wanted to 
know about Tibetan Buddhism but didn’t 
know to ask is here on display - from prayer 
wheels to Panchen Lamas, from laughing 
statues to The Tibetan Book of the Dead - 
and it’s all appropriately mesmerizing and 
exotic and curious. The problem, however, is 
that Bush’s reverence for the religion and his 
desire to see its significance and precarious- 
ness recognized by the outside world far out- 
pace his abilities as a director and storytell- 
er. Vajra Sky Over Tibet is educational without 
being edifying, distracting without being 
inspirational, and in the end it feels like a 
guided tour rather than a movie, like a prim- 
er or a catechism or a glorified glossary of 
terms rather than a work of creativity. In 
addition, Bush wears his affection for 
Buddhist philosophy and his dedication to its 
preservation unashamedly on his sleeve, 
and as a result his movie nearly drowns in 
solemnity and noble intentions (not to men- 
tion chanting; oh, does Bush never tire of 
chanting?): Any viewer not as enamored as 
the director may find him or herself choking 
on incense long before the film is over. 
Though Bush’s aims are admirable and 
his ability to slip into the cracks of an 
ancient culture impressive, one can’t 
shake the feeling that the tale of Tibet’s 
struggles against communist injustice 
deserves the attentions of a truly great 
documentarian, not merely a sympathetic 
one.

There are football movies, and then 
there’s this 800-pound gorilla of a gridiron 
weepie, which should be penalized for 
roughing the viewer. You may recall the 
full-throttle, swish-pan stylings of helmer 
McG (ne Joseph McGinty Nichol) from the 
Charlie’s Angels movies and TV’s Fastlane, 
while watching the true story of a char- 
tered-jet crash that killed all but four of the 
1970 Marshall University Thundering Herd. 
The tragedy has been has been slavishly 
translated to the sports-movie formula 
by newbie scribes Jamie Linden and Cory 
Helms. As the team rebuilds its ranks the 
next year and prepares to take the field 
once more, there’s a hesitant administra- 
tor (Strathairn), a Guy Who Quits (Huntley 
Ritter), quietly supportive wives (Jones and 
Williams-Paisley), and bone-crunching foot- 
age - all of it handsome - of the underdogs’ 
training and season. More mechanical than 
nuanced, the movie gives us one naysayer, 
Deadwood villain McShane, who seems to 
be a composite character for bereft parents. 
Because he’s a man of the earth, McShane 
is posed pensively against showers of 
steel-mill sparks in a hard hat, but the 
movie doesn’t take his pain very seriously: 
He’s simply the antagonist, and his job is 
to cause trouble for coaches Jack Lengyel 
(McConaughey) and Red Dawson (Fox) until 
he sees the light. With 75 people dead - an 
entire chunk of a small West Virginia town - 
circumspection seems appropriate, but the 
movie will have none of that foolishness. It 
wants you to pump your fist and cheer your 
grief away, no exceptions. Consider by com- 
parison another movie about a small-town 
tragedy, Atom Egoyan’s The Sweet Hereafter 
- based on the eponymous Russell Banks 
novel and likewise inspired by a true story. 
One is quiet and reflective, the other noisy 
and aggressively heartwarming. Pick your 
flavor. I’m still figuring out what to make of 
McConaughey, who cuts a comic figure with 
his plaid double-knit slacks and pomaded 
comb-over. As the requisite rule-breaking 
coach, he’s far weirder than, say, the Rock 
in this year’s Gridiron Gang, and his moti- 
vational tactics approach coercion. But like 
little else in the movie, he has the power to 
surprise. - Marrit Ingman

Think and say what you will about the beliefs 
and actions of Mel Gibson. One conclusion, 
however, is undeniable: He’s a powerfully effec- 
tive filmmaker. The films Gibson has directed 
demonstrate an increasingly deft understanding 
of epic scope, narrative mechanics, and visceral 
response. With his fourth feature film as a direc- 
tor, Gibson continues his (probably unintentional) 
study of the mortification of the flesh through 
the ages. Apocalypto, which emphasizes the 
barbarity of late Mayan culture at the expense 
of its accomplishments in the sciences, written 
language, and city-building, is rife with assaults 
on the body. These details have the desired vis- 
ceral effect on the viewer, and when combined 
with Gibson’s command of the film’s basic story 
of a husband and father’s heroic journey to res- 
cue his family, Apocalypto becomes an absorbing 
drama. However, despite showcasing a civilization 
little seen on the silver screen, there are several 
historical aspects of the film that just don’t jibe.

more than minutes away. Exquisitely crafted 
from its jarring musical score (by Argentinian 
composer Gustavo Santaolalla) to its famous 
faces (here scrubbed clean of the protective 
veneer of the West) and legions of unknown and 
nonprofessional actors (revelation upon revela- 
tion), Babel is an incendiary piece of cinematic 
ordnance, backlighting incipient chaos and the 
random yet infinitely complex nature of human 
events.

dismemberment, which is rough, gory stuff. You can 
view Zwick’s action-packed take on the issue as a 
social critique masquerading as cineplex fodder, but 
in this case, the Hollywood tropes of the storyline 
very nearly overwhelm the subject matter. DiCaprio 
plays a former mercenary who now operates a 
lucrative diamond-smuggling trade in war-torn Sierra 
Leone and has a crisis of conscience that arrives 
in the form of Connelly’s crusading Yank journalist 
and Hounsou’s downtrodden diamond-digger.

Updated only slightly to accommodate the sensibili- 
ties of today’s kids, with their affection for digitally 
enhanced creatures and wise-cracking sidekicks, 
this new version manages to lose very little of the 
sentimental sweetness and plainspoken nobility of 
the original. In fact, for modern-day kids fare, it’s a 
remarkably temperate and quiet movie: Bathroom 
humor is kept to a minimum, Templeton the scav- 
enging rat (voiced by Buscemi) never once breaks 
into song, and there isn’t a single pop-culture refer- 
ence in the entire film.

“It’s not very often that we’re all 
together in one city,” declares Bukka 
Allen, son of Terry Allen. “All our friends 
and families are gonna be in town, so 
we’re using it as an excuse to have a 
big blowout.” 

That’s right, the Allen clan is taking 
over the Saxon for its Saturday night 
holiday soiree. “Joe Ely’s gonna play 
and Ryan Bingham,” adds Terry. “I 
just told a lot of people, so there will 
be a lot of musicians there. My grand- 
son’s band is gonna play one or two 
songs. He’s 12. Just call the band We 
Go to Eleven, because that’s the time 
they have to be in. It’ll be quite loud 
and perfect.” 

More reason to celebrate is that 
local keyboardist/songwriter Bukka 
has just completed a new solo album 
with the help of guitarist Rob Gjersoe 
and cellist Brian Standefer, fellow 
Screen Door Music members.

Music people would like me to not do 
the visual stuff, and the visual people would like me not to do 
the music stuff.” He pauses and chuckles. “So I spend all my 
time writing.” - Jim Caligiuri

TIPS FOR BUYING ON 
EBAY DURING THE HOLIDAYS 

Last time I bought something on eBay, I got screwed. 
How can I protect myself if I buy things on eBay during 
the holidays? 

There are several things to remember when buying 
items on eBay. The first thing to know is that when 
people place a bid on an item, they are entering into a 
contract with the individual seller of that item. eBay is 
not a party to the actual transaction between you and 
the seller. The listing provides the conditions of the 
sale, and you must abide by those conditions unless 
they violate eBay’s user agreement or are unlawful. 
Resist the urge to impulse shop; don’t press that “Bid 
Now” button until you’re ready to commit. 

Second, if you are the highest bidder at the end of 
the auction and your bid is accepted by the seller, you 
are obligated to complete the transaction. Ordinarily, 
bids are binding and may not be retracted. Keep in 
mind, however, that bids on certain eBay auctions are 
nonbinding. For example, bids on items prohibited 
by law or the eBay user agreement are not binding. 
Copyright laws may be violated when sellers list coun- 
terfeit items and represent them as genuine. 

Third, be sure to use a secure method to pay for 
the item. But before discussing secure ways to pay, it’s 
best to highlight how not to pay for an item on eBay. 
If a seller ever asks you to pay with a money order or 
a cashier’s check, beware! Once that payment leaves 
your wallet, it becomes extremely difficult to retrieve. 

A better option is using a credit card, which gives 
consumers an extra layer of protection because (if prob- 
lems arise) they can contest the purchase with the credit 
card company, as well as the - one of the most secure 
methods of payment for items purchased on eBay. In 
fact, eBay recommends that you make all your transac- 
tions through PayPal. What makes PayPal more secure 
is the fact that you are only giving your credit card 
information to one party, rather that giving that sacred 
information to multifarious sellers. Additionally, there 
are other benefits to using PayPal. Part of the PayPal 
user agreement provides a buyer protection policy. The 
policy guarantees $1000 of coverage against fraud on 
each qualified eBay purchase.

THE LOGIC BEHIND 
BACK-IN PARKING 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

Here in the nations capital, we have some 
streets or parking lots with signs that say 
“back-in parking only ” I was ticketed when 
I overlooked this requirement. My question: 
What’s the advantage of requiring drivers to 
back in to a parking space? The spot where I 
was ticketed was on a wide two-way street. I 
can’t see how backing in is safer than back- 
ing out. What am I missing? Or is this just 
to make it easier for the ticket writer to access 
your windshield? -Carroll 

TOM: It actually is safer, Carroll. By the 
way we’re talking about parking spaces 
that are perpendicular, or at an angle, to 
the curb - not parallel-parking spaces. 

RAY: These are spaces that require you 
to drive past the parking space, stop and 
then back in. 

TOM: The primary advantage is that 
it’s not terribly dangerous to back in to a 
space - because the cars behind you can 
see you stopping and signaling - and it’s a 
lot safer to pull out going forward. 

RAY: Look at it from the other point of 
view. If you park in the traditional way, 
you’ve pulled hood-first into an angled 
space. Now, when you back out, your 
trunk goes out first. Where are you? 
You’re at the front of the car. While your 
car’s butt is sticking out into traffic, 
you can’t see if there are cars coming 
because your view is blocked by the pas- 
senger compartments of the cars or SUVs 
parked next to you. Also, the cars com- 
ing down the street have no real warning 
that you’re about to back out. All of a 
sudden, your trunk starts lurching out 
into the road. 

TOM: Whereas when you back into 
a space and then pull out, you pull out 
hood-first, so you are quickly in a position 
to see over the hoods of the cars next to 
you and see if any traffic is coming before 
pulling out onto the road. 

RAY: So, believe it or not, Carroll, you 
have discovered evidence of intelligent life 
in our nation’s capital.
